—The  New  York  Post  suggests  that  the 
ashes  and  garbage  of  that  city  be  saved 
separately,  the  ashes  to  be  sold  far  filling 
in  waste  places,  and  the  garbage  for  tatten- 
in^  hogs.

They  dig.  delve  and 
hoe  ;  they  carry  heavy  loads  of  manure  to 
the  fields,  and  in  the  peat  season  you  may 
see  them  all  day,  carrying  creelsfUl  of  peat 
from  the  bog.    You  will  often  see  a  man 
trudging  along  the  road  beside  a  woman, 
but  the  creel  is  always  on  the  woman's  back. 
If  thev  come  to  a  river  or  ford,  the  woman 
crosses  first,  deposits  her  creel  on  the  other 
side,  and  then  returns  to  carry  the  man 
across.    The  woman  in  the  rural  districts 
here  is.  in  fact,  a  beast  of  burden,  and  men 
In  looking  out  for  wives,  look  largelv  to 
muscular  development.     In  the  middle  of 
one  peat  season,  when  labor  was  much  in 
demand,  a  man  who  was  supposed  to  be  a 
confirmed  old  bachelor,  suddenly  married. 
A  friend  met  him  some  days  after.  "  What 
for  did  you  take  a  woman  like  that  ?"  said 
the  friend.    "  Did  you  not  hear,"    replied 
the  man.  "  that  my  horse  was  dead  ?" 

—Dr.  Bellows  speaks,  under  date  of  Nu 
remburg.  of  the  precautions  which  are  ta- 
ken against  premature  bunal.  He  says 
that  in  the  cemetery  there  is  a  hous^ 
pleasantly  arranged  amid  flower-beds  and 
shrubs,  to  which  all  the  dead  are  at  once 
carried  after  being  laid  out,  and  there 
placed  on  beds,  each  with  a  bell-pull  so 
connected  with  the  hand  that  the  least  mo- 
tion of  the  supposed  'corpse  on  reviving 
must  arouse  the  attendant  and  bring  in- 
stant attention.

— M  Heurtebise  communioatea  to  a  late 
number  of  I  Invention  a  plan  for  produc- 
ing and  economically  employing  hvaro^n 
gas  which  is  both  new  and  valuable.  He 
places  charcoal  In  a  retort  and  raises  it  to 
a  red  heat,  then  passing  a  stream  of  car- 
bonic acid  over  it,  each  molecule  of  the 
add  absorbs  two  atoms  of  carbon  forming 
two  molecules  of  oxyde  of  carbon.  In  an- 
other retort  heated  red  hot  ho  passes  two 
currents,  one  thus  obtamed  and  another  of 
superheated  steam,  when  two  atoms  of  car- 
bonic acid  and  two  etiuivalents  of  hydro 
gen  gas  result.  The  carbonic  acid  gas  is 
again  passed  over  the  heated  charcoal  and 
lour  equivalents  of  hydrogen  are  obtained. 
A  conUnuous  action  is  thus  kept  up,  with 
a  steady  supply  of  hydrogen. 

—Mr.  Crookes,  says  the  Medical  Times 
has  shown  that  the  favorite  disinfectant, 
chloride  of  lime,  is  about  the  least  efficient 
of  any  of  those  substances  reputed  to  pos- 
sess disinfectant  qualities.  Chlorine  Itself 
is  very  little  better,  for  if  used  in  large 
enough  quantities  It  will  in  time  destroy 
the  virus,  but  as  it  acts  by  way  of  oxyda- 
tion,  and  is  living  virus  resisted  thislonger 
than  dead  oxydizable  matter,  before  the 
gas  can  attack  a  virus  everything  else  tliat 
It  can  oxydlzc  will  be  oxydized  flrst.^^nd 
if  when  pure,  chlorine  Is  so  slow  of  acting, 
when  adulterated  with  eighty  per  cent  of 
lime,  Its  value  is  proportionally  less.  In 
sulphurous  and  carbonic  acid,  on  the  other 
hand,  there  are  substances  absolutely  de- 
structive of  every  kind  of  living  thmg  of 
low  organization,  such  as  cattle  plague  vi- 
rus is  supposed  to  be.  These  substances, 
besides  destroying  the  virus,  attack  it  at 
once,  and  arrest  all  putrefying  tendency. 
—  When  two  locomotives  having  equal 

speed  on  a  railroad  track,  meet  f^om  oppo- 
site directions,  the  shock  actually  destroys 

the  momentum  of  both,   and,  therefore, 

makes  a  dead  halt.

Where  two 

steamboats  run  directly  together,  head  on 

—one  going  12  and  the  other  15  miles  an 

hour,  the  concussion  or  shock  each  would 

suffer  would  be  the  same  as  though  struck 

by  the  other  at  a  speed  of  27  miles  an  hour. 

Without  stopping  to  philosophize  upon  the 

catise.  boxers  and  pugilists  know,  by  dear 

bought  experience  tnat  the  worst  blows 

ihey   ever  receive  in  their    combats  are 

when  a  fist  strikes  a  fist,  because  the  force 

suffered  by  both  parties  is  equal  to  the  sum 

of  the  forces  exerted  by  either  arm.    The 

adroit  fighters,  therefore,  avoid  encounters 

of  that  kind  if  possible. 
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And  this  other  table,  showing  the  SUtea 
to  which  the  quarter  million  emigrants  ol 
1860  first  went  to  on  arriving,  is  also  an 
Interesting  study 
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—Dr.  Chcever's  church,  on  Union  Square

A  Story  About  "False  IIalr.»» 

Among  the  really  interesting  curiosities 
of  the  Paris  Exhibition,  every  traveler  tells 
us,  are  the  picturesquely  attired  girls  who 
are  to  be  seen  in  front  of  the  far  eastern 
and  northern  department,  and  remarkably 
those  who  represent  the  national  Scandi- 
navian peasantry.    In  front  of  the  Swedish 
restaurant,  a  real  child  of  the  north,  ar- 
rayed In  silver-braided  skirts,  and  covered 
with  filagree  ornaments,  has  attracted  a 
good  deal  of  admiration.    A  thick  plait  of 
air  hair  is  wound  round  her  muslin  turban. 
Some  days  ago,  two  loungers  In  the  Swed- 
ish Department  of  the  Exhibition  building 
were  discussing  vivaciously  the  merits  of 
bionde   Swedish    girls.       One  gentleman 
maintained  that  the  solid  plait  which  fast- 
ened her  coifl^ire  was  of   her  own  hair, 
while  his  companion  pronounced  it  ^'►^ 
false.    They  made  a  bet  about  It,  and  finally 
the  girl  was  called,  and  one  of  the  disput- 
ants addressed  her:     "Is  that  all  your 
own  hair?"   asked    he.      "Why,  whose 
should  it  be?"  asked  the  fair  Swede  naive- 
ly    "It  might  have  been  bought;  such 
things  are  often  done,"  said  her  questioner. 
"In  our  own  country  we  often  sell  our 
hair,"  was  the  reply,  "but  we  never  bu^ 
lt_^hy  do  you  ask  mo  such  a  question  V 
"  Because  my  friend  here  declares  that  It 
is  false."    After  such  an  assertion  there 
was  nothing  left  for  her  but  to  undo  her 
plait,  which  fell  in  magnificent  profusion 
at  her  feet.    She  <lid  not  appear  at  all  sur- 
prised at  the  proceedings  until  the  winner 
of  the  bet  gave  her  the  twenty  francs  he 
had  won.    Then  she  was  fairly  astonished. 
That  was  a  happy  day  for  her.  and  she 
counted  on  the  recurrence  of  the  incident, 
and  built  an  airy  castle  with  the  money 
her  hair  was  going  U)  bring  her  during  the 
Exhibition.    She  would  buy  a  fishing  boat 
and  nets  with  the  money  she  had  made, 
and  then  what  a  crowd  of  devoted  admir- 
ers she  would  have  round  her  when  she 
returned  to  her  Swedish  home  !    But  hu- 
man curiosity  has  its  boundH,  and  she  had 
no  further  Invitation  to  loosen  her  massive 
Iplalta. 
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While  Ireland  has  sent  us  more  emigrants 
than  any  other  country  in  the  aggregates 
of  the  last  twenty  years,  and  nearly  half 
of  all,  Germany  Is  now  sending  us  nearly 
twice  as  many,  and  almost  half  of  all  who 
are  coming.  For  this  year,  to  date,  the  to- 
tal number  of  emigrants  at  New  York  is 
103,059.  cf  whom  77,000  came  from  Ger- 
many, anl  40,000  itom  Ireland.  England 
IS  coming  up  in  the  proportion,  also ;  her 
share  of  '.his  year's  emigration  is  nearly 
half  of  Ireland's,  or  over  20.000.

Have   thoM  detractors   muaic    in    theu 
aouU? 

The  mosquito  might  be  classed  among 
our  domestic  animals,  may  we  not  say 
among  the  household  pets  v  They  are  the 
almost  constant  companions  of  man  In 
town  and  country  during  the  holiday  sea- 
son of  ttunmer.  No  homo  without  the 
moequlto.  What  attectloni  How  they 
stick  to  us,  closer  than  brothers!  They 
often  come  a  great  way— hundreds  of  miles 
— to  be  with  us. 

Most  of  those  who  greet  us  in  this  city 
have  left  their  distant  homes  In  Jersey  and 
have  made  the  perilous  journey  across  a 
wide  river.      They  also  lovo  their   own 
society,  and  travel  in  companies  which 
sometimes   comprise   millions  of  Individ 
uals— In  swarms  which  obscure  the  sun. 
But   the    commonplace    detractors    say 
that    mo9qmto«8    are   bred  In   unwhole- 
some swamps,  and  that  It  is  only  the  vrind 
which  b«ar8  them,  as  It  does  feathers  and 
malaria,  wherever  it  listeth.    Let  us  in- 
quire about  the  earliest  beginning  of  the 
mosquito ;  let  us  lake  him  in  the  egg.  The 
mother   mosquito  has   notions  of  naval 
architecture,  and  out  of  the  eggs  she  lays 
constructs  a  well-modeled  boat,  with  ele- 
vated prow  and  stem,   and  well-propoi- 
tloned  midship.    For  the  boat  she  employs 
250  to  300  eggs,  building  it  up  piecemeal, 
somewhat  after  the  manner  of  men,  binding 
together  the  individual  eggs  by  means  of  a 
powerful  water-proof  cement  Intoasubstan* 
tial  and  complete  structure.    Unfortuntely 
we  are  unable  to  give  a  receipt  for  the 
water-proof  cement.   ^There  are  many  who 
would  like  to  have  it.    The  boat  la  buUt 
on  the  water,  abandoned  to  the  mercy  of 
the  wind  and  the  wave.     Thanks  to  the 
water-proof  cement,  she  can  neither  be 
broken,  wetted  or  sunk ;  she  is  safer  than  If 
she   were  copper-bottomed.

On  closer  examination  they 
prove tobe what  everyone  knows  under 
the  name  of  "  wlgglers."  they  are  the  larvsE 
of  the  mosquito.     They  wiggle  about  in 
the  well-known  way  for  a  week  or  two, 
and.  alter  changmg  their  skins  two  or  three 
tlmee,  thev  assume  quite  a  new  form  and 
movement    They  are  now  what  the  boys 
call  "tumblers."  and  are  the  pupae  of  the 
mosquito.     In  about  a  week  if  the  weath- 
er eto.,  be  favorable,  sonethingof  the  form 
of  a  mosquito  may  be  seen  through  the 
transparent  skin  of  the  tumbler.    ShorUy 
the  prisoner  escapes  fVom'his  confinement 
as  a  full  fledged  and  bold  mosquito,  and 
soars  away  in  search  of  food  and  pleasure.

It  is  imsclent'.fic  to  say  that  moanuitoes 
bite,  for  they  have  no  teeth;  and  they 
have  no  need  of  teeth  to  seize  upon  or  pre- 
par«  their  food,  for  they  are  dainty ;  and 
take  food  only  m  the  liquid  form— spoon 
vl-jtuals.  They  arc  a  chivalric  race,  and 
attack  their  enemies  with  a  sort  of  sword 
or  lance;  no  doubt  they  consider  biting 
and  gouging  quite  vulgar.  The  lance  oT 
the  mosquito  is  a  very  beautiflil  and  per- 
fect piece  of  work ;  it  la  smoother  than 
burnished  steel,  and  its  point  Is  bo  fine  and 

Serfect  that  the  most  powerful  microscope 
oes  not  discover  a  flaw  In  It  As  the  most 
delicate  cambric  needle  is  to  the  crowbar, 
so  is  the  mosquito's  lance  to  the  Damascus 
blade.  The  lance  Is  worn  In  a  scabbard  or 
sheath,  which,  in  every  respect,  is  worthy 
of  It ;  it  is  often  ornamented  with  plumea. 
Man  carrier  his  sword  at  his  side,  and  the 
mosquito  on  his  head.  The  latter  arrange- 
ment has  manifest  and  wonderful  advan- 
tages—the weapon  is  always  en  gardi\  and 
does  not  impede  l<x»moilon  by  getting  en- 
tangled with  the  legs.  The  lanc«*  and  its 
sheath  being  on  the  head,  and  being  some- 
what flexible,  is  often  called  a  proboscis. 
This  view  of  the  case  Is  strengthened  by 
the  fact  that  the  scabbard  is  a  suction  pipe 
through  which  the  mosquito  drinks  bis 
food.  As  Moses  struck  the  rock  with  his 
staff  BO  the  mosquito,  with  a  thrust  of  his 
lance  pierces  the  fountain,  and  the  nectar, 
gushing  into  the  scabbard,  finds  its  way 
to  the  more  sensitive  and  vital  parts.  But 
Is  not  this  calling  the  lanc^  and  scabbard 
a  proboscis,  thus  likening  the  delicate  mos- 

aulto  to  the  monstrous  elephant,  a  little 
ir-fetched? 

The  mosquito  Is  the  most  orderly  of  all 
animals.  There  Is  no  bird  which  sings  so 
much.  Ho  never  tires  of  his  simple  song. 
How  happy  ho  must  be,  singing  cheerily

A  very  inter*jstlng  will  case  is  now  going 
on    in  "Massac  husetta       Miss   Robinson 
claims,  under  a  bequest  the  property   of 
her  aunt.  Miss  Howland.  valued  at  several 
hui.drod  thousjjid  dollars,  and  produces  a 
win  and  a  sub  lequent  declaration  confirm 
iBg  and  explalidng  the  will.    This  declara- 
tion bears  signatures  exactly  similar  to  the 
will,  and  the  d  jfence  claim  that  they  were 
traced  from  tho  undoubted  signature  to  the 
will  and  that  1  hey  are  too  exactly  like  that 
si ''nature  to  b(  genuine.  This  is  the  sworn 
opinion  of  sev  eral  experts.    Some  of  them 
testify  to  having  discovered  signs  that  the 
doubtful  signa  urea  were  first  written  with 
lead  pencil  and  afterwards  with  pen  and 
ink.    Professor  Agassiz  swears  that  he  is 
imable  to  dete.:t  such  signs  with  a  micro- 
scope ;  other  experts  testify  thai  such  close 
resemblances  between  signatures   of  the 
same  person  written  at  different  times  are 
not  impossible  or  nevel.  and  that  it  is  pre- 
cisely m  such  a  cramped  hand-writing  as 
Miss  Howland 's  that  they  are  to  be  looked 
for.    Professor  Pierce  was  called  m  as  au- 
thority upon  the  doctrine  of  chances.    Ho 

said: 

"  In  the  case  of  Sylvia  Ann  Howland, 
this  phenemecon— the  exact  coincidence  of 
signatures— ctuld  only  occur  once  in  the 
number  of  times  expressed  In  the  thirtieth. 
power  of  five  or  more — exactly,  It  Is  once 
in  two  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-six 
millions  of  millions  of  millions  of  times  or 
2,666,0000,00(/,  000,000,000.  This  numbt-r 
far  transcends  human  experience.  So  va.'^t 
an  improbability  is  practically  an  impossi- 
bility. Such  jvanescent  shadows  of  oro- 
bability  cannct  belong  to  an  actual  life. 
They  are  uniciaginably  leas  than  the  least 
things  which  :he  law  "cares  not  for.  The 
coincidence  which  is  presented  to  us  in  this 
case  cannot  therefore  be  regarded  as  having 
occurretl  in  tte  ordinary  course  of  signing 
a  name.  Under  a  solemn  sense  of  the  re- 
sponsibility involved  in  the  assertion.  I  de- 
clare that  the  coincidence  which  has  here 
occuired  mus .  have  had  its  origin  In  an  in 
tentlon  to  produce  it." 

This  view  is  strengthened  by  the  fact 
that  the  signatures  to  the  will  and  to  the 
declaration  wore  not  written  on  ruled  llne«. 
which  make*  an  exact  coincidence  still 
more  improbable.

of  the  exact  detail  of  his  adversary's  plan 
of  operations 

— Mr.  Webjr,  one  of  the  sacana  of  Zu- 
rich, Swltzeiland  recently  examined  tho 
stomachs  of  s  number  of  moles  caught  in 
different  localities,  but  failed  to  discover 
therein  the  slightest  vestago  of  plants  or 
roots  ;  where  18  they  were  filled  by  the  re-

FM  with  a  mixed  diet 
of  raw  meat  i.nd  vogetabks,  the  moles  ate 
the  meat  and  left  the  plants ;  and  when 
vegetables  ejcluslvely  were  dealt  out  to 
them,  in  twei  ty-four  hours  .both  died  of 
starvation.

"Wimlt  to  a  Pork-Pack  ims  Hoiuc. 

In  his  very  readable  article  on  Cincin- 
nati, published  in  the  Atlantic  Monthly, 
James  Parton  gives  the  following  account 
of  a  visit  to  one  of  tho  great  pork  packing 
establishments  of  that  city  — 

Every  one  thinks  of  pork  in  connection 
with  Cfn(ib>nati.  In  "  The  Banner  Slaugh- 
ter and  Pork-Packing  House,"  which  con- 
tains all  the  improved  apparatus,  hogs 
weighing  live  or  six  hundred  jKJunds  are 
killed,  scraped,  dressed,  cat  up,  salted,  and 
packed  In  a  barrel,  in  twenty  seconds,  on 
an  average ;  an  A  at  this  rate  the  work  is 
done,  ten  hours  %tay,  during  the  season  of 
four  months. 

It  is  a  large,  clean,  new  brick  building, 
with  extensive  yards  adjoining  it  fiUeo 
with  hogs  from  the  forests  and  farms  of 
Ohio.  Indiana  and  Kentucky.    From  these 

Sards  to  the  third  story  of  the  house  there 
I  an  inclined  plane,  up  which  a  procession 
of  animals   march  slowly  to  their  doom 
from  morning  until  evening.    Here  is  the 
first  economy.    The  thing  to  be  done  is  to 
transfer  the  pigi  from  those  yards  to  the 
basement  of  the  building,  and  on  the  way 
convert  them  Into  salt  pork.    They  walk 
to  the  scene  of  the  massacre  at  the  top  of 
the  buUding.  and  the  descent  to  the  cellar 
accomplishes  itseU  by   the    natural    law 
which  causes  every  thing  to  seek  the  center 
of  the  earth.    Arrived  at  the  suinm:t  the 
fifteen  foremost  find  themselves  "ma  tight 
place"— squeezed  into  a  pen  in  which  they 
must  remain  standing  from  lack  of  room  to 
lie  down.    There  are  two  of  these  pens, 
and  two  pen  men.  so  that  the  moment  one 
l&  empty  there  is  another  ready  filled,  and 
The  work  thus  goes  on  without  interrup 
tion     'The  fifteen   animals   which   stand 
compressed,  with  their  Leads  thrust  up- 
ward   awaiting  the  stroke  of  fate,  express 
their 'emotions  in  the  language  natural  to 
them,  and  the  noise  is  great.    The  execu- 
tioner, armed  with  a  long  handled,  slender 
hammer,  and  silling  astride  of  the  fence, 
gives  to  each  of  these  yelling  creatures  his 
quietus  by  a  blow  upon  the  head.    The  pig 
does  not  fall  when  he  is  struck  ;  Lc  cannot ; 
he  only  stares  and  becomes  silent    When 
silence  within  the  pen  announces  the  sur- 
render of  its  occupants,  a  door  is  open- 
ed, and  the  senseless  pigs  are  laid  in  a  row 
up  an  inclined   plane,  at  the  bottom  of 
which  is  a  long  trough  of  hot  wat«r. 

Que  of  the  artists,  called  "  the  slicker," 
now  appears,  provided  with  a  long,  thin, 
pointed  knife,  and  approaches  ihe  pig  near- 
est the  steaming  trough,  gently  lifts  iu  fore 
leg,  and  gives  it  one  easy,  delicate,  gracelul 
thrust  in  the  throat     Along  the  trough,  on 
each  side  of  it,  is  a  row  of  men,  each  with 
an  instrument  in  his  hand,  waiting  to  b»- 
gln  ;  and  apart  from  them  stands  the  head 
scalder,  who  ranks  second  in  the  corps, 
having  the  task  of  all  the  greatest  diflUcuity 
to  peribrm.    Scald  a  pig  ten  seconds  too 
long,  or  in  water  twenty  degrees  too  hot, 
ana  he  comes  out  as  red  as  a  lobster  ;  let 
the  water  be  too  cool,  or  keep  the  animal  in 
it  too  short  a  time,  and  the  labor  of  scrap- 
ing it  is  ireblad.    into  the  hot  water  the 
hogs  are  soused  at  intervils  of  twenty  sec 
onds,  and  the  scalder  stands,  watching  the 
dock  and  occasionally  trying  the  tempera- 
ture of  the  water  wiiti  his  finger,  or  the  ad- 
herence of  the  hair  of  the  creatuie  first  to 
be  handled.     "  Number  one,"  he  says  at 
length.     By  a  machine  for    the  purpose 
number  one  is  turned  over  on  a  long,  de- 
clining table,  where  he  lies  smoking.    At 
the  same  time  two  men  pull  out  his  valua- 
ble bristles  and  put  them  in  a  barrel,  and 
two  other  men  scrape  one  side  of  him  with 
scrapers.    In  a  few  seconds  these  turn  him 
over  and  pass  him  on  to  two  oilier  scrap- 
ers, who  scrape  the  other  side,  and  then 
shde  him  sdong  to  four  other  men,  who  trim 
and  finish  hkn,  leaving  not  a  hair  on  hie 
soft  and  quivering  body.     Then  he  falls 
into  the  hands  of  two  "  gamblemec'  who 
insert  a  stick  to  keep  the  hind  legs  apart 
and,  by  the  aid  of  a  machine,  hang  him  up 
with  his  head  downward.     Next,  the  ani 
mal  is  consigned  to  the  greatetl  artist  of 
all,  who  periorms  the  operation  so  much  in 
favor  among  the  nobility  of  Japan.    This 
artist,  we  regret  to  say,  but  will  not  conceal 
fVom  a  too  fastidious  public,  is  called  "  the 
gutter  "    One  long,  swift  cut  uown  the 
w-hole  length  ef  the  body,  two  or  three 
rapid  in-and-out  cuts  in  the  inside,  &i.'l  the 
entire  respiratory  and  digsstive  apparatus 
lies  smoking  upon  a  table,  under  the  bands 
of  men  who  are  removing  from  it  the  ma- 
terial for  lard.    This  operation,  here  per- 
formed In  twenty  seconds,  and  which  is 
frequently  done  by  the  sazie  ma:;  fifteen 
hundred  limes  a  day,  takes  an  ordinary 
butcher  ten  minutes.     This  n:an  earns  six 
dollars  and  a  halt  a  day,  while  no  one  else 
receives  more  than  four ;  and  if  he  is  ab- 
sent from  his  post,  his  substitute,  who  has 
seen  the  thing  done  for  year?,  can  only 
perform    it     one-flfih     as  fast  and    the 
day's  work  of  the  house  li  reduced  to  one 
fifth  of  its  ordinary  prodaction. 

"The  long  room,"  in  which  the  creatures 
are  put  to  death,  scalded  and  japauned, 
presents,  as  may  be  imagined,  a  most  hor- 
rible scene  of  massacre  and  blood— of  steam- 
ing water,  and  flabby,  nated,  quivcrmg 
hogs — ''f  men  in  oilskin  suits,  ali  sU'.::ii:£ 
with  wet  and  crease.  The  rest  of  the  es- 
tablishment is^pcrfectly  clean  and  agreo- 
abla.  Tho  moment  the  body  of  ihe  animal 
is  emptied,  a  boy  inundates  it  wiih  a  hose, 
and  then  another  boy  pushes  it  along  tte 
wire  from  which  it  hangs  on  a  wheel,  and 
takes  it  to  its  place  in  the  cooling  room, 
where  It  hangs  all  night.  Thi^  cooling 
is  a  curious  spectacle.  It  c.">ntains  two 
regiments  of  suspended  hi:>ir#.  arranged  In 
long,  regular  rows — one  regimint  the  re- 
sult of  to  day's  operations,  the  other  of 
yesterday's. 

The  cutting  up  of  these  huge  carcasses 
is  accomplished  with  tho  same  easy  and 
wonderful  rapidity.  The  first  that  we 
chanced  to  see  cut  to  pit-ccs  was  an  enor- 
mous fellow  of  six  hundred  pounds,  and  ;t 
was  done  in  just  one  third  of  a  minute. 
"Two  men  tumbled  him  over  upon  a  wai:on, 
wheeled  him  to  the  a^ak^s  where  his  wcijiht 
was  instantly  ascertained  and  recorded. 
Near  by  was  the  culling  table,  uj>on  which 
he  was  immediately  flopped.  1  wo  fin-i'i- 
taneous  blows  with  a  cl(?avdr  stvcrod  his 
head  and  his  hind  quarters  from  the  trunk, 
and  the  subtlivision  of  thi*c  was  accom- 
plished by  three  or  four  cuU;  with  the  same 
inslrumeut.  Near  the  table  are  the  open 
mouths  of  as  many  large  wooden  pipts  as 
there  are  kinds  of  pieces  in  a  hog.  and 
these  load  to  the  various  apartments  be- 
low, whcR<  the  several  .pieces  are  further 
dealt    with.      Gently    down    thcr   well- 


irnaseil  pipo  slip  the  hams  to  the  smoking 
department ;  away  glide  the  sailing  pieces 
to  the  cellar;  the  lard-leavcs  slide  softiy 
down  to  the  trying  room;  the  trimmings 
of  the  hams  vanish  silently  d..wn  tntir 
pipes  to  the  saosagenx^m  ;  the  tongue,  t no 
feet  ar.d  every  atom  of  flesh  start  on  their 
ouraey  to  the  places  where  th.y  are  want- 
S  :  and  thus,  fu  the  twenty  seconds,  the 
Bii-hundn^d  p.  under  ha*  lH;en  cut  to  pu  «s 
ISl  distributed    all    over    the  exU-nsive 

^"Tho°§eliverv  of  three  finished  hogs  a 
minute  n-qutrti  the  following  force  of  men  : 
iwo    pen  men,    one    knocker-down,    one 
sticker,  two  bristle-snatchers.  four  scrapors. 
six  shavers,  (who  remove  the  hair  from 
parts  not  reached  by  the  sr-rapcrs.^  two 
gamble  men,  one  gutter,  one  hose  boy,  one 
slide  boy,  one  splitter,  (who  fastens  the 
animal  open  to  I'aoilitale  c<K»lirii:,^  two  at- 
tendants upon  the  cutters,  one  weigher 
two  cleaver  men,  four  knife-men,  one  ham- 
trimmer,  one  shouldrr  trimmer,  one  packer, 
six  haiu-sj\ller8,  one  weigher  and  brandcr, 
one  lard-man,  one  l>ook- keeper,  seven  p*ir- 
ters  and  laborers— in  all,  fifty  mon.    The 
syt-tem.  therefore,  enables  ono  man  to  con- 
vert Into  pork,  thirty  hogs  a  day.    The 
proprietors  of  these  packinghouses  pay 
the  owners  of  the  animals  sixty  cents  eaih 
for  the  privilege  of  ti'-line  them,  and  de- 
rive their  pronls  from  the  refuse.    The 
bristles  of  a  hog  are  worth  seventeen  cents, 
his  tongue  five  cents,— tho  hair  and  ti»p Jf  ^ 
of  the  inteetiniH*  pay  the  entire  cost  ct  kill- 
ing, dressing  and  packing.

AKcric  du venture,  notwitlistandiiiK  its 
grim  monotoiiy,  setms  to  be  the  only  Kind 
ot  travel  of  which  neither  adventurers 
nor  readers  weary.  The  same  men  who 
have  already  dared  the  "  pack"  and  the 
iceberg,  the  sunless  dark  and  cruel  cold, 
are  always  fast uxiated  by  the  scene  of  their 
perils  and  sufferines,  and  return  to  it,  if 
possible,  once  ana  again.  Perhaps  it  is 
that  there  is  an  attraction  for  resolute 
spirits  in  solitudes  which  onlj  a  few — and 
otteu  none— of  their  fellow-creatiires  have 
visit*,  d  bt tore  ;  but  it  is  certainly  curious 
that  so  Duiny  expeditions  should  have  been 
unJertaken,  not  only  voluntarily,  but  en- 
thusiastically, to  so  desolate  and  arid  a 
region.  While  any  hope  of  finding  a  prac- 
ticable north-west  passage  existed,  any 
possibility  of  their  being  the  first  to  bear 
their  countr^-'s  fla»  athwart  the  North,  and 
♦.o  part  the  waters  of  the  Pacific  at  its  head 
with  their  patient  keel,  one  could  Imagine 
♦he  charm  of  such  an  enterprise ;  but  now 
that  the  feasibility  ot  penetrating  the  world 
in  that  direction  has  been  utterly  disproved 
it  is  curious  indeed,  that  the  North  Pole 
should  have  almost  the  same  attraction  fbr 
many  hardy  and  intelligent  men  as  it  has 
lor  needles.' 

With  regard  to  the  leaders  of  such  ex- 
peditions, who  thoroughly  understand  the 
scientific  objects  to  be  attained,  and  reap 
their  reward  in  attaining  them;  who  call 
cigantic  ciitis,  and  eapes,  and  bays  by  their 
own  names,  it  is  not  so  strange.  But  how 
the  rank  and  file  can  be  so  easily  induced 
lo  accompany  their  captains,  and  fight 
against  such  terrible  foes  for  a  cause  of 
which  they  know  nothing,  is  really  re- 
markaVile.  Science,  indeed,  may  in  this 
case  boast  of  as  faithful  and  self-abneeative 
votaries  as  Superstition  hersel£  IS  he  has 
only,  it  seems,  to  exhibit  a"uuifilar  mag- 
netometer," a  '■  Wurdeman  compass,"  and 
a  tew  box  and  pocket  chronometers,  and 
half  the  able-bodied  seamen  In  New  York 
or  Liverpool  are  prepared  to  plant  her 
standard  on  the  uttermost  ice-fiolda  of  the 
North.  The  "  reflecting  circle,"  which  is 
also  included  in  her  outfit,  finds  no  paral- 
lel in  f^^wi;  with  an  unquestioning  obedi- 
ence, they  cheerfully  set  forth  to  do  her 
unknown  bein-sts,  and  only  tooolten  perish 
ia  accomplishing  them. 

What  would  appear  to  be  a  discourage* 
mont  itsell  amounting  to  repulvion,  is  the 
necessity  of  pajjsing  the  long  arctic  night 
before  anything  can  be  done  at  ail :  the 
invariable  procedure   being  to  set  out  in 
autumn,  push  northwards  as  far  as  the  ice- 
pack will  permit,  and  then  go  into  winter 
ouarters,  in  preparation  for  the  only  time 
ft>r  action,  the   brief  arctic  spring.    It  is 
iu'Jeed  a  strange  and  dreadful  sort  of  en- 
terprise,  this  invasion  of  King  Winter's 
proper  realm,  and  strange  is  tte  panoply 
employed.    The  ship,  however  small,  must 
needs  be  armor- plated  at  the  bows,  sheathed 
with    thick  planldng,  and    crossed  with 
heavy  beams,  for  warfare  with  the  solid 
sea — i.e.  the  "pack"  through  which  it 
jaust  be  pushed,  and  not  those  slow-mov- 
ing, pale-green  mountains,  with  their  heads 
above  the  mast,  to  strike  against  which  is 
instant   destruction.     The   store  of  pro- 
visions, too,  which  are  of  an  untisual bnniJ, 
is  immense,  since  no  one  knows  whether 
the  voyage  will  last  for  one  year,  or  for  two 
or   three;   nay,    whether   those    uprisen 
waves,  made  rigid  ere  their  anger  can  be 
spent,  as  knights  of  old  by  magician's  evil 
spell,  may  not  forbid  escape  and  keep  them 
Winter's  prisoners  for  lile.    It  is  essential, 
during  that  long  depressing  night  which 
knows  no  dawn,  that  no  creature-comfort 
shall  at  least  be  wanting,  and  therefore  the 
items  of  supply,  even  of  the  humblest  ex- 
peditions of  this  nature,  read  more  like 
thi>B« of  a  fashionable  picnic  party,  than 
the  provlsion-Ust  of  a  schooner.    The  ship 
i'nited  States,  In  which  Dr.  Hayes  sailed 
from  Boston,  in  July  1860,  to  ascertain  for 
certain   the  existence  of  an  Open  Polar 
bea^  was  a  vessel  of  this  kind.    His  crew 
coEslfetcd  of  bnt  fourteen  men,  all  told,  and 
he  had  only  one  sciifntific  a.ssociate  among 
them,  Mr.    Bonntag,    fated  to  leave  his 
bones  in  that   inhospitable  clime.    This 
little  party  was,  however,  as  I  have  hinted, 
well  "found  "  in  all  things  necessary,  and, 
indeed,  they  had  rather  an  embarrassment 
of  sufh  riches.     The  ship  was  &)  loaded, 
that  "  standing  in  the  gafigwav,  you  could 
at  any  time  lean  over  the  monkey- rail,  and 
t(»ucn  the  sea  with  your  fingers.'     During 
afyiae  "  rough  handling"  In  the  strait  called 
Davis'— but  which  might  be  called  any- 
Ijody's  who  has  ever  experienced  it — the 
'.aptain's  cabin  (six  feet  by  ten;  was  flood- 
L'd  a  do/en  times  a  day,  and  the  sailors 
were  literally  drowned  out  of  the  forecas- 
tle.    Yet  this  was  but  as  summer-yachting 
in   the  Solent,   to    their  subsequent  rubs 
with  icebergs.    For  days,  the  Greenland 
fog  concealwl  these  giant  foes,  but  at  last  it 
lifle<l,  and  berg  after  berg  burst  Into  view, 
"  like  castles  in  u  fairy  taie." 

The  sudden  change  to  sunlight,  and  what 
it  showed,  was  something  marvelous.  "The 
bergs  ha«l  wholly  loet  their  chilly  aspect, 
and  glittering  in  the  bUze  of  the  brilliant 
heavens,  seemed,  in  the  diatince,  like 
masses  of  burnished  metal  or  solid  flame. 
T^^earer  at  hand,  they  were  huge  blocks  of 
Parian  marble,  inlaid  with  mammoth  gems 
of  pearl  and  opal ;  one  In  particular,  ex- 
hibited the  oerfectioA  of  the  grand.  Its 
form  was  not  unlike  tliat  ol  tbe  CoUsetun, 


and  it  lay  so  far  away  that  half  \i»  height 
was  bui-ied  beneath  the  lino  of 
blood-red  waters.  The  sun,  slowly  roll- 
ing along  the  horizon,  passed  behind  it, 
and  It  seemed  as  if  the  old  Koman  ruin 
had  suddenly  taken  fiir.  In  the  shadows 
of  the  bergs,  the  water  was  a  rich  green, 
and  nothing  could  be  more  soil  and  tender 
than  th«  gradations  of  color  made  by  thti 
sea,  shoaling  on  the  alopliifj  tongue  of  a 
berg  close  beside  us.  The  tint  iucrcasoil 
in  Intensity  where  the  ice  overhung  the 
water,  and  a  deep  cavern,  near  by,  exhlbit- 
od  the  solid  color  of  the  malachite,  mingled 
with  the  transparency  of  the  emerald; 
while.  In  strange  contrast,  a  bn>ad  streak 
of  cobalt  blue  ran  diagonally  through  its 
botly."  These  beautiful  miracles  of  nature 
are  sometimes  of  an  incredible  si^.c,  In 
Teaenissak  Bav  there  was  one  which  had 
been  grounded,  the  natives  said,  for  two 
vears,  and  which,  being  almost  s^iuare-sided 
above  the  sea,  must  have  borne  the  same 
shape  beneath  U,  so  that  Its  contents  could 
bo  approximated  to,  the  wall  which  faced 
the  shore  was  more  than  three  hundred 
feet  high,  and  a  quarter  of  a  mile  long,  so 
that  Dr.  Hayes  estimated  it  to  weigh  some 
thing  like  two  thousand  millions  of  tons. 
It  had  strandevl  in  a  depth  of  half  a  mile 

Once  only,  the  well  steered  vessel  fcll 
foul  of  one  of  these  floating  monsters. 
"The  schooner  struck  on  the  starboard 
quarter,  and  tho  shock,  slight  though  it 
was,  disengaged  some  fragmeuto  ot  ice  that 
were  large  enough  to  haVe  rniahwl  the  ves- 
sel, had  they  struck  her,  and  also  many  lit- 
tle lump*  which  rattled  about  us— but,  for- 
tunately, no  person  was  hit.  The  quarter- 
deck was  quickly  cleared,  and  all  hands, 
crowding  forward,  anxiously  watched  tho 
boat  Tnie  berg  now  began  to  revolve,  and 
was  settling  slowly  over  us;  the  little 
lumpi  fell  thicker  and  faster  upon  the  after- 
deck,  and  the  forecastle  was  the  only  place 
where  there  was  the  least  chance  of  safctj'. 
At  length,  the  berg  itself  saved  us  from  de- 
struction ,  an  immense  mass  broke  ofl  from 
that  part  which  was  beneath  the  surface 
of  the  sea,  and  this,  a  dozen  times  larger 
than  the  schooner,  came  rushing  up  with- 
in a  tew  yards  of  us,  pending  a  vast  volume 
of  foam  and  water  flying  from  its  sides. 
This  rupture  arrested  the  revolution,  and 
the  berg  began  to  settle  in  the  opposite  di- 
rection. And  cow  came  another  danger. 
A  long  tongue  was  protruding  immediate- 
ly uudcrneath  the  schooner ;  already,  the 
keol  was  slipping  and  grinding  upon  It, 
and  it  seemed  probable  that  we  should  be 
knocked  up  intp  the  air  like  a  football,  or 
at  least  capsized."  But  once  more  the  berg 
itself  came  to  their  relief,  for  Its  opposite 
side  began  to  split,  piece  by  piece,  and  sent 
the  huge  mass  revolving  bac^  again.  The 
reports  followed  in  sucn  quick  succession 
that  "  the  whole  air  seemed  a  reservoir  of 
frightlul  sound;"  but  the  hard  words 
broke  no  bones,  and  the  little  schooner  es- 
caped from  its  terrible  foe— "still  rocking 
and  rolling  like  a  thing  of  life,"  and  emit- 
ing  great  cascades  from  its  split  sides  into 
the  foaming  sea— with  life,  though  without 
a  mainboom.  For  five  hours  this  Titan 
tumbling  and  crashing  continued,  and  then 
(i-oih  the  mass  '■  a  piece  about  a  mile  long, 
and  a  hundred  feet  high,  came  ofl,  with  a 
report  which  could  not  have  been  exceed- 
ed by  a  thousand  pieces  of  artillery  simul- 
taneoaslv  discharged,"  which  concluded 
the  display  (as  it  well  might),  except  that 
that  the  two  fragments  kept  wallowing  in 
the  sea  for  hours  afterwards. 

These  iceberg  troubles  assailed  our  voy- 
agers in  Baffin's  Bay;  but  when  they 
reached  Smith's  Sound,  and  endeavored 
to  make  their  way  so  far  as  Cape  EUther- 
ton,  intending  there  to  winter,  came  the 
worse  dangers  of  the  pack-ice  Owing  to 
the  great  audacity  of  its  captain,  the  little 
schooner  was  actually  beset  in  mid  chan 
nci.  The  ice  came  so  rapidly  down  the 
Bound  that  it  nippe<i  and  held  the  ship. 
The  dreadful  change  from  comparatively 
open  water  to  "  pack'"  was  marvellously 
sudden.  The  scene  ground  us  was  as  im- 
posing as  it  waG  marvellous.  Except  the 
earthquake  and  volcano,  there  is  not  in 
nature  an  exhibition  ot  force  comparable 
with  that  of  the  ice-fields  of  the  Arctic  seas. 
They  close  together,  when  driven  by  the 
wind  or  by  currents  against  the  land  or 
other  resisting  object,  with  the  pressure  of 
millions  of  moving  tons,  and  the  crash, 
and  noise,  and  coniusion  are  truly  terrific. 
We  were  now  in  the  midst  of  one  of  the 
most  thrilling  of  these  exhibitions  of  polar 
dynamics,  and  we  became  untx)mfortably 
conscious  that  the  schooner  was  to  become 
a  sort  of  dynamometer.  Vast  ridges  were 
thrown  up  wherever  the  floes  came  to- 
gether, to  be  submerged  again  when  the 
pressure  was  exerted  in  a  aother  quarter ; 
and  over  the  sea  aroun  1  us  these  pulsating 
lines  of  uplift,  which  in  some  cases  reached 
an  altitude  of  sixty  feet— higher  than  our 
mast-head— told  of  the  strength  and  power 
of  the  enemy  which  was  threatening  us. 
At  length  the  ice  actually  touched  the 
schooner,  and  as  if  with  the  elevating 
power  of  a  thousand  jack-screws,  we  found 
ourselves  going  up  into  the  air.  Thus  in- 
voluntary exalted,  they  remained  fbr  a 
very  anxious  eight  hours ;  but  fottunately, 
the  monster  floes  changed  their  course  to 
the  westward,  and  causing  the  one  upon 
which  the  schooner  hung  to  revolve,  set 
the  United  States  free,  though  sorely  dam- 
aged ;  the  hold  filled  with  water,  the  rud- 
der split,  the  Gtempost  started,  and  the 
whole  fihlp  rendered  notjonly  longer  no  ice- 
proof  but  uiiseaworthy. 

With  extreme  difficulty,  they  got  Into  a 
bay,  they  christeruid  Port  Foul'ic  (alter  the 
chief  promoter  of  the   expedition)  and 
there  determined  to  winter.    Everybody 
is  acquainted  with  the  manner  of  taking 
things  snuff  in  an  Arctic  harbor  .  the  roof- 
ing in  of  the  deck ;  the  clearing  out  of  the 
hold  (as  being  the  warmest  place  for  the 
men  to  live  in) ,  and  the  conveying  ^of  the 
cargo  on  shore.    The  peculiarity  of  the 
present  case  was  the  extraordinary  number 
ot   live-stock  in  the  shape  of  some  Es 
quimaux  do,^8;   there  were  no  less  than 
tulrty  of  these  magnificent  wild  beasts  on 
board  (purchased  at  a  great  price — on  ac- 
count of  a  canine  disease  then  prevalent, 
which  made  them  scarce — at  various  na- 
tive stations  along  the  coast),  and  it  may 
be  imagined  how  pleasant  it|waB  to  house 
tfiem  in  the  snow-wall  built  round  the  ship, 
aud  get  their  room  instead  of  their  compa- 
ny.   The  expedition  thus  possessed  ho  less 
than  three  first-rate  "  teams."    Dr.  Hayes 
himself  had  what  he  justly  entitles  "  a  r«- 
spectahlo  turn  out"' — twelve  dogs  and   a 
fine  sledg^i    The  animals  are  in  most  ex- 
cellent condition,  every  one  of  them  strong 
and    healthy ;  and  they    are    very    fleet. 
They  whirl  my  Greenland  sledge  over  the 
Ice  with  a  celerity  not  calculated  for  weak 
nerves.    I    have  actually   ridden    behind 
them  over  sixteen  measured  miles  in  twen- 
ty-eight minutes ;  and  without  stopping  to 
blow  the  team,  have  returned  in  thirty- 
three.    Bontag  and  I  had  a  race,  and  I  beat 
him  by  four  minutes.    I  should  like  to  have 
some  of  my  friends  of  Saratoga  and  P<ilnt 
Breeze  up  here,  to  show  them  a  new  style 
of  speeding  animals.     Our  racers  do  not 
require  any  blanketing  after  the  heats,  or 
sponging  either     We  harness  them  each 
with  a  single  trace,  and  tbese  traces  are  of 
a  length  to  suit  the  driver — the  longer  the 
better,  for  they  are  then  not  so  easily  tan- 
gled, the  draft  of  the  outside  doga  is  more 
direct ;  and  if  the  team  comes  upon  thlu 
ice,  aud  breaks  through,  your  chance  of 
efH^ape  fh)m  immmersiou  are  in  proportion 
to  th-jir  distance  from  you.   The  traces  are 
all  the  same  length,  and  hence  the  dogs  run 
side  by  side,  and  when  properly  harnessed 
their  heads  are  In  a  line.     My  traces  are  so 
measured  that  the  shoulders  of  the  dogs  are 
Just  twenty  feet  from  the  forward  part  of 
the  runners.    I'he  team  Is  guided  solely  by 
the  whip  and  voice.    The  strongest  dois 
are  placed  on  the  outside,  and  the  whole 
team  Is  swayed  to  right  and  left  according 
as  the  whip  falls  on  the  snow  to  the  one 
side  or  the  other,  or  as  it  touches  the  lead- 
ing dogs  as  it  is  sure  to  do  If  they  do  not 
obey  the  gentle  hint  with  sufficient  alac- 
rity.   The  voice  aids  the  whip,  but  in  all 
emergenaes  the  whip  ia  the  oxiJy  real  rail- 


auce.    Your  control  over  tho  team  is  in 

exact  proportion  to  your  skill  In  the  use  of 
it.  Tne  lash  is  about  four  tcet  longer  than 
1 10  traces,  and  Is  tipped  vrth  a  "cracker" 
of  hard  sinew,  with  which  a  skilful  driver 
can  draw  blo»xl  II  so  Inclined  ;  and  ho  can 
touch  any  ouo  of  his  animals  on  any  par- 
ticular spot  that  may  suit  his  purpose. 
Jensen  had  to  day  a  young  refractory  dog 
In  tho  team,  and  having  had  his  patience 
quite  exhausted,  he  resolved  upon  extreme 
measures.  "  You  sec  dat  boa.st  V"  said  he. 
"  I  takes  a  piece  out  of  his  car ;"  and  sure 
enough  crack  went  the  whip .  the  hard 
sinew  wound  round  tho  tip  ot  the  car,  and 
nipped  it  ofl  as  nicely  aa  with  a  knife. " 

It  was  absolutely  necessary  to  resort  lo 
tliese  extreme  measures  These  doga  arc 
as  wild  as  wolves,  and  oven  more  raven- 
ous Thoy  will  eat  anything.  Including 
their  own  harness,  If,  as  usual,  made  of 
skin.  The  ferocity  with  which  they  tear 
their  food  is  something  terrible  to  witness. 
Even  the  lashings  of  the  sicdgo  are  not 
safe  from  them,  and  have  to  be  burial  out 
of  sight  at  camplng-time.  During  one  ex 
pedil;on,  they  ate  up  their  drivers'  extra 
boots,  together  with  their  fur  stock 
ings,  and  even  a  meerschaum  pipe  which 
happened  to  have  a  seal  skin  cover.  On 
another  occasion,  ouo  ot  their  fellows  be- 
lng*uttablo  eithefr  to  pull  or  follow,  had  to 
bo  shot.  As  soon  as  the  bullet  struck  the 
animal,  wounding  him  but  slightly,  and 
causing  him  to  set  up  a  terrible  cry,  his 
companions  in  the  team  flew  upon  hini, 
and  tore  him  to  pieces  In  an  instant ,  and 
those  who  were  lucky  enough  to  get  a 
fxagment  of  him,  were  tearing  his  flesh 
from  his  bones  almost  before  the  echo  of 
his  last  howl  had  died  away  in  the  solitude 
Nay,  Dr  Hayes,  who  is  very  fond  and 
proud  of  them,  is  obliged  to  confess  that 
"  the  wretches  would  eat  us  up  if  wo  gave 
them  tho  least  chance.  Enox  stumbled 
among  the  pack  yesterday  while  feeding 
them,  and  had  not  M'Donald  pounced  up- 
on them  on  the  instant,  I  believe  they 
would  have  made  a  meal  of  him  before  ho 
could  rise."  Yet  when,  as  happened,  these 
animals  were  all  attacked  by  the  unknown 
disease  above  alluded  to,  our  author  be- 
wailed their  loss  with  reason,  for  without 
them  Arctic  exploration  is  almost  impossi- 
ble. The  symptoms  were  something  aiiin 
to  hydrophobia,  and  it  may  b«  imagined 
what  those  dogs  did  under  such  aggrava- 
ting circumstances. 

Life  on  board  went  on  as  usual  in  those 
latitudes  ;  every  eflbrt  was  made  to  be  jolly 
notwithstanding  the  darkness  and  the  cold, 
every  man's  birthday  was  kept .  every  fes- 
tival of  the  church  was  honored  with  a 
banquet;  the  Port  Foiiike  Weekly  News 
was  started ;  and,  thanks  to  the  general 
cheertulness,  Dr.  Hayes's  benignant  rule, 
and,  above  all,  to  a  largo  stock  of  pre 
served  vegetables,  that  scourge  of  Arctic 
travel,  scurvy,  was  wholly  avoided.  Their 
chief  physical  trouble  was  frozen  limbs, 
the  cure  ^r  which  was  to  place  the  limb 
in  ice-cold  water,  the  temperature  of  which 
was  slowly  increased  from  hour  to  hour  un- 
til the  flesh  was  thawed  out ,  but  it  was 
«oosldered  to  be  a  green  trick  to  get  frozen, 
and  the  disaster  was  generally  kept  con- 
cealed ;  just  as  at  home,  boys  say  nothing 
about  having  had  "a  spill"  out  hunting. 
Curiously  enough,  the  cold— so  used  they 
got  to  it  at  last — caused  them  less  Inconve 
nionce  than  one  or  two  imexampled  and 
Indeed  Inexplicable  thaws.  In  November, 
under  the  Pole  Star,  the  temperature  once 
went  up  to  thirty-two  degrees,  causing  ev- 
erything to  drip,  and  making  our  friends 
open  not  only  their  eyes,  but  their  win- 
dows ;  th»n,  as  suddenly  as  It  rose,  It  sunk 
back  to  its  normal  position  of  fifteen  de- 
grees below  zero.  Upon  Dr.  Hayes'  sub- 
sequent expedition  in  the  spring,  it  was 
thirty-one  degrees  below  zero  in  their 
snow-huts  where  they  slept  at  night,  and 
in  the  open  air,  at  slxty-eighl  and  a  half 
below  zero,  or  one  hundred  and  a  half  de- 
grees below  the  freezing-point  of  water. 
Well  might  Dr.  Hayes  (who  had  been  out 
with  Dr.  Kane  In  the  same  region)  declare 
this  to  be  unexampled  in  his  experience ; 
and,  indeed,  only  one  traveler,  JN  iveroff",  in 
Siberia,  has  ever  chronicled  a  lower  tem- 
perature. 

The  coming  on  ot  winter  darkness  is  no- 
ted in  quite  a  solemn  manner.  Our  author 
knew  that  that  would  be  the  trying  time 
for  his  poor  toilows.  On  November  18, 
he  writes :  "  The  darkness  i«  not  yet  quite 
absolute.  With  some  difficulty.  1  can  still 
see  to  read  ordinary  print  at  noon."  As 
November  ended,  the  last  gleam  of  twilight 
fades,  but  the  stars  shine  at  all  hours  with 
great  brilliancy,  and  tho  moon  gives  some 
relief.  From  its  rising  to  its  setting,  it 
shines  continually,  circung  round  the  hori 
ron,  and  running  uninterruptedly  its  ten 
days'  course  of  brightness,  and  shining 
with  a  bnlhancy — thanks  to  the  whiteness 
of  the  landscape  and  the  general  clearness 
of  the  atmosphere— unknown  elsewhere. 
Nothing  in  nature  is  more  impressive,  nay, 
more  ghastly,  than  Arctic  scenery  under 
this  weird  aspect. 

The  coming  of  the  sun,  on  the  'ther 
hand,  is  watched  for  with  eager  impatience, 
and  hailed  with  an  almost  delirious  joy  by 
these  poor  prisoners,  "  bleached  m  the 
long-cimtlnued  lamplight,  and  colorless  as 
potato-sprouts  in  a  dark  cellar."  Every- 
body hastens,  on  the  day  appointed  by  tho 
Nautical  Almanac,  to  the  spot  he  thinks 
will  command  the  best  view  of  the  wel- 
come stranger.  "  We  awaited  the  ap- 
proaching moment  with  much  eagerness. 
Presently  a  ray  of  light  burst  through  the 
soft  mist  clouds  which  lay  off  to  the  right 
of  us  opposite  the  cape,  blending  them  into 
a  purple  sea,  and  glistening  upon  the  sil- 
very summits  of  tho  tall  icet^ergs,  which 
pierced  the  vapory  cloak,  as  if  to  catch  the 
coming  warmui.  The  ray  approached  us 
nearer  and  nearer,  the  purple  sea  widened, 
the  glittering  spires  multiplied,  as  one  af- 
ter another  they  burst  In  quick  succession 
into  the  blaze  of  day ;  and  as  this  marrel- 
lous  change  came  over  the  fare  of  the  sea, 
we  felt  that  th«  shadow  of  the  cape  was 
the  shadow  of  the  night,  and  that  the  night 
was  passing  away.  Boon  the  dark  red 
cliffs  behind  us  glowed  with  a  warm  color- 
ing, the  hills  ana  the  mountains  stood  forth 
in  their  new  robes  of  resplendent  bright- 
ness, and  the  tumbling  waves  melted  away 
from  their  angry  harshness,  and  laughed 
In  the  sunshine;  and  now  the  line  of  the 
shadow  was  in  sight.  "  There  it  is  upon 
the  point,"  cried  Jensen.  "There  it  is 
upon  the  ice-foot,"  cried  Dodge.  There  at 
our  feet  lay  a  sheet  of  sparkling  gems,  and 
the  sun  burst  broadly  in  our  faces.  Oil 
went  our  caps  with  a  stmidtaneous  impulse, 
and  we  hailed  this  long  lost  wanderer  of 
the  heavens  with  loud  demonstrations  ot 
joy."  He  had  been  absent  one  hundred 
and  twenty-six  dayB,'and  the  ghastly  moon- 
light, aud  the  occasional  glares  of  the  Au- 
rora Boreal  is,  had  been  but  poor  substi- 
tues  for  him. 

And  now  the  time  was  at  hand  when 
the  great  object  of  the  expedition  must  be 
attempted,  if  at  all.  The  dogs,  save  half- 
a-dozen  or  so,  were  dead ;  and  with  that 
Inadequate  remnant  It  was  necessary  that 
Dr.  Hayes  and  his  men  should  endeavour 
to  work  their  way  across  the  hummocks  of 
Smith's  Sound  to  Grlnuell  Land.  It  was 
a  terrible  Journey,  and  although  under- 
taken by  heroes,  proved  too  much  for  their 
resources.  Nothing  was  met  with  in  that 
awfUl  solitude  save  the  records  of  man's  In- 
ability to  penetrate  it.  A  few  words  writ- 
ten by  the  captain  of  one  of  the  expedi- 
tions after  Franklin,  placed  in  his  glass  and 
scaled  In  a  cairns  dead-letter  office,  where 
it  was  thus  called  for,  for  nearlyten  years ; 
and  the  grave  stones  of  two  of  Dr.  Ilayes's 
shipmates  who  had  sailed  with  Dr.  ETanc. 
Even  these  were  left  far  behind,  for  our 
author  was  bound  for  a  more  extreme  point 
than  the  foot  of  ntan  had  ever  yet  visited. 
In  spite  of  the  hummocks,  among  which 
they  had  to  camp  for  many  a  night,  and 
though  all  his  men,  one  by  one,  succumbed 
to  the  incredible  roW  ana  frightful  hard 
ships.  Dr.  Hayes  determined  to  'push  on. 
He  sent  back  all  his  comrades  excopt  three, 
and  with  those  slowly  climbed  the  riged 
waves,  and  reached  th«  lAhoepltable  shore. 


Then  leaving  two  ul'  them  behind,  one  bu- 
Ing  disabled,  he  pushed  ou  towards  the  Pole, 
with  only  a  single  human  companion. 

No  such  Journey  was  ever  taken  by  moi 
tal  man.  It  was  scarcely  probablo  they 
would  return  alive ;  and  the  other  two  had 
orders  to  wait  for  them  iu  their  wretched 
snow-hole  only  for  five  days,  and  then  to 
make  haste  ft»r  'homo'-  the  schooner,  be- 
tween which  and  themselves  nearly  five 
hundred  miles  of  rough  Ice  already  lay. 
Provisions  were  fast  falling  them,  although 
they  had  "  cached"  some  at  one  or  two 
jdares,  iu  nreparatlim  for  the  return-jour 
ney.  Dr.  Hayes  ami  Knok  (his  compan- 
ion) woroindood  "making  their  last  throw !" 
On  and  on  they  pushed,  till  at  last  they 
stood  upon  tho  shore  of  that  Open  Polar 
Stui  in  search  of  which  tliey  hsd  en«lurcd 
such  unpcralloled  privations  "  Standing 
against  the  dark  sky  at  the  north,  there 
was  seen  In  dim  outline  the  white  sloping 
summit  of  a  noble  headland,  the  most  nor- 
thern known  land  upon  tho  globe.  I  judged 
it  to  bo  m  latitude  b2  dog.  iJU  ruin.,  or  four 
hunderd  and  fifty  miles  from  the  North 
Pole.  Nearer  another  bold  capo  stooti 
forth,  and  nearer  still  the  headland,  for 
which  I  had  been  steering  my  course  the 
day  before,  rose  majestically  fiom  the  sea, 
as  if  pushing  up  to  the  very  skies,  a  lofty 
mountain  peak,  upon  which  Ihr  w  inter  had 
dropped  its  diatlem  of  snows.  There  was 
DO  land  visible  except  the  coast  upon 
which  I  stood."  The  sea  at  their  feet  was 
a  mottled  sheet  of  white  and  dark  patches, 
decaying  ice  and  water,  and  In  the  distance 
one  uniform  dark  blue,  betokening  ocean. 
Within  a  month  that  unknown  sea  would 
be  as  free  from  ice  as  Baffin's  Bay. 

With  bis  poor  battered  ship,  the  task  of 
nushineon  was  utterly  hopeless;  but  Dr. 
Hayes  is  satisfied  that  during  three  months 
in  the  year  at  least,  he  could  navigate  a 
steamer  (and  means,  onu  day,  to  do  it) 
through  Smith's  Sound  and  Kennedy  Chan- 
nel into  the  open  Polar  Sea.  Without  In 
the  least  envying  his  position,  we  can  ap- 

Ereciate  our  author's  feelings  as  he  set  up 
is  cairn,  and  fixed  his  flags,  ia  that  hither- 
to unvlslted  solitude.  It  was  with  no  ordi- 
nary sensations,"  says  he,  with  pardonable 
pride,  "that  I  contemplate  my  situation 
with  one  solitary  companion  in  that  hither- 
to untrodden  desert ;  while  my  nearness  to 
the  earth's  axis,  the  consciousness  of  stand- 
ing upon  land  far  beyond  the  limits  of  pre- 
vious observation,  the  reflections  which 
crossed  my  mind  respecting  the  vast  ocean 
which  lay  spread  out  before  me,  the 
thought  that  thefp  ice  girdled  waters  might 
lash  the  shores  of  distant  Islands  where 
dwell  human  beings  of  an  unknown  race, 
were  circnmstances  calctdated  to  Infest  the 
very  air  with  mystery,  to  deepen  tho  curi- 
osity, and  to  strengthen  the  resolution  to 
preserve  in  my  determination  to  sail  upon 
this  sea,  and  to  explore  its  fXirthest  limits ; 
and  as  I  recall  tlxe  struggles  which  had 
been  made  to  reach  this  sea — through  the 
ice  and  across  the  ice — by  generations  of 
brave  men,  it  seemed  as  if  the  spirits  of 
these  old  worthies  came  to  encourage  mo, 
as  their  experience  had  already  guided  me; 
I  felt  that  I  had  within  my  grasp  "  the 
great  and  notable  thing "  which  had  in- 
spired the  zoal  of  sturdy  Froblsher,  and 
that  I  had  achieved  the  hope  of  matchless 
Pany." 

Aunumial  Dlseasies. 

These  are  chiefly  diarrhea,  dysentery, 
and  various  grades  of  fevers  from  slight 
"creeps"  to  congestive  chills,  for  fever  is 
the  reaction  of  coldness,  but  when  there  is 
not  power  enough  in  the  system  to  react 
from  the  cold  stage,  death  is  certain,  as  in 
congestive  chill,  In  which  the  blood  be- 
comes so  cold,  so  thick,  and  so  impure  that 
it  ceases  to  circulate,  becomes  stagnate, 
and  the  mrchlnery  of  life  stops  forever. 
Hundreds  of  thousands  die  every  autumn 
of  the  three  forms  of  disease  mentioned, 
but  not  one  need  tlie,  they  are  avoidable 
diseases,  their  causes  being  kno  vn  and  all 
that  is  required  is  to  bring  a  very  moderate 
amount  oi  intelligence  to  bear  in  avoiding 
those  causes.  A  baby  will  avoid  putting 
its  finger  in  tho  candle  a  second  time ;  it 
remains  only  to  grown-up  stupids  to  ex- 
pose themselves  to  the  causes  of  disease 
year  after  year  and  thus  recklessly  imperil 
nealth  and  even  life  itself 

The  cause  of  autumnal  diseases  is  an  em- 
anation from  the  surface  of  the  earth  in 
those  localities  where  are  found  in  combi- 
nation heat,  moisture  and  vegetable  matter, 
such  as  leaves,  wood,  etc.,  for  the  heat  of 
eighty  degrees  combined  with  moisture  in- 
duces decay,  and  from  this  decaying  sub- 
stance something  arises  which,  if  breathed 
or  otherwise  taken  into  the  system,  indu- 
ces the  disease  mentioned  sooner  or  later. 

What  this  emanation  is,  has  hitherto 
been  merely  a  conjecture,  because  It  was 
impalpable,  so  thin  like  air,  that  the  at- 
mosphere which  contained  it  when  sub- 
jected to  chemical  analysis  yielded  nothing 
beyond  the  constituents  of  pure  air.  But 
within  a  year  or  two  it  has  been  ascertain- 
ed that  if'^a  quantity  of  air  of  a  miasmatic 
locality  is  bottled  up  and  is  conveyed  to  a 
sleeping  apartment,  the  person  who 
breathes  it  will,  in  a  short  time,  have  more 
or  lesa  decided  symptoms  of  ferer  and 
ague ;  and  on  examining  his  aalira  or  the 
inside  of  his  mouth  a  living,  moving  thing 
is  clearly  visible  with  microscopic  alu. 
Observation  and  experiment  have  shown 
incontroveriibly  that  there  are  two  ways 
of  escaping  the  ill  eSiects  of  having  these 
living  things  Introduced  in  tho  system, 
persons  must  avoid  living  In  localities 
wheio  the  land  is  rich,  flat  and  moist,  or 
they  must  drain  those  lands ;  but  it  is  pos- 
sible to  live  in  such  places,  and  have  rea- 
sonably good  health  ^mply  by  keeoing  in 
the  house  of  mornings,  with  a  brisk  blazing 
fire  until  breakfast  is  eaten,  and  tak»  supper 
at  sundown,  because  it  has  been  found  that 
these  emanations  are  more  poisonous  at 
simrise  and  sunset,  and  that  if  the  stomach 
is  excited  to  action  by  the  process  of  di- 
gestion the  emanation  is  rendered  innocu 
ous,  perhaps  from  the  &ct,  in  part,  that 
the  juices  of  the  stomach  at  the  time  of 
digestion  are  of  a  character  to  destroy  the 
11^  of  these  living  things;  but  the  fkct  re- 
mains the  same  whether  this  supposition  is 
true  or  not. 

A  practical  use  may  be  made  of  this  sub- 
iect  in  the  light  of  these  facts,  in  reference 
to  breathing  night  air.  Very  many  advo- 
cate the  raising  of  windows  in  a  sleeping 
apartment  summer  and  winter  all  the  year 
round ;  the  theory  seems  a  good  one,  but 
experience  will  not  corrobcrate  it.  Per 
sons  living  on  water  courses  where  the 
"bottom  lands,"  as  they  are  called,  are 
rich,  luxuriant,  and  damp  will  save  health 
and  life  itself  by  keeping  all  outside  doors 
and  windows  opening  into  chambers  closed 
from  sundown  to  sunrise  during  tho  three 
autumnal  months.  In  fever  and  ague  or  In 
termittcnt  localities. — HaKs  Journal  of 
Health.

Extent  of  British   Posseastona. 

The  Indian  possessions  of  Great  Britain 
are  described  in  the  Blue  Book  as  having 
an  area  of  050,430  square  miles,  with  a 
population  of  14-I,048,3-')6 ;  the  native 
States  of  India  (as  distinguished  from  Brit- 
ish India)  having  an  area  of  B96,790  square 
miles,  and  a  population  of  47,lH)fl,l9lt,  be- 
sidss  which  there  are  in  India  l,3ft4  Mfuaro 
mikiS  of  native  States  under  the  French  or 
the  Portuguese  Government,  with  a  popu 
lation  of  8,801,461.  This  does  not  include 
the  territory  administered  by  the  Hudson 
Bay  Company.  Australasia  contains  an 
area  of  2,.'582.070  square  miles,  aud  a  popu- 
lation of  1,600,580 ;  the  Brltisli  West  Indies 
an  area  of  88,683  square  miles,  and  a  popu- 
lation of  1,097,027;  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope  and  Natal,  119,828  square  miles,  and 
425,676  people;  Ceylon,  24,700  square 
miles,  and  a  population  of  2,040,7?8. 

Other  colonies  being  added,  tiie  general 
total  is  an  area  of  4,5^7,283  square  miles, 
and  a  population  of  154,610,78  <  souls,  and 
this  notwitliBtanding  some  omissions  on 
account  of  returns  not  received— the  abo- 
riglAea  of  British  Columbia,  aud  some  150,- 


(XKJ  persons  on  the  0,000  square  miles  and 
a  population  not  much  exceeding  30,000,- 
000.  The  public  revenue  of  these  vast 
possessions  abroad  was  nearly  £03,000,000 
iu  the  year  1805,  the  year  for  which  these 
returns  aro  made ,  it  approaches  that  of 
the  mother  country.  Not  so  the  public 
debt;  it  1,1  not  qiUte  £140,000,000.  The 
tonnat^e  entered  and  cleared  in  1805,  exclu- 
sive of  the  coasting  trade,  was  about  20,- 
000.000.  The  Imports  into  these  British 
possessions  in  1M05,  including  bullion  and 
specie,  amounted  iu  value  to  £liJ8,.'I75,05u. 
mor«  than  £5<j,(KK),00<)  woilh  were  from 
the  I.  lilted  Kingdom.  These  great  posses- 
sions sent  forth,  fbr  the  supply  of  the  whole 
world  ill  that  3'ear,  wool  uf  the  value  of 
£l*3,5iyi,.')80;  raw  sugar,  17,158,103 .  coffee, 
£»30K,l»():j ;  wood,  £3.877,530;  fish,  £1,008,- 
~'G0.  India  alone,  in  the  year  ending  April, 
1805,  sent  out  raw  c'ltton  of  the  value  of 
£3H.573.0.57.

—There  is  an  Isabella  grape  vine  at  In- 
diana, Pa.,  which  has  pr>duccd  this  Sum- 
mer 1,700  bunches  of  pc -feet  grapes. 

—A  Kansas  farmer  hai  raised  this  year 
on  110  acres  of  land  0,400  bushels  of  com, 
000  bushels  of  wheat,  ani  3,500  bushels  of 
potatoes— all  of  tho  valu  3  of  |5,535, 

— Asparagus  is  a  very  healthful  article 
of  diet,  fur  the  reason  that  it  is  nutritious, 
easily  digested,  and  contidns  no  properties 
which  arc  injurious  to  t!ic  human  organ- 
ism, 

— In  the  vicinity  of  St  Louis,  Mo.,  a  far- 
mer is  said  to  have  raisi-d  565  bushels  of 
Boughton  wheat  from  fourteen  bushels  of 
seed— a  liitio  over  forty  bushels  from  one.

$1,210  and  $1,275  being  the  highest,  while 
but  a  single  anhnal  sold  for  less  than  $100. 
The  list  of  prices  as  published,  foots  up 
$14,306  or  an  average  of  $290.53  for  each 
animal  sold. 

— For  reclaimmg  blaci^  land  that  has  be- 
come stlfl"  and  waxy  by  improper  farming, 
(for  it  will  not  become  sc  by  proper  usage), 
use  50  to  75  bushels  of  leached  ashes  per 
acre,  or  16  to  25  bushels  unleaohod — ^the 
leached  ashes  containii  no  potash,  and 
can  have  little  else  than  a  mechanioBd  ef- 
fect, to  loosen  and  mellow  the  soil  when 
thoroughly  mixed. 

—Mr.  B.  F.  Cutter,  of  Pelham,  N.  H., 

tells  a  story  in  the  Mirro'.'  arid  Farmer,  of  a 
hog,  which  though  well  :.ed  and  apparent- 
ly health,  "  did  not  grow  one  atom.'  Soon 
after  feeding  him  one  day,  the  owner  hap- 
pened to  look  into  his  pen,  and  fotmd  the 
trough  oompletely  filled  with  rats,  which 
at  once  accounted  for  th;  lean  condition  of 
ills  starving  hog. 

— Tho  Sacremento  Bre  asserts  that  m 
the  Alameda  and  Santa  Clara  valleys  the 
farmers  have  actually  been  driven  by 
ground  squirrels  from  some  of  their  best 
knds;  that  their  settlements,  like  that  of 
the  prairie-dog  extend  for  miles,  each  bur- 
row sheltering  from  ono  to  six  inmates ; 
and  that  it  would  hardly  be  an  exaggera- 
tion to  say  that  they  eat  one  fourth  of  the 
annual  wheat  crop.

The  advantage  of  bei:ig  able  to  take  ac- 
curate impreasions  of  plunts  without  much 
labor  need  not  be  pointed  out  to  those  who 
can  appreciate  what  is  useful.  It  is  not 
brought  forward  as  a  sulisutution  for  dried 
specimens,  whore  thesr  can  be  obtained 
and  attended  to ;  but  as  '}eing  lees  cumber- 
some it  deserves  notice,  as  a  means  of  re- 
freshing the  memory,  in  very  many  instan- 
ces, in  a  manner  equaMy  satisfactory  as 
when  specimens  are  cmp  ioy ed  It  has,  fur- 
ther than  this,  no  claim  to  novelty,  but 
simply  to  usefulness. 

The  materials  required  are  few,  and  these 
not  expensive.  One  peiinyworth  of  lamp- 
blacx  and  one  pennywoith  of  sweet  oil  are 
all  that  will  be  required  besides  the  paper. 
A  large  sheet  of  paper  s  lould  be  proviaed, 
and  this  shotdd  be  prepiired  by  rubbing  it 
evenly  all  over  with  a  piece  of  flannel 
moistened  with  the  oil ;  this  must  be  done 
thoroughly,  and  when  the  paper  is  well 
moistened,  but  not  in  a  'vet  state  with  the 
oil,  a  small  quantity  of  lampblack  ^ould 
be  laid  evenly  over  it,  alio  using  flannel  for 
this  part  of  the  operatic  n.  If  this  prepa- 
ration can  be  made  a  day  before  using  the 
paper,  it  will  be  so  muci  the  better.  The 
next  process  requires  great  care.  Having 
the  prepared  sheet  in  retdtncss,  place  on  it 
evenly  and  flatly  the  plant,  flower,  or  leaf 
of  which  an  impression  is  required ;  then 
place  over  this  a  dry  sh  ;et  of  paper,  and, 
with  a  handkerchief  or  'iloth,  press  firmly 
over  every  part,  that  ii  may  equally  and 
regularly  receive  the  black  preparation. 
The  paper  intended  to  receive  the  impres- 
sion should  now  be  in  readiness,  ana  the 
specimen  must  bo  carefully  removed  and 
placed  on  it,  and  great  care  must  be  taken 
that  its  position  is  not  ctianged ;  this,  too, 
must  be  agam  evenly  and  firmly  pressed  as 
before,  and  the  impre6>ion  wlu  be  com- 
plete, and  must  be  laid  carefully  aside  to 
become  dry.  A  specimen  or  two  can  be 
tried  on  a  spare  sheet,  in  order  to  ascertain 
whether  the  blackened  sheet  is  in  a  proper 
state  of  preparation  before  it  is  attempted 
to  take  a  very  careful  impression.  This  is 
particularly  valuable  in  preserving  sketch- 
es of  the  leaves  of  rare  and  valuable  plants.

We  ha^'O  on  board  two 
hundred  and  eighteen  tin ^cla8s  passengers, 
who  pay  one  hundred  ard  fifty  five  dollars 
apelce,  making  a  total  $3<,790ln  gold.  Th« 
freight  is  estimated  at  nearly  $10,000.  In 
addition,they  receive  some  $9,000  for  carry- 
ing the  mail  (whlchS  is  Included  in  their 
annual  subsidy  from  ths  British  Govern- 
ment). Their  expenses  are  about  $16,000 
the  single  trip — not  morj.  These  figures, 
nearly  exact,  foot  up  a  veiy  large  profit 
for  the  single  trip.  It  is  only  necessary  to 
add  that  at  least  two  hundred  of  our  two 
hundred  and  eighteen  passengers  are 
Americans,  to  show  whence  these  gains 
aro  derived. — From  a  Forney  Letter.

ther vices  ot  conformation.  Insanity,  Idiocy, 
cretinism,  deaf  muteness,  nor  opiupsy  ex- 
isted among  any  of  these  families ;  and  ho 
has  come  to  tho  conclusion  that  the  dan- 
gers ot  consanguine  marriages  result  flrom 
an  intensification  of  any  morbid  hereditary 
tendencies  that  may  exist  in  each  ]Mirent, 
while.  If  each  be  perfectly  healthy,  the 
fiict  of  consanguinity  counts  for  nothing. 
Tho  subject  la  one  regarding  which  our 
kuowJedge  is  very  Imperfect,  and  In  which 
anything  likescientiflc  investigation  is  very 
limited.  Though  of  great  importance  to 
the  human  race,  it  Is  moreover  a  subiect 
about  which  accurate  dates  are  exceeding- 
ly dltflcult  of  collection.  It  is  alway* 
safe,  however,  to  follow  tho  old  Injunction 
that  a  "  man  shall  not  marry  his  grand 
mother."

Indian  Agents. 

The  Loulflvllle  Journal  has  along  aitlcle 
on  the  Indian  question,  from  which  we 
make  an  extract : 

We  had  the  pleasure  of  an  hour's  con- 
versation, a  few  days  ago,  with  the  foster 
brother  of  the  celebrated  Seminole  Chief, 
Billy  Bowlegs.  His  reminiscences  of  the 
Florida  war  aro  exceedingly  Interesting. 
He  was  one  of  tho  moderate  party  In  the 
tribe,  the  party  friendly  to  tho  whites. 
When  the  tribe  finally  split  upon  tho  sub 
Ject,  he  was  with  those  who  petitioned 
General  Zachary  Taylor  to  tiansfer  them 
beyond  Arkansas.  At  no  time  during  his 
lilo  had  he  been  hostile  lo  the  whites, 
although,  of  course,  ho  fought  with  his 
tribe  so  lou>^  as  general  warfare  was  kept 
np. 

He  says  that  he  dots  not  remember  a 
slDglc  lufilanco  in  thirty  years  In  which  the 
whiles  have  religiously  kept  an  engage- 
ment v/lth  tho  Indians.  He  never  has 
known  a  treaty  whloh,  carried  Into  effect, 
was  not  somehow  distorted  to  the  preju- 
dice of  the  Indian.  Ho  has  known  but  one 
or  two  Indian  agents  who  were  honest 
msn..  The  rest  ore  all  scoundrels,  and  in- ■ 
variably  cheat  the  Indians  out  of  seven- 
eights  of  their  annuities,  or  of  their  money, 
in  trade.  He  draws  a  very  striking 
picture  of  the  payment  of  annuities ;  ono 
such  scene,  he  says,  will  represent  the 
whole. 

Tho  Indian  aj^ent  makes  his  appearance 
at  a  certain  point  to  distribute  the  annui- 
lles.  Tho  Indians  of  tho  tribe,  having  been 
prevl  jusly  notlfled,  ore  present.  A  young 
wfirrior.  in  the  first  fiusu  of  manhood,  am- 
bitious. Inexperienced,  comes  up  to  re- 
oolve,  say,  one  hundred  and  forty  dollar^, 
which  is  duo  him  as  tho  eon  or  a  chief. 
'The  first  thing  that  attraclB  hlf  attention  Is 
a  beautiful  blanket,  a  red  Mah-kee-nah. 
perhaps,  which  tho  artful  agent  has  placed 
in  a  prominent  position  for  the  very  pur- 
P">so.  He  must  have  that  blanket.  Very 
well ;  tho  agent  Is  willing  thai  ho  shoulcT; 
It  Is  Just  the  samo  as  money.  A  roll  Is 
prepared  in  blank  (but  tho  ignorant  In- 
dhin  does  not  know  It.)  He  makes  his 
mark.  Then  the  blank  la  filled  by  the 
agent  with  as  many  blankets  aa  he  aeema 
prudent.  Our  Sonilnole  has  known  of  in- 
stances where  the  bhuik  has  been  filled 
with  forty  blankets,  while  only  one  was 
actually  rect  Ived  by  the  Indian  receipting. 
Thero  are  butchcr-knlvrs.  a  very  nice 
article.  An  Indian  who  wishes  ono  Is 
charged  $40  for  it.  If  he  gtts  drunk  and 
wishes  to  return  it  and  get  sometlilng  else, 
he  Is  the  some  day  permitted  to  return  It, 
and  Is  credited  with  $1.35. 

Presently  the  agent,  ftndtng  that  his  re- 
ceipts will  cover  tho  whole  annuity  lo  tho 
tribe,  euddcnly  chvxa  his  boohs,  and  an- 
nounces to  the  creft-f^llcn  Indians  that 
there  is  no  more  to  come.  But  he  has 
still  on  hand  a  few  blankets  and  other  tri- 
fles for  wh  ch  ho  will  dicker.  If  an  Indian 
would  like  an  old  French  musket,  lor 
which  the  a^nt  has  paid  $3,  he  can  have 
it  for  $45  In  cash,  or  fura.  at  the  .owest 
price.  fcJo  the  shameloes  trade  goes  on. 
At  night  the  agent  has  full  lecelpts  for  his 
goods  or  c;i.<»h,  and  has  seven-eighths  of  tho 
wholo  safe  in  his  pocket  or  under  guard. 
Perhaps  ho  wdi  have  large  portions  of  It 
exposed  for  sale  on  the  frontier,  shortly 
afterward.  Perhaps  he  will  have  It  safely 
burled  at  his  encampment. 

Now,  If  he  can  get  all  the  Indians  drunk 
ho  can  probably  steal  back  tho  greater 
portion  of  tho  one^cighth  attributed  to 
them.  Next  day  ho  will  swear  thoy  traded 
with  him  lor  whisky.  So  he  rolls  out  a 
dozen  kegs  of  whinky,  knocks  out  the 
heads,  and  winds  up  tho  day  with  the  big- 
gest spree  he  can  get  up.

A  noo  Story.— Mr.  Elisha  Atwator, 
of  Mimson,  informs  us  that  on  reluming 
from  an  absence  of  a  few  weeks,  last  June, 
he  found  that  a  stiuw  stack  had  tipped  over, 
and  it  was  thought  that  some  hogs  that 
were  In  tho  habit  of  frcouontlng  tho  etack 
might  have  been  buried  beneath  it.  Noth- 
ing, however,  was  done  with  it  nmll  a 
week  or  two  ago,  when  the  straw  was  re- 
moved to  release  some  poles  tliat  had  been 
covered  by  the  fall  of  the  sUck.  When 
near  tho  bottom  a  hog  was  hoard  to  grunt 
underneath,  and  the  straw  was  qnickly  re- 
moved IVom  tho  place  Indicated,  when  a 
live  hog  was  found.  Imprisoned  in  the  space 
beside  a  pole,  giving  just  sufiQcIent  room 
for  Uio  animal  to  stand  on  Its  knees  and  to 
move  forward  and  backward  about  half  Its 
length.  Tho  liog  had  becu  under  that 
straw  more  than  three  monthH,  with  no 
drink,  no  food  imt  rye  straw,  and  not  even 
room  to  stand  up  1  "The  animal  was  taken 
out  and  let  go,  when  It  ran  a  few  steps  and 
fell  down  It  appeared  blinded  by  the 
light,  was  very  thin  and  weak,  and  was 
bleached  as  white  as  snow.  It  made  no 
attempt  to  eat,  and  appeared  V^  know  no 
use  for  food  or  drink.  It  was  attacked  by 
the  other  hogs,  and  had  to  bo  removed  lo 
a  seporate  enclot^ure,  where  It  remained  In 
a  sort  of  imbecile  condition  for  about  a 
week,  eating  nothing  whatever.  Mr.  At- 
water  then  poured  some  luUk  down  its 
throaty  after  which  It  began  to  revive,  and 
fluallv  commenced  to  nibble  corn.  It  is 
now  thriving,  with  as  bright  prospects  of 
filling  a  pork  barrel  as  any  other  hog.—

A  Ball  Fiirlst  at  Vadlx. 

An  oflloer  on  board  the  United  States 
ship  Shamrock,  In  a  letter  from  Lisbon, 
dated  August  23<^867,  gives  the  follow- 
ing account  of  a  null  fight  which  he  at- 
tended a  few  days  before,  at  Cadiz: 
"  While  here  vro  went  to  see  a  regular  bull 
fight.  It  was  the  flrtt  real  one  I  nad  seen, 
as  at  this  place  the  bulls  are  not  killed, 
and  besides,  iheir  horns  being  covered 
with  thick  leather,  the  horses  cannot  bo 
seriously  Injured.  In  Cadiz  the  building 
la  a  very  large  one,  and  on  tho  occasion 
when  wo  were  there  there  were  about  six 
or  eight  thousand  people  present.  The 
ling  Is  surrounded  by  a  heavy  fecop,  with 
two  gates — one  to  admit  the  live  bulls  the 
other  to  drag  out  the  dead  ones.  On  the 
Inside  there  are  a  lew  places  surrounded 
by  boards,  where  the  men  can  take  shelter 
If  chased  by  the  bull,  and  have  not  time  to 
esoApe  over  the  fence,  which  is  made  of 
thick  boards,  and  sufflcitmtly  strong  to  re- 
sist any  attack  of  the  bull  Tho  ladles 
present  occupied  the  boxes,  and  were  in 
full  dress ;  in  fact,  a  bull  fight  is  the  grand 
occasion  for  tho  sex  to  show  their  good 
clothes.  'The  torturing  and  tormenting 
which  the  bull  has  to  go  through  is,  lo  use 
an  English  expression,  "beastly,"  The 
worst  of  the  whole  affair  Is  allowing  the 
horses  to  be  gored  until  they  can  no  lon- 
ger stand.  The  'j^icadora,  or  horsemen, 
have  no  means  ot  defence  except  a  small 
lunce,  witn  a  pike  an  inch  long  in  the  end, 
and,  when  the  bull  starts  for  them,  they 
are  seldom  able  lo  check  him  in  the  least, 
and.  In  consequence,  the  poor  blindfolded 
horse  gets  the  bnlls  '.horns  into  his  side, 
generally  ripping  hfm  open  frightfully. 
But  lltt  e  efiort  Is  made  to  keep  the  horses 
out  of  tho  bull's  way,  and  the  le^  of  the 
pioadores  being  encased  In  iron,  it  makes 
but  little  difference  to  them  whether  the 
horse  Is  knocked  down  or  not.  At  the 
close  of  the  contest  the  matadore  takes  a 
sword  and  after  playing  With  tho  bull  for 
some  time  with  a  flag,  when  the  Incensed 
beast  rushes  at  him  he  runs  the  sword  into 
fie  bull's  neck  between  the  shoulders.  Of 
course  ho  has  to  be  dexterous  and  quick  in 
the  movement  or  the  bull  would  otherwise 
probably  kill  him.  If  the  thrust  Is  well 
made  the  bull  dies  In  a  tew  minutes.  These 
men  will  sit  cahnly  In  a  chair  and  not 
move  until  .hey  can  first  touch  the  shoul- 
ders of  the  animal  with  the  sword,  and 
then  make  a  single  lunge.  It  Is  dangerous 
work,  but  not  so  much  so  as  the  tormonting 
of  the  bull,  when  short  darts,  about  eigh- 
teen Inches  long,  with  barbed  points,  are 
run  into  the  bull's  neck  and  allowed  to  re- 
main there,  being  decorated  with  ribbons, 
&c.,  to  look  "  pretty."  These  things  are 
not  done  when  the  bull  Is  quiet,  but  when 
he  Is  furiously  rushing  at  the  man,  who 
thrusts  the  darts  in,  and  then  with  groat 
celerity  gets  out  of  the  way.  It  is  a  sort 
of  touch-and-go  business  as,  when  the  reat 
is  performed,  there  are  seldom  more  than 
six  inches  space  between  the  man  and  the 
horos  of  the  animal.  In  these  contests 
many  persons  are  often  Inlured,  and  occa- 
sionally some  are  killed.  There  were  six 
bnlls  killed  at  this  expedition,  and  twenty 
seven  horses  either  killed  or  badly  gored. 
\ltogelher  it  was  a  very  good  fight  of  the 
land,  and  about  as  disgusting  and  degrad- 
ing lulls  cfl'ects  on  the  public  mind  as  any 
amusement  that  can  possibly  be  found.  Of 
course,  therefore,  it  is  Just  suited  to  give 
amusement  to  tho  Spanish  race,  who,  from 
tho  Rueen  and  nobility  dow  to  the  lowest 
subject,  all  go  on  Sunday  afternoon  and 
sometimes  during  the  week  to  see  bulls  and 
horses  tortured  and  klUtd,  and  who  are  es- 
pecially delighted  when  fireworks  are  ap- 
plied to  the  bull  to  make  him  savage  and 
lively. 

The  Kamlei^A    IVe-«r    Southem 
liPcaplc. 

Prom  the  Norfblk  (T«.)  JoareaL 
We  have  been  shown  a  specimen  of  this 
new  Southern  staple,  which  is  said  to  be 
superior  In  productiveness  to  cotton,  and 
to  both  cotton  and  flax  as  a  textile.  It  was 
Introdnred  Into  America  from  the  Island  of 
Java  by  Don  Benito  Roezl,  the  Austro- 
Bolgian  botanist,  and  brought  by  him  to 
Havana  and  New  Orleans  in  1807.  The 
fibre  of  the  plant  is  purely  white,  and  of 
a  silky  appearance — finer  than  any  cotton 
or  flax  Imen,  and  stronger.  In  a  warm 
latitude  the  plant  is  hardy  and  vigorous. 
The  crops  are  taken,  like  those  of  cane,  by 
cutting  it  at  the  ground.  From  the  rat- 
toons  spring  new  growth,  more  vigorous. 
It  is  said,  than  the  former.  In  Louisiana, 
Jliddle  and  Lower  Mississippi,  Alabama, 
Texas,  Georgia,  Florida,  and  South  Caro- 
lina, three  or  four  cuttings  may  be  ob- 
tained during  the  year.  It  is  best  adapted 
to  rich,  sanc^  growth,  and  is  planted  by 
cuttings  of  roots  or  stalks,  or  by  layers. 
When  well  rooted  it  will  yield  about  800 
pounds  of  the  fibre  to  the  acre,  and  has 
been  sold  In  England  at  sixty-five  cents  a 
pound.  Experiments  of  French  botanists 
have  evolved  the  following  advantageous 
points  ; 

1.  The  ramie  is  stronger  than  Earopean 
hemp. 

2.  It  la  fitly  per  cent,  stronger  than  the 
best  Belgian  flaxen  or  linen  fibre. 

a  Tho  fibre  may  be  spun  as  fine  as  that 
of  flax,  and  wlU  prove  twice  as  durable. 

4.  It  is  a  vigorous  grower,  and  will  pro- 
duce the  greatest  amount  of  textile  fibre  ot 
any  plant  known. 

5.  It  will  produce,  in  the  belt  in  which  it 
flourishes,  from  three  to  five  annual  crops, 
each  equal  to  the  best  gathered  from  hemp. 

The  raachinei-y  Invented  by  Mr.  Roezl 
for  cleansing  It  may  be  obtained  at  a  mod- 
erate cost,  and  It  Is  simple  in  coKSirucllon, 
and  light.  In  1865  he  sent  fifty  tierces,  or 
5,000  Spanish  pounds,  to  England,  where 
It  sold  at  double  the  price  of  the  quality  ot 
colton.

His  house  Is  literally  besieged  with  suffer- 
ing humanity.  His  saloons,  bed-room, 
dlnlng-room,  and  kitchen,  ore  encumbered 
with  the  lame,  blind  and  paralytic,  who 
orrlve  from  all  quarters,  attracted  by  the 
rumors  of  his  wonderf\il  cures ;  hundreds 
are  waiting  outside  for  their  turn,  and 
many  would  try,  as  In  the  olden  time,  en- 
trance by  the  tooi,  did  not  the  lormldable 
conptrucUon  of  the  building  preclude  the 
poealbillty  of  success  iQ  that  quarter.  He 
is  said  to  employ  no  medicaments,  make 
no  proscrtptims,  accept  no  remuneration, 
but  simply  look  upon  the  suflercr,  com- 
mand lilrn  to  throw  aside  hlo  crutches  and 
walk,  and  the  cure  Is  performed.  Ho  says 
he  does  this  by  a  certain  magnetic  Influ- 
ence, and  can  succeed  In  nearly  every  case 
where  the  atflicted  organs  are  not  entirely 
destroyed.  His  reputation  is  hourly  In- 
creasing. Tho  papers  are  registering  the 
declarations  of  persons,  who,  at  the  simple 
sight  ot  the  Zouavo,  have  been  able  lo 
throw  away  their  crntchcs,  and  dance  as 
If  they  ha<l  never  been  deprived  of  the  use 
of  their  leg.".  Packages  of  letters  and 
ciirds  from  directors  of  hospitals,  from 
physicians  and  priests,  arrive  in  abund- 
ance from  all  quarters,  praying  the  Zouave 
gucriaseur  to  accord  them  au  Interview. 
The  most  astounding  cure  yet  performed 
was  that  nf  a  high  personage,  whom  no 
one  could  accuse  of  a  complicity  with  the 
Zouave;  that  person  was  no  other  th^n 
Marshal  Forer,  who,  as  everyl>ody  knew, 
had  been  confined  lo  his  bed  for  "the  last 
five  or  six  months  by  a  hcmiplegis,  and  to- 
tally unable  to  walk.  The  treatment  em- 
ployed was  the  same  in  this  circumstance 
as  in  tho  others.

Corn  and  Hoos— The  N.  Y.  Inde- 
pendent savs,  from  caret ullycondccled  ex- 
periments by  diilerent  perbons,  it  has  been 
ascertained  that  one  bushel  of  corn  will 
make  a  little  over  ICJ^  pounds  of  pork — 
gross.  Taking  the  result  cs  a  bor-ia,  the 
following  deductions  are  made  which  all 
our  farmers  would  do  well  to  lay  by  for  a 
convenient  reference — that :

If  I 
wished  to  buy  a  farm  lor  my  posterity, 
which  would  continually  Iccrr-ajeinvalu*, 
I  certainly  should  clio<jfe  it  in  the  region 
of  grass.  For  I  do  know  that  during  ih» 
course  of  one's  life,  a  grass  farm  wiil  Dring 
more  money  and  comfort  and  with  lets 
work  than  asy  other  farm,  whether  on  the 
Sciota,  the  Wabaf  L,  or  the  iiiESristippi  bot- 
toms ;  nor  can  a  form  of  equal  vaiue  be 
seltcted  and  made  anywhere  wiihin  the 
belt  formed  by  the  topics^  the  whole  wor.d 
around.

'•  Ihie  disease  is  eoid  to  result  somelimcB 
from  sudden  change  In  the  quality  of  the 
food.  Overfed  young  anlEalp,  and  those 
in  very  low  condition  are  moi»t  frtquenily 
attacked.  We  would  recommend  the  fol- 
lowing treatment :  Mix  4  drachms  fplrits 
ot  hartshorn,  and  one  quart  of  tar  .^ater, 
to  this  add  one  ounce  tsiiCiure  of  faloodreot, 
and  give  as  a  drench.     Four  hours  alter, 

five  a  mixture  ot  liquid  ur  1  ot ,  glycerine 
or.,  thin  gruel  one  quart.  It  the  animal 
shows  lameness  in  the  back  or  hindquarters, 
apply  oil  of  cedar  3  oz ,  codliver  oii,  0  ojs., 
sulphuric  ether  2  oz.,  tincture  of  capsicum 
1  oz.  First  mix  the  two  oils,  than  tdd  th« 
ether,  Ehake  ibcm  thorougtily,  lasv^y  add 
the  tincture.  It  should  be  well  rubbed  in 
•^n  the  parts  ufitcttd."

It  is  easy  enc  U£h 
to  make  grade  animals ;  but  from  these  et 
a  starting  point.  It  is  cfea  a  very  long  and 
a  very  uncertatn  process,  as  weil  as  a  very 
expensive  one,  to  obtain  the  i>erlect  form 
and  other  properties  of  aty  well  estab- 
lished breed,  it  is  In  fact,  ns  has  been 
shown  by  Bekewtll,  and  EilriiaR,  and 
Bates,  and  Webb,  ond  other  prominent 
breeders,  the  business  of  a  lilieUme.— '>l»7i.

"  i  U3ed  to  think  a  good  deal  of  trees," 
dryly  remarked  Major  Holster— a  man 
who  had  traveled  over  most  countries  of 
tho  world.  "1  used  to  love  trees,  in  fact," 
continued  he ;  "  but  I  somehow  lost  confl- 
dence  in  them  long  ago.  it's  very  pleas 
ant  to  ile  un:!-v  a  tree  when  yoo  mow 
what's  in  it ;  but  suppose  you  don't?  " 

There  was  a  vague  ravstery,  if  not  hor- 
ror, in  tho  suggestion  thrown  out  by  the 
maji:>r,  and  the  rest  of  the  party,  with  one 
voice,  called  upon  him  to  explain. 

"  Y»'ell,"  began  he,  "I  never  was  abso- 
lutely treed  but  once  ia  my  life,  and  here's 
the  wav  it  happened :  T  had  fixed  myself 
up  for  nunliag  among  the  high  ridges  in  a 
cwDtril  cuunir)*  of  South  America,  and 
ihore  I  lived  in  clover.  I  tell  yoo,  for 
many  weeks,  game  of  all  sorts  balng  plen- 
ty, iiiid  tho  climitte,  most  of  the  time,  very 
aalubrious  and  plcjisant.  On©  day,  tired 
of  the  sport  I  had  long  been  enjoying  on 
the  high  grounds,  I  made  myself  up  Tor  a 
day  after  tao  wild  ducks,  which  were  very 
numeroua  among  the  dykes  and  ponds  of  a 
large  tract  of  meadow  land  that  lay  just 
below  where  I  had  buPit  my  shanty.  It 
was  early  in  the  morning  when  I  started 
02  my  bunt,  alone,  and  all  went  very 
smoothly  with  mo  till  nearnoon,  my  chief 
tiitiicuity  hiiisg  to  carry  the  ducks,  with 
which  my  g-.iiue-bag  was  «oon  so  stutied 
that  I  was  obliged  to  string  the  next  com- 
ers from  my  button-holes,  and  even  abr^ut 
my  neck.  I  must  have  looked  much  like 
one  of  liiose  itinerant  poulterers  one  some- 
times meel^  with  in  the  cities. 

"  In  the  latitudes  to  which  I  refer,  thun- 
der-storms are  sudden  and  violent.  The 
air  is  perfectly  clear  and  pleasant,  and  the 
sky  of  an  intense  blue,  when,  all  at  once, 
you  will  see  a  small  black  cloud  rising  up 
lo  tho  westward,  maybe,  and,  before  you 
have  time  to  say  *  thunder,'  the  dusky 
vapor  goes  iur^ing  and  spiring  out  on 
wvery  uidc,  uotil  darkness  oversprbads 
everything,  and  then  the  lightning  seems 
to  fan  your  cheek  with  its  flashing  pin- 
ions; tad  thtmder  smashes  and  crashes 
dose  above  and  around  you,  and  the  rain 
comes  down,  not  In  drops,  as  we  are  ac- 
customed to  see  it  in  this  feeble  and  un- 
iuteresting  climnte,  but  in  great  cylinders, 
a.%  if  the  btjitoms  had  come  out  of  the  wa- 
tering-pots overhead,  and  the  article  was 
coming  down  with  a  loosenes*.  Well,  this 
wa«  what  happened  In  a  jilly,  so  to  speak, 
jiist  as  1  wa3  preparing  to  eat  a  bit  ot 
lunch  I  had  brought  with  me.  There  was 
no  use  in  my  turning  to  run  lor  home. 
The  thing  was  go  sudden  that,  on  looking 
toward  the  ridffo,  I  could  see  the  streams 
that  had  lately  been  mere  threads  raging 
aad  tumbling  down  among  the  rocks  m 
cascades,  carrjii^g  .atones  and  trees  and 

freat  masses  of  earth  along  with  them, 
he  high  grounds  wer©  at  least  a  mile 
away,  and  yet  I  made  instinctively  to 
ward  them,  but  had  not  gone  a  hundred 

tards  when  I  was  aware  of  water  plaehing 
eaeath  my  feet  in  a  way  in  which  it  had 
not  plashed  during  the  morning's  tramp. 
Immediately  It  wtui  up  to  my  ankles,  and 
I  hardly  haid  made  up  my  mind  as  to  what 
I  had  best  do  when  I  found  tho  ripplee  of 
it  po-inngover  the  tops  of  my  boots.  The 
whole  meadow  waa  one  great  lake  in  less 
than  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  with  tho  tops 
of  the  tallest  reeds  fast  disappearing  bo- 
nea*h  the  domineering  element.

branches  above  any  possible  high- water 
mark ;  and,  8«;atlng  myself  firmly,  in  a  co- 
modious  crotch,  I  pulled  my  cap  over  my 
eyes  and  reaigne^i  myself  to  fate. 

•'  Thick  as  the  foliage  of  the  tree  was,  it 
formed  but  a  poor  shield  against  tho  driv- 
ing torrent,  and  eo  wet  was  I,  and  chilled, 
that  I  should  certainly  have  descended 
from  my  perch,  and  struck  out  for  the 
high  lands  but  for  two  reasons ;  the  first  of 
which  waa  that  I  cannot  swim,  and  the 
second,  that  the  aliigatora  from  theswampi*, 
as  I  was  well  aware,  go  prowling  around 
when  these  sudden  freshets  take  place,  to 
look  after  such  stray  creatures  as  may 
have  been  washed  down  from  the  settle- 
ments and  sent  adrift  in  th«  flood.  The 
rain  waa  abating  now,  and  on  looking 
down  to  s«e  how  blah  up  my  tree  the  water 
h  id  le&ohed,  I  noticed  that  it  was  pour- 
ing in  at  a  large  knot-hole  in  the  hollow 
trunk,  which  hole  waa  at  a  distance  of 
a'vint  twelve  feet  from  the  ground,  and 
nearly  as  far  below  where  I  was  sitting. 
The  mora  tree,  when  old,  Is  apt  to  be  hol- 
lo V  uot  only  In  the  trunk,  but  in  all  its 
principal  branches— and  my  tree  was  no 
exception  to  the  general  rule,  as  you  shall 


"  While  I  was  looUng  eagerly  out  upon 
the  waters  to  see  whether  any  reappear- 
ing tops  of  reeds  might  give  a  hope  that 
the  flood  was  falling,  1  felt  a  powerfaljerk 
at  the  breast  of  ray  coat-so  powerful,  in 
fact  that  It  ne^arly  tugged  mo  out  of  my 
f**  --u  f°  .  ^u.  '*^^-«''ered  from  my  as- 
tonishment at  this,  I  ventured  to  look 
down,  and  there,  to  my  extreme  horror  I 
•aw  an  immense  serpent,  of  the  boa  kind 
coiled  among  the  branch^  a  few  feet  below 


mo.  The  reptile  had  evident! v  been  driv- 
en by  the  water  from  Its  lodging  In  tho 
hollow  of  tho  tree,  and  had  crawled  out 
through  one  of  the  numerous  knot-hole?. 
A,ttracted  by  tho  ducks  that  wore  attached 
with  a  Icrthern  thong  to  the  uppwjr  builun- 
hole  of  my  coat.  It  liad  just  swallowed  the 
lowermost  of  them,  and  was  struggling 
hard  with  tho  next  when  I  was  attracted 
by  Its  movements.  Of  course,  I  lost  no 
time  In  severing  mv  connction  with  this 
horrible  creature,  by  cutting  the  string; 
had  I  not  done  which  promptly,  I  think  It 
quite  probable  that  1  should  have  been 
sucked  in  when  ray  turn  cirac,  which 
would  have  bi'on  after  the  third  duck,  for 
the  reptile  was  big  enough  and  ugly 
enougii  tt>  have  hold  us  all  fmr.  Then,  aa 
I  scrambled  up  umoiig  the  branches  m 
search  of  a  ealor  asylum,  what  v.a.s  my 
horror  to  find  ihcm  Interwoven  and  hiss- 
ing with  serpents  of  all  coru  aud  sizes, 
each  and  every  one  of  which  evidently 
looked  upon  me  at-  au  lulorloper  and  inlxu- 
der  upon  their  private  nrcuilscs!  Tho 
imakes  were  of  a  snrallti  kiiiJ  as  I  contia- 
ued  to  afcccnd  tho  ticc,  aud  I  thought  at 
first  there  might  bo  some  advantage  in 
that,  and  kept  going  up.  But,  iigh  !  just 
as  I  was  about  t«>  grasp  a  branch,  for  the 

furposo  of  swinging  myself  into  a  crotch, 
saw  lying  stretchtd  out  upon  it  a  yellow, 
vicious  loo^kiog  snake,  which  I  at  once  re- 
cognized as  a  speciinca  of  tho  deadly  atu- 
frcta,  or  sulphur-viper,  one  torch  from  the 
fangs  of  which,  aud  in  half  an  hour  I 
should  have  beona  livid  copse!  Now  I 
knew  that  I  had  got  up  into  the  regbn  of 
poifionous  reptiles,  aud  wished  mvsoTf  back 
with  tho  boas ;  but  on  wnsideratlon  I  toi;k 
a  middle  course,  and  lowering  myself  down 
to  the  branches  among  which  I  had  no- 
ticed tho  smaller  constrictors,  I  nnslung 
my  gun,  Intending  to  fire  a  shot  fn)m  it 
every  now  au  then,  lo  keep  tho  noxious 
creaturei  at  bay.  It  would  not  go  off, 
however,  being  thoroughly  saturated  with 
water ;  and  as  night  was  coming  on  now.  I 
lashed  myself  to  a  branch  with  my  belts, 
&i  well  as  I  could,  and  strove  to  shut  out 
fn-)m  my  mind  the  prospect  of  a  weary 
and  horrible  nlghU 

"  The  rain  was  over  and  tbo  thunder 
could  be  heard  rolling  far,  far  away ;  but 
tho  night  was  still  a  dark  ono,  and  I  knew 
that  It  would  yet  bo  many  hours  before 
tho  waters  had  fallen  pvifficiently  for  me  to 
make  my  escape 

"  1  tried  for  a  wnilo  to  combat  the  ap- 
proach of  sleep,  but  at  last  I  could  resist 
it  influence  no  longer ;  my  weary  eyelids 
closed  and  I  foil  into  a  heavy  slumber. 
How  long  I  had  been  asleep  I  cannot  say, 
but  I  know  that  I  was  startled  into  wide 
wakefulness  some  time  in  the  night  by  one 
of  the  most  frightful  uproars  it  had  over 
been  my  fortune  to  hear. 

"  For  a  moment  I  iaiaginod  I  had  fahen 
asleep  in  a  menagerie,  and  that  the  keep- 
ers were  poking  at  me  with  their  long 
poles  to  rouae  mo.  Some  creature— and  it 
wasn't  a  very  light  one,  I  can  tell  you— 
Went  scrambling  up  my  body  to  gain  the 
higher  branches  of  the  tree,  leaving  be- 
hind it  deep  traces  of  its  claws  on  my  flesh.

"  From  the  lower  part  of  tho  tree  camo 
up,  ever  and  anon,  the  grunting  and  growl- 
ing of  the  large  beasts,  such  as  bears  that 
had  sought  refuge  there  by  swimming 
from  the  neighboring  jungle. 

"  Nothing  that  1  had  ever  read  conc<»rn 
ing  Paademonium  was  comparable  for 
horror  to  the  tumult  by  which  I  was  sur- 
rounded on  that  memorable  night.  Vears 
appeared  to  have  passed  over  my  head  be- 
fore morning  began  to  dawn,  and  then,  in 
the  first  gray  twilight,  I  had  glimpses  here 
and  there  ot  the  creatures  among  whom  I 
had  passed  the  night.  There  were  cou- 
gars, and  spotted  leopards,  and  fierce-eyed 
cats  of  all  sorts  and  sizes  glaring  at  me 
from  the  nooks  and  knot-holes  of  the  tree  ;

"  Two  huge  brown  bears  leaped  from 
the  lower  branches  and  scuttled  away  for 
the  jungle  aa  I  made  my  way  down  the 
tree,  from  which  I  dropped  on  the  soft, 
plashy  ground  with  a  thaukful  heait,  aud 
an  inward  resolve  not  to  be  caught  in  a 
rainstorm  in  those  regions  again— not  if  1 
knew  it. 

"About  a  week  after  this  adventiire, 
when  everything  had  become  as  dry  as 
tinder  under  the  burning  sun,  I  went  down 
with  my  Indians,  all  armed  with  spears  and 
torches,  and  we  kindled  a  great  fire  round 
the  roots  of  the  old  lone  mora  tree.  It  was 
nearly  bare  of  leaves  now  fiom  tho  rain 
and  wind,  and  wo  could  seo  the  terrible 
squlrmicg  that  took  place  among  its  wide- 
spreading  branchae  aa  the  flames  went 
whirling  and  licking  around  its  trunk. 

"  JJIonetrous  serpents  reared  themselves 
out  of  the  knot-holes  and  sped  like  forked 
lightning  up  into  the  higher  branches, 
which,  in  some  cases,  were  unable  to  sup- 
port their  weight,  and  the  knotted  reptiles 
came  whirling  to  tho  ground,  where  they 
were  ciulckly  dispatched  by  the  ipears  of 
the  Inoians. 

"Many  small  snakes— some  of  which 
were  of  the  most  dangerous  kinds— oame 
gliding  away  from  the  burning  roots  of  the 
tree ;  but  wo  suffered  none  of  them  to 
escape. 

"  llow  I  could  have  stocked  a  museum 
with  magnificent  specimens  of  live  boas 
had  I  only  possessed  the  means  of  trans- 
porting them  to  some  seaport  town  I  for 
tho  Indians  with  me  would  have  lassoed 
any  of  them  at  my  bidding. 

"  After  burning  for  an  hour,  the  mighty 
tree  sank  down  into  its  a'hes,  a  confused 
ma^i  of  gnarled,  blackened  limbs,  seething 
and  throbbingwith  the  half  charred  bodies 
of  serpents.  We  killed  eighty-four  snakes 
of  many  varieties  and  all  sizes  on  this 
occasion,  and  It  is  probable  that  quite  as 
many  more  were  destroyed  by  the  flames. 

"  After  this  adventure,  I  don't  feel  quite 
as  much  confldcnce  in  trees  as  I  used  to. 
Haa  anybody  else  got  a  story  to  tell  ?  "

The  I^awt  Conmcil-Board  of  tb« 
Houkliern  Confederacy. 

Edward  A.  Pollard  cobtributee  to  the 
Southern  Brme  Journal,  a  new  literary 
paper,  just  startcil  at  Baltimore,  an  ar- 
ticle on  the  "Last  Council  Board  of  the 
Southern  Confederacy,"  from  which  we 
select  tho  following  .- 

The  fall  of  Richmond  was  the  lUtal  event 
of  the  Confederacy.  Tho  black  banner 
which  the  smoko  from  Its  conflagration  set 
in  tho  sky,  signalled  from  the  Potomac  to 
the  Mississippi  the  end  of  tho  war,  tho 
dosi)ftlr  and  hubmlsslon  of  tho  South.  It 
wiiS  under  that  sign  that  tho  army  of  Gen- 
eral lice  commenced  Its  toilsome  retreat, 
and  iho  train  of  oflkials  set  out  to  find 
some  theatre  of  the  war  beyond  Virginia, 
some  remnant  of  a  government,  tho  anni- 
hilation of  which  they  had  not  yet  fully 
realized.     Wo  have  said  that  in  these  last 

Euiulul  days  of  the  Confederacy  there  was 
ut  littlo  of  dramatic  scene  to  heighten 
and  adorn  the  last  act  of  tho  tragedy.  No 
grand  catastrophe  mounted  tho  slago.  A 
tattered  and  traveled  stained  army  moved 
through  the  wooda  aud  on  blina  roads, 
with  strivajgling,  distressed  trains.  Us  march 
dotteil  with  dead  and  famished  soldiers, 
until  broken  down  by  toil  and  hunger,  it 
quietly  surrendcrcil,  and,  with  a  mere  in- 
btruincnt  of  writing,  laid  down  its  anna  at 
Appouialtox  Court  I  louse.  Richiuond  had 
been  deserted  without  a  conference  ;  there 
had  been  no  final  tJCi-no  at  the  council- 
boatd,  no  high  debate,  no  official  speech  or 
inspiration  that  could  properly  mark  tho 
great  historical  Interest  of  the  event.  It 
was  a  vulgar  tumult  to  which  the  Confed- 
erate capitol  had  been  abandoned.  Tamo 
and  unworthy  were  the  last  Idays  of  an 
empire  whose  prowess  had  once  ohal longed 
tho  admiration  of  the  world,  whose  arms 
had  twice  penetrated  the  enemy's  country, 
whoso  two  bundled  Ciiunon  had  bellowed 
for  peace  ou  the  heights  of  Gettysburg, 
who«e  camp-fires  had  more  than  once  been 
lighted  in  the  very  foreground  of  Wash- 
ington. 

But  in  this  poverty  of  scenery  and  inci- 
dent in  which  tho  Southern  Confedercy 
perished,  there  was  yet  ono  remarkable  In- 
terview or  councU  which  has  heretofore 
been  lost  to  tho  current  and  popular  hia- 
torios  of  tho  war — a  scone  which  though 
taking  place  in  a  small  and  obscure  thea- 
tre, valfoel  fro  n  public  knowledge,  is  of 
inlonae  dramatic  inttjost,  and  is  likely  yet 
to  furnish  tho  last  illuminated  page  to  some 
artistic  historian  of  the  war,  who  like 
Macaulay  shall  produce  tho  very  images  of 
tho  past  along  with  the  record  of  events. 
It  was  tho  last  interview,  tho  last  confer- 
ence of  Jefferson  Davis  and  his  oncers. 
It  took  place  in  a  little  town  in  South 
Carolina ;  it  was  known  only  to  tho  few 
men  who  assembled  there  with  their  fugi- 
tive chief  J  yet  it  was  properly  the  last 
scene  of  the  war's  great  drama.  It  had 
a  dignity  that  had  not  yet  appeared  in  tlio 
finalciiapter  of  misfortune,  and  it  Is  mem- 
orable alike  for  its  artistic  effects  and  its 
historical  importance. 

The  ex- President  of  the  Confederacy  had 
Issued  at  Danville,  Virginia,  an  ingenious 
and  sauguino  proclaotation,  which  possibly 
might  have  aroused  his  countrymen  to  fur- 
ther cfibrts  in  the  war,  had  not  the  effusion 
been  checked  bv  the  news  of  General  Lee's 
surrender.  This  event  appeared  lo  deter- 
mine tho  last  hopes  of  the  Southern  people, 
to  conviuce  theiu  tliat  further  prosecution 
of  the  war  was  useless,  and  even  criminal  in 
a  fruitless  consumption  of  human  life.  Not 
so  with  Mr.  Davl^.  He  was  remarkablo  for 
a  sanguine  temperament ;  ho  had  that  dis- 
position, at  onco  imperious  and  weak, 
which,  demanding  that  all  things  must  be 
as  it  wishes,  believes  them  so ;  and  what 
the  world  thought  tho  swollen  boasts  of  a 
desperate  and  falling  leader  were  really  the 
sincere  illusions  of  a  proud  man  who  never, 
Indeed,  fully  roa'lzed  tho  extremity  of  his 
cause  tmtil  "  the  iron  entorod  his  soul "  in 
the  casemates  of  Fortress  Monroe.  In  his 
strangely  deliberate  and  leisurely  retreat 
through  the  Carolioas,  he  had  not  ap- 
peared tor  a  moment  to  realize  that  he  was 
a  fugitive,  and  he  looked  with  complacency 
upon  tho  dissolved  fragments  of  the  army 
that  bad  gathered  on  the  line  of  his  flight, 
and  that  p'trsucd  it  with  a  vaguo  and  un- 
certain design.  An  officer  who  was  con- 
stantly in  his  company  in  what  might  t)e 
thought  days  of  anguish  and  despair  to  the 
fallen  chief  testiflts :  "  Mr.  Davis  was  ap- 
parently untouched  by  any  ol  the  de- 
moralization which  prevailed— he  was 
affable,  dignified,  and  looked  tho  very  per- 
sonification of  high  and  undaunted 
courage"  He  yet  persisted  that  tho  cause 
was  not  lost,  alihotigh  Leo  had  surrendered 
although  Johnston  had  furled  his  banners 
without  a  battle,  and  although  all  that  was 
visible  of  the  great  armies  that  had  stood 
from  Richmond  to  Augusta,  on  the  dom- 
inant lines  of  the  war,  were  the  loss  than 
one  thousand  soldiers,  fragments  of  brig- 
ades that  assembled  around  him  at  Abbe- 
ville, South  Carolina,  when  he  paused 
there  for  a  final  council  with  his  Generals 
There  is  something  curious,  even  pain- 
ful, in  this  delusion,  yet  admirable  and 
sublime.  The  ex-President  refused  to  read 
tho  word  "falJare,"  which  the  public  had 
pronounced  against  him,  and  wtiich  he 
might  have  seen  written  in  tho  faces  ot  the 
slouched  and  dippirited  soldiers  who  yet 
attended  him.  His  glittering  eye  was  not 
yet  quenched  ,  his  slackened  nerves  were 
strung  up  with  a  new  resolution  and  hope; 
he  was  practising  that  most  difficult  art  of 
life,  which  maintains  even  manners  in 
sudden  adversity,  and  with  the  trained 
gambler's  steady  challenge,  coolly  and  de- 
liberately tries  the  last  resource  of  fortune. 
But  even  that  last  resource  was  denied 
him.  Fortune  had  no  more  stakes  for 
him;  and  with  the  sharp  pain  ot  the  game- 
ster, who  prepares  for  the  last  chance,  and 
then  finds  he  has  miscounted,  and  has  not 
means  even  to  try  that,  tho  man  who  had 
bargained  for  empire,  and  played  with  the 
destinies  of  whole  communities  suddenly 
foofd  himaelf  without  a  single  soldier  at 
his  command,  and  a  hunted  f  jgitivc  in 
penlof  his  life! 

In  the  little  town  of  Abbeville  jtfr. 
Davis  summoned  his  officers  to  council;  he 
was  determined  to  try  their  resolution,  and 
anxious  to  ascertain  {he  spirit  of  their  men. 
The  only  full  Generals  who  yet  attended 
him  were  Bragg,  his  "military  advlsar," 
and  Breckinridge,  laU-ly  Secretary  of  War. 
There  were  hvo  brigade  commanders 
present  at  the  conference.  To  this  small 
but  imnortant  audience  Mr.  Davis  ad- 
dressed himself  with  all  the  powers  of  hit 
wonderful  and  subtile  intellect.  The  old, 
imperious  loot  was  yet  In  his  worn  face; 
the  eye,  transfixed  with  neuralgic  pale, 
with  lis  deep  recces  of  light,  bhone 
steady  and  defiant ;  the  thin  visage  was 
illuminated  by  the  active  mind  and 
shone  with  tbe  animated  discourse.  He 
spoke  In  the  even,  silvery  tones  of  his  ac- 
customed eloquence ;  one  of  the  greatest 
orators  of  modern  tipies,  excelling  in  tbe 
powers  of  statement  or  narration,  ingenious 
even  to  sophlstrv,  joining  winn  ng  mnnner 
to  words  ctlljd  from  the  choicest  resources 
of  language,  he  now  tried  all  his  powers 
in  this  critical  opportunity.  Ho  declared 
that  tho  country  was  only  suffering  from 
violent  surprises  and  an  exaggeratcdalarm; 
its  resolution  would  soon  be  erect  again  ; 
tho  present  condition  was  that  of  panic, 
and  patriotism  would  soon  be  aroused 
when  it  heard  the  commanding  and  reas- 
suring tones  of  authority.  Ho  inslgted 
that  the  war  was  not  hopeless.  Tho  armies 
could  be  re  assembled,  and  there  would  be 
new  calls  for  enlistments  and  new  in 
centivcs  to  the  country's  service.  He  said 
that  oven  the  few  hundred  men  he  yet 


Uis  auditors  were  sdent.  At  length 
they  spoke,  one  by  one,  each  brigade  com- 
mmder  stating  the  condition  and  temper 
of  his  men,  &nd  declaring  his  views  of  tho 
situation.  It  was  a  plain,  unanirnou^ 
judgment:  the  war  could  not  succeed  snJ 
should  not  be  prolonged ;  they  ooulJ  not 
ask  their  men  to  struggle  against  a  futo 
which  was  Inevitable,  and  forfeit  all  hopes 
of  restoration  to  their  homes  and  friends ; 
but  they  would  Insist  that  their  honor  was 
involved  In  securhig  tho  escape  of  Mr. 
Davis,  and  for  tho  accomplishment  of  this 
object  they  would  risk  baltlo  and  put  ofl' 
submission  to  tho  lost  moment. 

"  No,  no !  "  exclaimed  the  unhappy  chief, 
In  passionate  accents.  "  i  will  hear  ol  uo 
plnu  which  has  for  Its  object,  e)nly  my  sale- 
ty."  Then  speaking  elowly  una  bitterly, 
with  a  deep  and  toarlul  chaogu  settling  on 
his  countenunce,  ho  said :  "  All  hope  Is 
gonci  Alas,  that  I  should  see  tho  day 
when  all  tho  friends  of  the  South  are  pro- 
pared  to  c<ii9ent  to  herdegraihiliou."  He 
faltered,  and  eat  down  in  Pilencc;  every 
one  in  the  roein  respecte*!  him  tuo  uimh  to 
reply. 

Presently,  without  even  n  goslaro  of 
courte»">u8  retirement,  without  any  ac- 
knowledgment of  the  company  whatever, 
h«  rosoto  leave  the  room;  and  It  was  ob- 
scrvetl  that  ho  had  lost  hla  t-rect  cariiago 
and  defiant  port.  A  weight  of  y<airi  up- 
peared  to  have  suddenly  fallen  on  the 
stricken  sufferer.  Tho  eyes  wore  uueasy 
in  the  pale,  pinched  f  ico ;  anil  «u  uncor- 
laiii  and  tottering  was  hiB  step  that  Gen- 
eral Breckinridgo  moved  lo  his  side,  and, 
giving  him  his  arm,  supported  hira  from 
the  roKJm.    Not  a  wonl  was  ppokcn. 

It  is  a  true  aud  delicate  philosopher, 
who,  exploring  a  scene  o(  despair,  says . 
"  Tho  sentiment  that  attends  the  sudden 
revelation  that  all  is  lost  Is  silently  gath- 
ered up  into  the  heart.  It  is  loo  deep  for 
gestures  or  for  words.  Tho  voice  perinhcs, 
the  gestures  aro  frozen,  and  the  spirit  ot 
man  flics  back  upon  ite  own  centre."

I  have  al  last,  after  several  months'  ex- 
perience, made  up  my  mind  that  it  is  a 
splendid  desert— a  domed  ana  stccpled  soli- 
tude, where  the  stranger  is  lonely  in  the 
midst  of  a  million  of  his  race.  A  man 
walks  his  tedious  miles  through  the  same 
interminable  streets  every  day,  elbowing 
his  way  through  a  buzzing  multitude  of 
men,  yet  never  seeing  a  familiar  face,  and 
never  seeing  a  strange  one  the  second 
time.  He  visits  a  friend  once— it  is  a  day's 
journey— and  then  stays  away  from  that 
lime  forward  till  that  friend  cools  to  a  mere 
acquaintance  and  fin  illy  to  a  stranger.  So 
there  is  little  sociability ,  and,  consequently, 
there  Is  little  cordiality.  Every  man  seems 
to  feol  that  ho  has  got  the  duties  of  two 
lifeLlmea  to  perform  in  one,  and  so  ho 
rushes,  rushes,  rushee,  and  never  has  time 
to  be  companionable— never  has  any  time 
to  fool  away  on  matters  which  do  not  in- 
volve dollars  and  duty  and  busiuess. 

All  this  has  a  tendency  to  make  the  city- 
bred  man  impatient  of  interruption,  bus 
piclous  of  strangers,  and  fearful  of  being 
bored,  and  his  business  Interfered  with, 
tho  natural  result  is,  that  the  striking  want 
of  heartiness  observable  here,  sometimes 
which  is  hardly  even  chilly  politeness 
towards  strangers.  A  large  party  of  Cal:- 
fornian's  were  discussing  this  matter  yes 
terday  evening,  and  one  said  ho  didnt  be- 
lieve there  was  any  genuine  fellow-feeling 
in  the  camp.

But  tho 
first  speaker  said  :  "My  son,  I  have  been 
lo  tho  Young  Mens  Christian  Association, 
and  it  isn't  any  use ;  it  was  the  same  old 
thlug— thermometer  at  8-3  deg.,  which  is 
the  freezing  notch  if  I  understand  it.  They 
were  polite  there,  exasperatingly  polite, 
just  as  they  are  outside.  One  of^thtin 
prayed  for  the  stranger  within  his  gates- 
meaning  me— but  it  was  plain  enough  that 
he  didn't  mean  his  petition  to  be  taken  in 
earnest.  It  eimply  amounted  to  this  that 
he  didn't  know  me,  but  woukl  recommend 
me  to  mercy  anyhow,  since  It  was  custom- 
ary, but  didn't  wish  to  be  misunderstood 
as  taking  any  personal  interest  in  the  mat 
ter. 

Of  course  that  was  rather  a  strong  exag- 
geration, but  1  thought  It  was  a  pretty  fair 
satire  «;pon  the  serene  indifference  of  the 
New  Yorker  to  every  thing  without  the 
pale  of  his  priv  ite  and  individual  circle. 

There  is  something  about  this  ceascleei 
buzz,  and  hurry,  and  bustle,  that  keeps  a 
stranger  In  a  state  ot  unholcsomo  escite- 
ment  all  the  time,  and  makes  him  restless 
and  uneasy,  and  saps  from  him  all  capacity 
to  enjoy  anything  or  take  a  strong  interest 
m  any  matter  whatever— a  something 
which  impels  him  to  try  to  do  everyihiog, 
and  yet  permits  him  to  do  nothing.  Ho  is 
a  boy  In  a  candy  shop— could  choose  quick- 
ly if  there  were  but  erne  kind  of  candy, 
but  is  hopelessly  undetermined  in  the 
midst  of  a  hundred  kinds.  A  stranger  feels 
unsatisfied  hero  a  good  part  of  tho  time. 
He  starts  to  a  library ;  and  changes,  moves 
forward  lo  a  tboatrej  changes  again  and 
thinks  he  will  visit  a  friend  ;  goes  within  a 
biscuit  toss  of  a  picture-gallery  a  billiard- 
room,  a  beer  cellar,  and  a  circus,  in  succcs 
sion,  and  finally  drifts  home  and  to  bed 
without  having  really  gone  any  where.  He 
don't  go  anywhere  because  he  can't  go 
everywhere,  I  suppose.  This  fidgetty, 
feverish  restlessness  will  drive  a  man  crazy 
after  a  while,  or  kill  him.  It  kills  a  good 
many  dozens  now— by  suicide.  I  have  irot 
to  get  out  of  It.  *

A  ficientific  writer  In  the  Chicago  TrW 
bune  says  on  this  subject : 

Tho  discussion  which  has  been  progress- 
ing for  a  fow  years  past,  havhag  lor  its  ob- 
ject the  determination  of  Ihc  sun's  distance 
from  tho  oarth,  seems  to  bo  in  a  fair  way 
of  approximate  solution.  The  recent  ob- 
servations on  the  parallax  of  tho  planet 
Mars,  summarized  by  Professor  Ncw- 
combe,  point  with  singular  unanimity  to 
a  reduction  of  the  mean  distance  as  com- 
monly received,  by  about  two  and  a  half 
millions  of  miles,  or  from  03,000,000  to 
92,340,000,  a  correction  of  a  litllo  lees  than 
Ihreo  per  cent. 

It  needs  but  a  slight  acquaintance  with 
theoretical  astronomy  to  perceive  that  the 
determination  of  this  quantity  is  of  vast 
consequence  to  tho  etudy  of  the  ecicuce. 
The  earth's  radius  rector  is  in  reality  tho 
measuring  rod,  which  is  taken  as  the  unit 
in  all  calculatioua  of  absolute  distance  or 
mt^niinde,  except  lh(j^  lunar.  From  it  are 
daduced  the  distances  of  tbe  heavenly  bod- 
ies from  the  sun,  their  diameters,  the' mag- 
nitude of  tho  orbits  of  the  planetary  eate- 
lUes,  the  approximate  diameter  of  the  gulf 
whloh  separates  the  solar  system  from  the 
fixed  stars,  aud  tho  velocity  of  light.  An 
error  of  three  per  cent  will  bene  cubed 
when  applied  lo  the  solar  bulk,  aud  the 
lin»'al  inaccuracy  many  times  multiplied 
in  tho  oibit  of  Neptune.  In  this  problem, 
too,  IS  complicated  the  question  of  abso- 
lute weights,  and  others  more  abstract  but 
of  equal  moment  in  a  scicntiflo  p'-'iit  of 
view. 

The  problem  is  one  whose  importance 
has  commended  it  to  the  attention  of  as- 
tronomers from  the  time  of  the  earliest  ob- 
servations. Long  before  the  discovery  of 
Kepler's  celebrated  laws  establishing  the 
ratios  of  mean  distance  of  tho  several  bod 
ies  composing  the  solar  system,  Ike  myste- 
ry was  attempted  to  be  worked  out,  and 
the  most  divergo  conclusions  arrived  at 

Tho  following  (able  of  the  distance  claim- 
ed will  probably  be  new  to  the  great  major- 
ity of  our  readers.  The  firtt  cilumn  of  fig- 
ures  gives  the  distance  in  semi-diameters 
of  tbe  earth ;  the  seojcd  the  approxi- 
malo  distance  in  miles  :

It  may  seem  strange  that  such  great  di- 
versity of  opinion  has  existed  in  tho  case 
of  a  quantity  which  is  confeceedly  the 
subject  of  calculation.  But  the  mystery 
vanishes  when  we  consider  the  way  lu 
which  the  results  have  boon  arrived  at. 
Tho  one  quantity  oa  which  the  solution  of 
the  problem  turns  is  the  angle  formod  at 
the  sun  by  two  lines,  which  at  the  earth 
aro  subtended  by  her  semi-diamctcr.  This 
known,  tho  rest  is  but  a  simple  question  in 
plane  trigonometrj',  the  value  of  the 
earth's  semi-diameter  being  known  to  a 
nicety.  The  equation  is  as  the  line  of  this 
(the  parallactic)  angle  is  to  the  earth's 
semi-diameter,  eo  is  the  cosine  of  the  same 
angle  to  the  .earth's  distance,  or  the  cotan- 
gent of  the  parallax  multiplied  into  tho 
semi  diameter,  is  equal  lo  tho  distance. 

The  great  difficulty  lies  in  the  smallness 
of  the  parallactic  angle.  Tho  value  said  to 
have  been  de-ducod  by  Encke  is  but  8.6888 
seconds,  and  that  doduceil  by  Newcombe 
from  tho  observations  on  Mars,  is  but  8.85 
accords ;  yet  that  little  difference  of  twen- 
ty eight  one-hundredths  of  a  second  of 
space,  a  quantity  so  small  as  to  be  inap- 
preciable by  any  but  tho  best  Instruments, 
Involves  a  difference  in  ihe  mean  distance 
of  more  than  two  and  a  half  millions  of 
miles. 

The  minute  difference  between  these 
two  quantities  will  be  better  ai>preciatcd 
when  it  is  stated  as  a  little  less  than  the 
space  apparently  passed  over  by  a  fixed 
star  In  the  heavens  in  one  fiftieth  part  of 
a  second  of  time,  and  that  tho  whole  par- 
allactic angle  Is  but  about  equal  to  that 
described  by  the  same  star  In  one  half 
second  of  time. 

With  this  fact  in  mind,  the  wonder  Is 
rather  that  the  distance  can  ever  be 
known  with  greater  accuracy  than  that 
obtained  by  tbo  old  rule  of  guessing  at  the 
square  root  of  the  quantity,  and  multiply- 
ing that  number  into  Itself 

The  problem  is,  however,  solved— po- 
tentially, if  not  actually.  There  is  very 
little  doubt  that  the  conclusions  annotmced 
by  Professor  Newcomb  are  within  a  small 
fraction  of  the  truth,  and  now  that  the 
eyes  of  astronomers  are  opened,  aud  their 
instruments  perfected,  there  is  very  little 
doubt  that  the  approaching  traiislts  of 
Venus  over  the  solar  disc  in  December  of 
the  years  1874  and  1882  will  bo  watched 
with  such  accuracy  that  the  parallax  will 
be  deduced  to  within  two  or  three  thou- 
landth  part  of  a  second  of  space,  giving 
the  distance  of  tho  earth  from  the  sun 
true  to  the  fifth  figure  from  the  decimal 
point,  instead  of  the  eighth,  as  now.

A  new  French  volume  presents  some  in- 
teresting stalialics  concerning  the  increase 
in  population  of  large  i:lties : 

"In  1805  the  population  of  Paris  was 
calculated  at  1,863,00(1;  of  "jondon,  al  8,- 
028,000;  of  Vienna  a,  560,000:  of  New 
York,  a  year  earlier,  at  1,025,300.  Tho  an- 
nual ratio  of  incrtase  ])cr  inhabitant,  was, 
In  Paris,  0,002  (in  othoi-  words,  100  Inhabi- 
tants became  102  in  tho  course  of  the 
year);  In  Loudon,  0,01";  at  Vienna,  0,010, 
and  at  New  Yoik,  0  085.  Tho  average 
number  of  iuhabitaulH  in  a  single  house  is 
—for  Paris,  27  ;  for  Jjoudon,  7 ;  Vienna, 
54,  and  New  York,  14 ;  so  that  Vienna  is 
the  most  densely  pop  ilaled  town  of  the 
four.  From  Ihcso  data  it  appears  that  the 
increase  of  Now  York  is  cc^ual  to  that  of 
three  other  cities,  taken  le)gelher—  a  cir- 
cumbtance  owing  of  course  to  tho  stream 
of  emigration  constant  ly  flowing  in  that 
direction.  In  1700  tho  population  of  New 
York  waa  88,131,  acd  it.  has  since  teen  four 
times  doubled.  With  regard  to  the  other 
towns,  Dr.  Vachar  attributes  their  Increase 
to  tho  tendency  of  thii  country  people  to 
migrate  to  tho  largo  coatresof  population, 
for  the  mere  excess  of  births  over  tleaths 
cannot  account  for  tliis  increase.  Paris

In  London,  from  1841  to  1861,  the  excess 
ol.birtbs  over  deaths  iras  821,189;  the  iu- 
crease  of  population,  on  the  contraiy,  was 
030,026.

Baxter,  Jr,  while  driving 
in  a  buggy,  were  upset,  the  whole  party 
thrown  into  a  ditch,  both  children  killed, 
Mrs.  Baxter  fatally  injured,  and  Mrp.  Smith 
eeriooBly.

Sidney  Beardsley,  Esq.,  of  Bridgeport,  ap- 
peared for  the  company,  and  Alcssrs.  Bar- 
iHuir  and  Ilungerford,of  Wolcottville,  and 
Tyler,  of  Winsted,  for  tho  friends  of  those 
who  lost  their  live-s.  The  Commissioners 
will  report  the  result  of  their  investigation 
to  the  next  Legislature.

— JI.  Raudelot  has  just  disoovereil  that 
fishes  are  liable  to  a  periodical  moult  like 
Crustacea  and  insects. 

—The  Bosphorus  is  to  be  bridged.  The 
whole  distance  is  3,o60  feet,  and  there  are 
to  be  but  three  arches. 

—The  sulphur  mines  of  Italy  are  now 
prcFducing  something  like  300,000  to»'8  per 
annum,  which,  taken  In  the  ciiide  etate, 
represents  a  money  value  of  about  £1,- 
200,000. 

— Nabl,  the  inventor  of  nitroglycerine, 
is  manufacturing  it  in  Hamburg.  He  has 
depots  in  diUerent  parts  of  the  country,  to 
avoid  the  necessity  of  transportation  in 
rmall  quantities. 

— A  French  company  isengagal  In  melt- 
ing slag  and  scoria'  from  tho  ancient  Greek 
kad  works,  obtaining  good  metal  to  the 
value  of  15,000  francs  daily,  of  which  the 
greater  portion  is  profit. 

—  The  French  arc  the  originators  of  a 
new  mode  of  advertising.  It  is  proposed 
to  erect  along  the  boulevards  of  Paris  a 
number  of  lay  figures  upon  which  clothiers 
of  all  kinds  can".li8play  their  wares  paying 
for  the  privdege  bj'  the  week. 

— A  Berlin  journal  afElnns  that  an  at- 
tempt was  maue  to  assassinate  the  Emper- 
or of  Russia  at  Nicolaien,  by  two  men  dis- 
guised in  female  attire,  but  that  they  were 
arrested,  and  the  matter  was  hushed  up. 
A  short  time  since  there  was  a  rumor  m 
Pari.j  to  this  cfcct,  but,  no  confirmation  ar- 
riving, it  was  credited. 

—The  Emperor  Napoleon  is  about  lo 
buy  au  estate  for  his  son,  and  is  said  to 
have  selected  tho  historic  ground  lying 
between  Bourg  la  Reino  and  Secaux,  now 
the  property  of  the  Duke  of  Treviso.  The 
house  on  iho  estate  was  built  by  Henry 
IV.,  for  GabricUe  d'Estreea.  The  Emperor 
is  said  to  have  orlered  tho  Duke  of  Treviso 
three  millions  for  the  estate,  but  the  Duke 
demands  four  mUlions  of  francs. 

—Charles  Bandelaire,  one  of  the  French 
fantastic  school  of  poets,  died  at  the  pri- 
vate hospital  In  Paris  a  few  daj'S  since.  He 
was  a  worshipper  of  Edgar  A.  Poo,  and 
translated  nearly  all  of  Poe's  works  into 
Frencb,'ln  which  language  they  were  more 
read  than  they  ever  were  in  English.  Ban- 
delaire, like  Poe,  died  a  victim  of  artificial 
txcitcmcnt.  For  many  years  an  opium 
eater,  the  last  glimmer  nf  fine  Intelligence 
W33  extinguished  long  before  ho  sunk  into 
the  grave. 

— The  earnings  of  the  Atlantic  Tele- 
graph Cable  during  the  past  year  have 
been  over  a  million  of  dcUare.  After 
heavy  deductions,  restUling  from  the  two 
aecidonls  to  tho  cubic  of  1869.  there  re- 
mained to  the  credit  of  the  revenue  ac- 
count ij;!  10,070,  out  of  which  a  dividend  is 
declared  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent,  free  ot 
income  tax,  upon  the  first  8  per  cent  pre- 
ferential stock.  But  for  tl^cse  accidents  and 
a  charge  for  back  interest,  the  noteaminira 
would  have  paid  7  pw  cent  on  $12,000,000, 
leaving  $70,000  for  a  reserve  fund. 

— Like  ail  other  really  great  men,  George 
Stephenson  held  foppery  In  the  grcateet 
contempt.  One  daj'  a  youth  desirous  of 
becoming  an  engiueer  called  upon  him 
flourishing  a  gold  headed  cane,Mr.  Stephen- 
son said,  "  Put  up  that  stick  my  man,  and 
then  I  will  apeak  to  you."  To  another  ex- 
'  tensively  decorated  gentleman  he  one  day 
said,  "  You  will  I  hope  excuse  me :  I  am  a 
plain-spoken  person,  and  am  sorry  to  see  a 
nice  looking  and  rather  clover  young  man 
like  you  disfigured  with  that  fine  patterned 
wtittc'^at.  and  all  theso  chains  and  Cane 
dangi^i.  If  I,  sir,  bad  bothered  my  hcaa 
with  each  things  at  your  age.  I  should  not 
have  been  whore  I  am  now." 

—  War  between  tradesneopio  haa  been 
inaugurated  in  London.  In  loilO  Mr.  Glad- 
stone prevailwl  on  Parliament  to  permit 
grocers  lo  sell  wine  In  Iwttlea.  Tho 
liocns^id  victuallers  re&ented  this  piece  of 
legislation  as  an  unjust  Intorforonce  with 
their  profirs.  After  grumbling  for  more 
than  six  years  they  have  recently  proceeded 
to  retaliate.  ThH  "  Licensed  Victuallers' 
Tea  ilasociation"  advertises  that  "strong 
by  its  amnection  with  gentlemen  of  long 
resii.'enee  in  China,  and  large  experience 
as  tca-a.sters,  it  can  ondertake  to  dispense 
with  intermediate  profits,  and  to  supply 
tea  to  its  cnatomers  at  a  lower  price  than 
the  durchasing  retail  grocers  pay."  It  is 
anounced  that  the  Londoners  are  felicitat- 
ing themselves  on  the  advent  of  a  time  of 
cheap  wices  and  teas. 

—The  Intematifmal  Medical  Congress, 
which  has  just  mnt  at  Pari?,  has  decided 
that  cholera  ia  not  contagious,  but  is  emi- 
nently infectuous,  like  yellow  fever,  tvphus, 
etc.  It  oriijinates  where  largo  numbers  of 
individual.s  are  collected  under  bad  hygie- 
nic or  climatcric  conditions.  It  is  trans- 
ported along  great  maritime,  fluvial,  or 
land  ways  of  communication  by  the  trav- 
ellers who  frequent  them.  Crowding  is 
the  principal  cause  ot  cholera  and  of  al- 
most all  epedemics,  and  vontellation  is  the 
beat  means  of  preventing  and  stopping 
8uch  maladies.  To  herd  them  together 
like  beasts  is  to  kill  them  as  a  matter  of 
certainty.  Individuals  in  an  infected  dis- 
trict must  therefore  bc8c»ttered,«ndthem- 
sclvofl  and  their  clothe*  disinfected  as  soon 
as  possible. 

—Mr.  Mackie,  of  the  WarriivQlon,  (Eng.,) 
Guardian,  who  has  long  been  engaged 
perfecting  typc-compoeing  and  distributing 
machines,  anounccs  that  he  can  set  a  col- 
umh  of  news  (London  Tii)u:,i  bIzc)  fifty 
times  over  at  the  same  operation,  each  col- 
umn rrqiiiring  lr.«»thnn  an  hour  to  set  and 


distribute.  He  offers  tho  use  of  theso  col- 
umns at  a  tliird  of  what  they  can  bu  set  at 
in  tho  usual  way,  paying  carriage  both 
ways.  They  are  to  bo  eet  by  moans  of  his 
combined  composer  and  distributor— a  ma- 
chine scxm  to  be  at  work —driven  by  steam 
and  fwding  itself.  This  machine  la  so  con- 
trived that  il  lays  down  tho  first  letters  of 
say  fifly  columua  of  typo  bv  emo  movement, 
then  the  Bt'oond  lettets  ot  tho  samo  fifty, 
and  so  on.  Each  movement  of  tho  ma- 
chino  in  reality coinpof;i>«  tllty  types,  which, 
when  in  lines,  are  put  in  their  respective 

5 laces.    The  plan  is  uilnpted   for  setting 
upliottlcs  or  triplicates,  eavmg  stereotyp- 
ing. 

— The  ncv,'  submarine  cable  proposed  to 
bo  laid  from  Fnuice  to  tho  Unitea  States 
will  extend  fVom  Brest  to  St.  Pierre 
Miquelon,  following  a  plateau  which  has 
been  sounded  very  carefully.  From  ttt. 
Pierro  Mlquclon  tho  cahlein  oitU-r  to  reach 
New  York,  will  follow  the  English  coast  of 
New  Brunswick  and  the  American  litoral 
of  the  States  of  3Iaine,  New  Hamp.shiro, 
Massac  u.setts  and  CUmnecticut.  At  first 
sight  it  might  appear  desirable  to  carry  a 
line  from  Brest  to  New  York  direct,  but,  to 
aclueve  this  object,  it  would  be  necessary 
to  carry  the  cable  across  parts  of  tho  At- 
lantic which  are  utterly  unsoundablc.  Tho 
operation  of  submersion  is  expcctctl  to  be 
commencotl  in  May,  IfiOS.  The  Portugese 
Government  has  granted  to  Slessrs.  Dar- 
ley  Uo.so,  Charles  Cooper  and  Stei>hen8on 
Clarke,  tho  comeesion  of  a  lino  which  is 
th  bo  established  betwecd  Falmouth  and 
I'eniche.  The  concession  is  granted  for 
ninety-nino  years,  dating  from  18(59,  by 
which  date  the  line  is  to  he  established.  A 
telegraph  station  will  be  formed  at  Lisbem, 
and  will  be  in  communication  with  that  at 
Penichc.

V  Little  Kill  of'ExpenscM. 

A  writer  In  Bnain  has  exhumed  from 
the  old  records  a  little  bill  of  war  expenses 
rendered  by  the  Spanish  General  Goni'.ales 
do  Cordova  to  King  Ferdinand,  after  the 
famtnis  battle  of  Ccriguola.  The  writer 
sayp : 

The  "  Great  Captain"  was  perhaps  not 
much  of  a  book-keeper,  and  thouphl  the 
kingdom  he  had  just  gained  for  his  sove- 
reign ought  to  make  up  for  any  slight  in- 
accuracies in  his  "  entries."  Besides,  he, 
like  General  Narvacr,  was  an  Andalusian, 
and  the  Andalusian.'^  arc  rcgardwl  as  the 
Gascons  of  Spain.  Accordmgly,  twenty- 
four  hours  afterward,  he  presented  the 
King  with  the  following  little  bill,  which 
is  a  singular  contrast  to  the  modest  account 
of  his  own  personal  expenditure  handed 
in  by  George  Washington  to  the  young 
Congress  of  America,  after  the  conclusion 
of  the  struggle  for  independence,  success- 
fully maintained  by  tho  British  Colonics 
against  Georgo  III.  The  famous  "Cuen- 
tas  de  Gran  Captain"  is  much  celebrated 
in  Spain,  and  may  be  profitably  studied  at 
the  present  moment.     It  runs  as  follows  : 

Two  bimdrcd  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  thirty- six  ducata  given  to  friars,  nuns, 
and  poor  mendicants,  that  they  might 
pray  for  the  success  of  the  Spanish  arms. 

One  hundred  million  ducats  spent  cm 
pickaxep,  spades  and  hoes. 

Ten  thousand  ducats  for  perfumal  gloves 
to  preserve  tho  troops  from  bad  odors  aris- 
ing from  the  multitudes  of  the  enemy  left 
dead  on  the  field. 

One  hundred  and  soveuty  thousand  du- 
cats for  renewing  church  bells  destroyed 
in  ringing  peals. 

Filty  thousand  ducats  for  brandy  dia- 
tribuled  lo  the  army  on  the  day  of  the 
battle. 

On-j  million  ducats  for  thanksgiving 
masses. 

Throe  milliou  ducats  for  mapscs  for  tho 
dead. 

Eight  hood  red  thonsand  ducata  for  spiea. 

And,  lastly,  one  hundred  million  ducats 
in  compensation  for  my  patience  in  listen- 
ing to  A  checflo-paring  king,  who  demands 
accounts  from  a  mau  who  has  prcsenteil 
him  with  a  kingdom. 


TiikBkdok  thf.  Ockan  — It  Is  8tate«l 
that  soimdings  have  been  made  in  tho 
North  Atlantic  to  uo  great  an  extent  that 
it  is  now  posbible  to  map  out  its  ImhI  quite 
accurately.  This  ocean  is  a  long  trough 
of  varying  depth,  exicDding,  probably 
from  polo  to  pole.  Its  l)ed  follows  the  gen- 
eral structure  of  tho  land.  Here  and  there 
rocky  peaks,  like  that  of  Toneritle,  or  huge 
mountains  of  sand,  such  as  tho  grand 
banlts  of  Newfoundland,  reach  up  to  or  Iw-

great  watershed  which,  between  latitudes

oarth,  and  divides  tho  waterB  flowing  north 
from  those  (lowing  south.

The  amount  of  blood  in  uu  adult  uvcr 
ages   80  pounds,  or  full  one-fiflh  of  the 
entire  weight. 

The  heart  is  six  inches  in  length  and  four 
Inches  in  diameter,  and  beats  70  times  per 
minute,  4,200  times  per  hour,  100,800  limes 
per  day,  3ti,772,000  limeu  per  year,  2,505,- 
440,000  in  three  score  and  ten,  and  at  each 
beat  two  and  a  half  ounces  of  blood  are 
thrown  out  of  it,  175  ounces  per  minute, 
050  pounds  per  h<mr,  1^<l  tons  per  day. 
All  the  bloo<f  in  tho  bmly  passe.s  through 
tho  hcari  in  three  minutes.    This  little 
organ,  l>y  it.s  ceaseless  industry, 
bi  ttaealloiuil  »paii 
The  t'«aliub)t  ^uvu  to  ninu, 
lifls  the  enormous  weight  of  370,700,!i00 
tons. 

The  lungs  will  contain  about  one  gallon 
of  air,  at  their  usual  degree  of  inflation. 
Wo  breathe  on  an  average  1,200  times  per 
hour,  inhulo  000  ^llon.s  of  air  or  24,400 

Sllon=^  per  day.  The  aggregate  Burfaco  of 
o  air  cells  of  the  lungs  exceeds  20,000 
aquaro  inches,  an  area  nearly  equal  to  the 
floor  of  a  room  12  feet  square. 

The  average  weight  of  the  brain  of  an 
adult  male  is  three  pounds  and  eight 
ounces ;  of  a  female,  two  pounds  and  four 
ounces.  The  nerves  are  all  connected  with 
It,  directly  or  by  the  spinal  marrow. 
These  nervca,  together  with  their  branches 
and  minute  ramifications,  ])robably  exceed 
10,000,000  in  number,  forming  a  "body 
guard  "  outnumbering  by  far  the  greate-st 
army  ever  marshaled ! 

The  skin  is  composed  of  three  layers,  and 
varies  from  one-fourth  to  one  eighth  o.'  an 
inch  in  thickness.  Its  average  area  in  an 
adult  is  estimated  to  ba  2,000  se^uare  inches.

The  Emperor,  aulhor  and  architect  haa 
again  appeared  a.^  an  inventor.  In  his  os- 
tensible desire  to  prepare  his  nation  for 
the  maintainance  of  a  vigorous  peace,  he 
has  contrivod  a  new  gun  concerning  which 
nothing  is  really  known,  but  reports atllrm 
is  tho  most  terrible  weapon  yet  mveute<i,  a 
single  discharge  being  expected  to  destroy 
a  battalion.  The  workmen  who  arc  on- 
gaged  in  manufdcturing  thiaarm  are  never 
allowed  to  leave  the  premises,  being  locked 
up  night  and  day,  the  Emperor  himself 
keeping  tho  ke}'.  In  the  trials,  the  can- 
non, caniagea  and  ammunition  are  brought 
in  leather  valises,  and  the  firing  takes 
place  behind  a  screen  of  boanis.

HhuU  we  tiud  them  kaa formidable  ii^  ten 
years  from  now,  they  declare  war  again, 
fornished  with  weapons  e<iual  lo  oursV 
We  <lo  not  presume  to  be  wi.ser  than  oth- 
ers, nor  to  know  any  plan  which  will  re- 
lievo us  from  our  present  embarrassment, 
liut  wo  think  tho  matter  may  be  slmpli- 
licd  by  the  plain  statement  of  a  few  points 
which  are  lixed,  beyond  doubt ;  aincc  many 
suggestions  are  daily  made,  which  a  mo- 
ments con»iidcrati<m  would  sliow  to  bo  im- 
practicable. 

1.  The  Piicilic  lload  must  and  will  be 
finished.  Whatever  may  bo  the  wrongs  of 
the  Indian,  it  is  not  one  of  his  rights  t<»  in- 
terfere with  'auch  a  work  aa  tbia.  The 
nation  is  resolved  upon  it ;  and  philanthro- 
pists, will,  sooner  or  later,  find  reasons 
enough  to  justify  all  mcasurea  which  may 
bo  found  neccssar}'  in  tho  execution  of  this 
resolution. 

2.  The  usual  routes  of  travel  across  the 
plains,  including  tho  new  railway,  must 
and  will  be  protected. 

3.  Mere  reprisals  upon  the  Indians,  oa  a 
hostile  foreign  power,  are  not  an  cfl'ectlvo 
protection.  They  are  accustomed  lo  such 
measures  in  their  own  feuds,  and  consider 
them  merely  the  incl.ients  of  war.  When 
wo  kill  one  Indian  for  tho  crimes  of  anoth- 
er, they  retort  with  the  murder  of  innocent 
white  men  ;  and  the  bloody  argument  goes 
on,  without  possibility  of  declsJon. 

1.  Extermmation  of  the  hostile  Indiana 
ia  a  pure  impossibihty.  They  numKer 
about  1,000,000;  and  it  is  said  that  Red 
Cloud,  the  principal  chief,  can  bring  into 
tho  field  30,000  warriora  at  once,  most  of 
them  moimted  and  well-armed.  Before 
we  talk  of  exterminating  theso  tribos,  we 
had  better  look  the  figures  in  the  face. 
How  many  would  they  extcrmiaale,  before 
tho  final  c<m3ummation  t  What  would  be 
tho  cost  ot  such  a  wJlr,  at  tho  present  rate 
of  extermination,  per  Indian  v 

5.  The  project  of  gathcrin,;  them  into 
now  reservations,  is  a  favorite  with  some. 
But  we  may  ask  with  Dogberry's  watch- 
man, "How  if  he  will  notv" — and  it  will 
not  do  for  us  to  "  let  him  go,  and  thank 
God  wo  are  rid  of  a  knave."  There  is 
scarcely  any  place  for  the  proposed  reser- 
Vdtione,  execi>t  In  the  Indian  Territory  ; 
and  the  cost  of  removing  even  willing 
tribes  from  the  North  Missouri,  wonhl  bo 
very  great. 

0.  '1  rcatics  seem  to  bo  worse  than  usc- 
les.s.  The  Indians  always  break  their 
pledges,  and  we  never  keep  ours.  Indian 
commissioners  and  agents  spend  their  time 
in  patching  up  sham  peaces,  and  getting 
up  disputes  with  "  unscrupidous  men,  who 
want  to  have  an  Indian  war,"  iu  which 
dispute,  the  unscrupulous  men  acem,  too 
frequently,  to  get  the  better  of  tbe  sern- 
pulous  commissioners. 

7.  There  certainly  are  ptroons  who  de- 
sire, Irom  the  "most  sordid  motives,  to  re- 
new the  days  (•anny  contracts ;  and  who 
systematica Uy  spread  false  reports,  calcu- 
lated to  piet-ipitate  an  Indian  war.  Be- 
sides this,  the  settlers  in  Montana  and 
elsewhoPi,  taking  the  question  into  their 
own  hands,  wage  indiscriminate  battle 
against  friendly  as  well  as  hostile  tribes. 
The  Indian  who  would  remain  friendly 
after  auch  trc-atmcnt  aa  thut  must  bo  a 
Digger. 

Does  it  not  eccm  evident  that  there  is  no 
solution  of  these  difficulties,  under  the  pre- 
sent system  of  treating  the  Indians  as 
foreign  nations  ?  This  fiction  of  Independ- 
ence must  be  taken  away  from  them,  in 
order  that  wc  may  give  them  real  security 
and  liberty.  For  their  sakee,  as  well  as 
ours,  the  Indians  must  become  citizens  of 
tho  United  Slates.  Tho  West  mu?t  bo  re 
*»m;trucled,  like  Ihn  South.  The  protec- 
tion which  the  Frecdman'a  Bureau  has 
given  to  the  negro  must  also  be  provided 
for  the  Indian.  ThecnmeaoflndiaBsmu-st 
be  ti-catcd  as  crimes— not  merely  acts  of 
war.  Throw  away  the  glove  of  the  In- 
dian Agency,  and  let  tho  governmoul  take 
hold  of  this  question  with  naked  hand. 
There  will  be  more  cordial  good  faith,  and 
more  stern  power.  In  such  a  grasp.  This 
ought  to  bo  our  plan ;  and  whatever  fight- 
ing we  must  do  should  be  sharp  and  ear- 
nest, and  without  any  farce  of  pow-wows 
and  i>ipcs  of  i»eace.  The  protection  of 
travel  8hould  be  our  object  for  tho  present. 
The  advance  of  the  railroad  aud,  with  it, 
population  and  industry,  will  make  mat 
lets  much  worse  if  our  present  system  is 
continued  ;  much  better,  if  equal  laws  are 
extended  over  all.  Under  such  a  favoring 
influence,  the  cow-catcher  of  progcoss  ( to 
use  n  now  nnd  appropriate  figure)  would 
clear  our  track  ol  Mormon.?,  Indians,  and 
all  other  oh9,\.r\\QWon^— American  Journal 
of  Miuipf}. 
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Of  this  most  beBuliful,  active  and  grace- 
ful of  all  the  furral  denizens  of  our  woods 
aud  plains,  there  aro  no  k'^s  tuaa  bixly 
known  varieties,  and  the  number  will 
probably  be  Increased  when  our  Pacific 
possessions  arc  more  fully  explored.  To 
tho  sportsman  caat  of  tho  Ko<;ky  Jloun- 
tains  tbe  most  interesting  are  tho  gray,  tho 
fox  and  tho  pine  squirrel,  called  on  the  title 
water  of  Marj'land  and  Virginia  the  cat 
squirrel.  Tho  giiiy  f«iuirrel  frequently 
migrates  in  vast  numbers,  and  then  is  very 
destructive  to  tho  corn  crt.>p.  To  such  an 
extent  did  their  dcpredatitma  reach  in  the 
colony  of  Pennsylvania,  in  the  3'ear  1745), 
as  to  excite  the  alarm  of  the  authorities, 
and  a  bounty  of  three  pence  was  oflferctl 
for  squirrel  scalps ;  and  the  colonial  treas- 
ury was  depleted  to  the  extent  of  eight 
thousand  pounds,  and  rendered  entirely 
bankrupt,  six  hundred  aud  f<^rty  thousand 
scalps  iinving  l>een  paid  tor  in  a  single 
>ear.  In  view  of  this  grotit  fecundity ,  it  ia 
fortunate  that  the  squirrel  has  eo  mnny 
encmie-s,  and  probably  the  least  de«tructivo 
of  them  all  is  man.  Tho  black  snake 
aeccnda  to  his  nest,  and  at  one  fell  awoop 
destroy* a  s  hole  litter ;  tho  rattloanako,  we 
are  told,  will  paralyze  ixwr  bunny  by  tho 
glitter  of  his  eyo,  and  draw  him  on,  au  un- 
resisting victim  into  tho  jawa  of  death. 
But  the  owl  18  his  greatest  and  most  dc- 
atructive  euem}',  aa  towards  tho  close  of 
day  he  flits  on  noiseless  wing  through  the 
darkening  wooils  and  pounces  on  his  un- 
Buspocting  prey-  Tho  rod-tailed  hawk  is 
another  of  his  t(>c3,  but  bo  U  an  open  eno 
my,  and  wages  war  magnanimously. 

Bad  IVritinff.

Did  it  occur  to  the  company  which  pro 
poacs  to  run  a  re^pilar  lino  of  ateamera  up 
tho  Ama/.on  from  Para,  for  a  distance  of 
2,000  miles  from  its  mtmth,  that  it  will  be 
able  to  transport  passengers  direct  into 
the  inland  valley  of  Jauja,  whore  tho  con- 
sumptive v/ill  ob.alu  restoration  of  health 
and  a  cure  of  a  too  generally  Incurablo 
diaeasfe  t  Tho  voyage,  though  long,  may 
Ijo  made  almost  v/ithout  clianging  vessels, 
and  will  bo  found  neither  tedious  nor  'de- 
bilitating. It  wi  1  introduce  travelers  into 
some  of  tho  most  magnificent  scenery  in 
the  world.  It  has  been  known  to  the  na- 
liv(!H  from  time  immemorial,  thata remov- 
al of  conaumpiive  patieuta,  even  in  the 
atage  of  well-maikcd  ulceration  and  cavi- 
ties in  tho  lunga,  »  the  valley  of  Juaja,  at 
a  height  of  ten  thousand  feet  above  the 
sea,  was  followed  by  an  almost  invariable 
KUfii>cnsion  of  tie  disease.  This  fact  ia 
corrolwratcd  by  the  experience  of  the 
physicians  of  Pom  at  tho  present  time. 
From  the  atatisti :»  of  Lima,  published  in 
186^,  it  appeani  that  nearly  eighty  per 
cent,  of  the  caacf  of  consumption  sent  to 
tho  jauia  valley  ire  cured. 

So  forcibly  bus  this  fact  been  brought 
before  tbe  Permian  Government  that  it 
haa  established  in  this  valley  a  military 
hospital  for  consumptive  patients,  and  es- 
pecially for  native  Indian  soldiers,  who, in 
tho  capital  (Linu.),  are  eingularly  prone  to 
phthisis.  Of  the  whole  annual  mortality 
of  that  eity,  no  less  than  nearly  twenty- 
four  per  cent,  isi.ttributcd  to  consumption. 
On  the  sea  coast  of  Peru,  as  on  that  of  the 
Gulf  of  3Iexico,  incipient  tubercular  con- 
sumption is  onu  of^  the  commonest  el 
pulmonary  discaJics.  A  share  of  the  cur- 
ative power  of  Jauja  valley  may  be  at- 
tributed to  tho  influence  exerted  on  tbe 
mind  and  nervous  system  generally  by  its 
scenery  and  asso  Nations ;  hut,  after  mak- 
ing all  allewanoes  for  these  cauaea,  the  re- 
aults,  as  reported,  are  truly  wonderful. 
Rain  of  four  months  in  the  year  nuikca  up 
fbr  the  dry  acaaon  of  eight  montha  in  the 
year,  and  serves  lo  fertilize  the  land  and 
yidds  the  happf  inhabitants  more  lood 
than  they  requirt;.  An  influx  of  German, 
Engliahand  American  visitoraand  aettlera 
would  drive  thos 3  people  to  do  something 
more  than  give  up  the  eight  dry  montha 
to  amusements  a;id  feasting. — Philndeiphin 
Ltd'jrr. 

TJie  TuIturcH  In  the  Ilimulaya!*. 

Dr.  Andrew  Lfith  Adams,  in  hia  "Wan- 
derings of  a  Naturalist  4n  India,"  writea  as 
follows  of  the  \TiUurc.M  and  other  rapacious 
birds  in  the  Himilayas  ; 

Amid  all  the  g  -andeur  of  the  Himalayas 
It  is  a  most  attractive  aight  to  the  natural- 
ist to  behold  the  vulturea  and  other  rapa- 
cious birds  Boariag  over  the  vast  ravines 
and  around  tho  tops  of  the  mighty  moun- 
tains. Let  him  <  hose  a  Bummer  eve.uing, 
with  that  clear  sky  almost  characteristic  of 
the  Himalayas,  iiud  just  as  the  aim  caats 
bis  last  rays  on  the  snow-clad  mountaina — 
when  the  quiet  is  only  broken  by  the  cry 
of  tho  eagle,  tho  bleat  of  the  goat,  or  the 
shrill  pipe  of  the  partridge— then  the  vul- 
tures, kites  and  jackdaws  may  bo  seen 
wheeling  in  vast  circles ;  some  arc  gliding 
along,  apparently  without  an  effort ;  others 
appear  suHpondcd  motionlosa  in  the  vast 
canopy  of  heaven  ,  while,  careering  in  hia 
majesty,  the  lammcrgeyer  gathers  up  his 
great  wings  and  awoops  downward,  may- 
Sap  to  ri«e  agali.  and  join  the  modley  he 
haa  just  left,  or  stretcoing  forth  his  pin- 
ions to  their  fullest  extent,  he  sails  along 
the  mountain  brow  to  the  piojectlng  cliff 
on  which  his  eyrie  stands  eafc,  for  there 
who  dare  assail  him ! 

After  a  bear  or  other  large  animal  is 
killed,  tho  himte :  soon  flnda  himaelf  sur- 
rounde<l  by  rapicioua  birds,  where  none 
were  seen  before  ;  they  are  observed  dash- 
ing down  the  gh  na,  and  sailing  In  circles 
around  hLo  qu-irry.  Some  sweep  within  a 
few  yards  of  him,  others  are  soaring  at 
higher  elevatior.s,  and  even  at  f'Uch  vast 
altitucles  that  He  huge  bcanled  vultare 
appears  only  as  \  small  speck  in  the  blue 
sky,  but  gradually  it  Iwcome  more  distinct 
as  its  wide  gyrat  ons  increase. 

It  may  gathei  itself  up  and  close  ila 
wings,  or  dash  in  one  fell  swoop  hundreda 
of  feet,  Ruil  the  next  instant  is  seen 
perch'^d  on  the  jutting  rock  beside  him. 
Such,  then,  arc  the  usual  appearanc«>a  ob 
served  toon  after  llie  death  of  a  largo  ani- 
mal, and  Ihc  hiinto»  wonders  v.hcnw  all 
theso  great  vu' lures  and  carrioncrowa 
have  come  ;  bui  if,  Immed  lately  after  hi* 
noble  Ibex  has  rolled  down  the  crag,  he 
directs  his  eyes  heavenward,  he  will  ob- 
serve carrion-crows  or  vulturea,  at  various 
distances  and  elevations,  Bailing  leisurely 
about,  while  the  one  nearest  to  him,  ob- 
serving the  deal  J  of  his  quarry,  instantly 
coramencos  to  doscend  ;  then  one  follows 
the  other  until  the  valley  reeounda  with 
the  hoarse  croaking  of  the  crows,  and  the 
air  feels  alive  with  them.  It  ia  surprising 
tho  numl)ers  thnt  are  somelimea  olwerved 
to  congregate  on  these  occasions ;  I  have 
seen  no  less  thar  sixty  vultures  and  crows 
on  and  around  tho  c.irca?8  of  «  newly- 
killed  l)rftr.

Those  who  have 
een  inveigled  in  the  path  of  vice  a-e 
named  "  Legion,"  for  ihey  are  many — 
enough  to  omvincc  every  novitiate  that 
he  has  no  security  that  be  ahall  escape  a 
similar  fate.  A  few  houra  of  Bleep  each 
night,  high  living  and  y>lenly  of  "S-nashe*  " 
mal;e  war  upon  every  fimciion  of  the  hu- 
man body.  The  brams,  ibr;  heart,  iLc 
lungs,  tho  liver,  the  tipiiie,  the  hmba,  ths 
bones,  the  flesh— every  part  and  faculty — 
are  overtasked,  worn  and|weakentd  by  the 
tenfllc  energy  of  passion  and  appetite 
loosed  from  restraint,  until,  like  a  diilapi- 
dated  manaion,  the  *'  earthly  house  of  this 
tabernacle  "  falls  Into  ruinous  decay.

I>eB«*lty  or  I*opnIaUon. 

Kven  in  our  most  populous  cities  much 
more  space  ia  allotted  lo  each  individual 
than  ia  ordinarily  believed.  Over-crowded 
London  allowa  one  s<iuare  acre  of  land  to 
every  forty  of  its  inhabitants.  New  York 
averages  fifty-six  persons  per  square  acre, 
Philadelphia  only  seven.  lioeton,  previous 
to  its  late  enlargement,  was  the  most 
crowded  city  in  the  United  States,  but 
every  fifty- nine  of  its  inhabitants  possessed 
on  an  average  one  square  acre  of  land. 
Taking  the  area  of  al.  the  States,  and  ap- 
portioning it  out  to  the  population  there- 
of, it  api>ear8  that  every  seventeeri  inhabi- 
tants have  one  8f4uare  mile  at  their  dispo- 
sal, while  in  the  Territories  there  are  four 
square  milea  to  each  inhabitant.  In  the 
year  ISG-'i,  Belgium,  England  and  Walef-, 
and  France,  had  three  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven,  thrc«  hundre-d  and  cixty-seven,  and 
one  hundred  and  seventy-six  inhabitants 
the  square  mile  respectively.  If  the  Uni- 
ted States  was  as  densely  populated  as  the 
former  of  these  three  countries,  its  inhabi- 
tants would  number  11,195,000,000,  which 
is  a  little  diflercnc«  of  one  hundred  and 
eleven  milhons  of  people  above  the  entire 
population  of  the  world.

'i'ho  annual  green  corn  festival  of  the 
Seneca  Nation  of  Indians  took  place  at 
New  Lawn,  on  tho  Calls raugus  Reserva- 
tion, New  York,  recently.  This  festival 
has  ttccn  kept  up  by  the  Indians  from  time 
immemorial,  and  is  decidedly  unitiuc  in  its 
features.  The  Dunkirk  Jrurnal  gives  the 
following  description  of  the  "<ireen  Corn 
Dance,"  which  may  be  interesting  to  Bomo 
of  our  readers: 

The  men  and  women  fo.rai  a  circle,  in  the 
middle  of  which  the  musicians  are  seated. 
The  musi<;al  instruments  generally  consist 
of  a  small  keg  (in  modern  times  oyster 
kegs  have  been  made  {.vailable  for  the 
purjwse)  iniouH  one  head,  with  a  wood- 
chuck  Ek  in  stretched  over  the  open  end, 
and  a  small  turtle  shell  with  a  handle  at- 
tached, and  a  woodchuci  bkin  extended 
from  edge  to  edge  on  'he  concave  side. 
The  former  being  a  sort  ol  drum,  is  thump- 
ed with  a  single  stick,  acd  dried  peas  are 
put  in  to  give  the  latter  a  rattling  noise. 

Tho  music  moves  slowly  at  first,  and  the 
dancers  only  walk.  Presently  the  meas- 
ure grows  more  lively  and  the  Indians  bo- 
gin  to  dance,  alternatively  hopping  twice 
upon  one  foot  and  swing  from  iide  to  side, 
while  th«»  womun  All  facing  outward, 
manage  by  moving  ther  toes  outward 
and  inward,  to  mov<!  around  in  the  revolv- 
ing circle  without  lifiing  their  feet  from 
the  floor.  Faster  and  faster  goes  the 
music,  aud  more  vigoiously  move  the 
dancers,  the  warriors  leaj  ing  and  whirhng 
to  aud  fro,  flinging  their  arms  about,  and 
performing  such  bodily  contortions  and 
convulsive  jerks  as  won  d  seem  imprac- 
ticeable  to  any  ono  else,  '•vhiie  the  women 
ever  looking  demurely  to  tho  floor,  and 
with  their  arms  hanging  motionless  by 
their  sides,  still  glide  on v( ard,  as  if  borne 
along  by  some  means  independent  of  their 
own  jwwers  of  locomotic  n.  At  last  when 
the  dancing  has  become  is  livel)'  as  possi- 
ble, aud  even  Indian  ner  res  and  muscles 
arc  jaded  by  intense  actic  n,  al  a  given  sig- 
nal all  stop' suddenly  wlen  the  warriors 
join  iu  a  series  of  wlioops  and  yells, 
hideous  enough,  almost,  to  curdle  the 
blo<Hl  of  an  alligator.

Potatoes  should  nevtr  be  dugoutilthc 
ekin  is  firm,  and  if  shoeing  any  sign  ol 
rot,  let  them  remain  in  the  soil  as  late  as 
possible,  as  it  is  scarcelj'  worth  while  to 
dig  out  those  thtt  will  d:;cay  when  put  in 
bins.  Dig  only  in  dry  weather,  leaving 
the  tubers  in  the  sim  long  enough  to  get 
completely  dried  before  picking  them  up. 
Bruise  as  little  as  possiblo  in  liaudling,  and 
store  only  in  dry  bins. 

FLorn  Making.— Thi3  question  how 
much  wheat  does  it  take  to  make  a  barrel 
of  flour  is  oflon  a.^kcd,  i.nd  the  answer  is 
of  a  general  character,  "  five  bushels  arc 
alloweti."'  At  the  annual  Fair  oL  the  Du- 
buque county  (Iowa)  Ag:  icultural  Society 
in  18G6,  a  "premium  of  $;]  was  lOflJBrcd  for 
the  best  barrel  of  flour  nade  frorri  winter 
wheat,  aud  also  the  sai&oi  made  from  spring 
wheat.  A  firm  entere<:l  one  batrel-tach, 
aocompanied  with  the  S:ntemont  that  six- 
teen btwbels  of  winter  wlieat  yielded  three 
barrels  and  one  hundred  and  tlircopoiintlB 
of  flour — ^at  the  rate  of  fi>ur  bushels  and 
fiftcda  pounds  of  wheat  t  o  thelbarrt^l.  Of 
spring  wheat,  fifly  bushels  yielded  eleven 
barrels  ol' flour,  being  :our  bushels  and 
thirty-two  pounds  to  'he  barrel.  The 
wheat  was  a  fair  (luality  and  no  more.

{teriment  was  made  by  a  member  of  tho 
loyal  Academy  of  Agriculture,  of  Prus- 
sia, ext^jnding  i'irougk  seven  years,  to  t*8t 
tho  comparative  merits  of  soiling  (stable 
feeding)  and  pasturing.  The  pasturing 
averaged  1,580  quarts  ner  cow,  for  the 
whole  seven  years ;  and  the  average  of 
tho  soiling  plan  for  the  same  time  was 
8,44'«J  quarts  per  cow — the  cows  in  both 
cases  being  about  the  same  in  natural  pro- 
duction of  milk.  This  of  course,  uoes 
not  prove  that  such  a  great  diflfercnco 
could  result  from  soiling  generally.  'The 
quality  of  pastures,  wr  tho  feed,  care  and 
treatment  of  ihu  animals  when  subjected 
to  stable  feeding  would  itrodtice  dinbrent

Estimat- 
ing the  whole  of  the  steam  engines  at 
2,600  horse-powar,  four  million  francs 
might  be  yearly  realized  by  the  rent,  and, 
says  the  engineer  Erissac,  "  a  Cyclopean 
school  would  be  stationed  on  the  banks  of 
the  Seine,  without  a  rival  in  the  world, 
and  which  would  render  to  Paris,  to  France 
and  to  industry,  the  greatest  service." 

— The  principal  manufacturing  compa- 
nies of  Manchester,  N.  H.,  held  their 
annual  meeting  last  week.  The  Amoskeag 
Companv  made  fGOO.OOO  last  year,  and 
the  X'jng'i^n  Mills  |96,000,  but  the  Stark 
Mills  have  their  talaiice  on  the  wrong  side 
of  the  ledger  to  the  extent  of  $120,000, 
though  the  company  has  a  surplus  on 
hand  sufflcient  to  pay  three  five  per  cent, 
dividends,  irrespective  of  the  future.  Last 
year's  production  of  the  mills  was  as  fol- 
lows :  Manchester  Print  Works,  20,000,000 
vards  of  delaines  and  calicoes  ;  Amoskeag,

— New  South  (Unitarian)  Church,  atone 
time  the  aristocratic  church  of  Boston,  has 
run  down  to  a  mere  handful,  and  the 
society  have  voted  not  to  carry  on  worship 
any  more  there.  Possessed  of  a  valuable 
property,  the  remaining  members  pro- 
posed to  disband,  ag^iinsl  the  earnest  wish- 
es of  the  minister,  sell  the  property,  and 
divide  it  among  themselves.  This  step 
was  resisted  by  a  process  of  court,  and  the 
highest  tribunal  known  to  the  laws  decided 
that  that  the  society  cannot  sell,  cannot 
pocket  the  proceeds,  but  are  merely  the 
trustees.

— The  American  ballooulsts  are  in  the 
service  of  the  Brazilian  government.  On 
one  occasion  they  remained  up  for  forty 
eight  hours  reporting  the  movements  of 
the  enemy. 

— A  Paris  loUor  sUUtM  that  the  latest 
fhshion  in  veils  is  to  wear  them  so  as  to 
Bhatle  the  chignon.  The  face  is  exposed 
to  the  sun  to  let  the  face  accjuiro  the  fash- 
ionable color  of  the  bruuette,  and  the  dye 
of  the  chignon  is  preserved. 

—After  the  Brenner  Railway  was 
opened,  the  diligence  made  its  last  trip 
with  great  ceremony.  The  oldest  postil- 
ion in  luspruck  drove  the  horses,  wearing 
crape  on  his  hat,  and  the  carriage  was 
trimmed  with  weepiJig  willow. 

—The  railway  over  the  Brenner,  leading 
from  Inspruck  to  Botzen,  loads  through 
the  most  lovely  as  well  as  grandest  scen- 
ery ;  and  as  soon  as  it  is  better  known,  the 
journey  from  Inspruck  will  become  a  fc- 
vorito  trip  for  tourists  and  searchers  after 
the  picturesque. 

— They  have  an  unknown  athlete  in 
Paris,  who  comes  regularly  every  night  to 
one  of  the  principal  wrestling  schools, 
throws  the  best  man  they  have,  and  retires. 
He  is  masked,  always  wears  a  suit  of  black, 
is  silent,  and  there  is  a  great  deal  of  curi- 
osity to  know  who  he  is  and  where  he 
comes  from 

—At  Pillau,  in  Prussia,  lives  a  woman 
who  has  for  some  years  consecrated  her 
life  to  the  dangerous  task  of  rescuing  per- 
sons from  shipwreck  and  drowning.  This 
Prussian  Grace  Darling,  who  has  saved 
more  than  300  individuals.  Is  held  in  the 
highest  veneration  by  all  classes  of  the 
people  among  whom  she  lives. 

— Military  tcronauts  do  not  appear  to 
have  afforded  any  very  useful  results  in  the 
war  in  Paraguay.  Although  frequent 
balloon  ascensions  have  been  made,  the 
ascent  was  but  the  signal  for  Marshal 
Lopez  to  order  the  kindlmg  of  great  flres, 
the  smoke  from  which  covered  his  camp, 
and  thus  prevented  the  allies  from  discov- 
ering what  was  going  on  therein. 

— "  The  receipts  of  the  Universal  Exhi- 
bition," says  the  Nord,  from  the  Ist  of 
April  to  the  10th  of  September,  are  estima- 
ted at  seven  millions  and  a  half  of  francs. 
Therefore,  during  the  seven  weeks,  or 
nearly  so,  which  the  Exhibition  is  still  to 
remain  open,  a  million  and  a  half  of  francs 
must  be  received  m  order  to  attain  the  sum 
of  nine  millions  required  to  cover  the  ex- 
penditure. That  this  result  will  be  ob- 
tained is  not  improbable. 

— Danseuses  have  become  scarce.  Judging 
from  circulars  from  the  managers  of  cer- 
tain theatres  going  the  round  of  the  work- 
rooms of  Paris.  By  these  circulars  young 
w^omcn  are  ottered  from  50f,  to  601  per 
month  for  attendance  on  the  stage.  The 
further  inducements  are  held  out  to  them 
of  short  and  diaphanus  costumes,  ^nd 
that  the  most  deserving  among  them  (read 
the  prettiest)  will  be  grouped  on  the  front 
of  the  stage.  This  is  a  new  style  of  recruit- 
ing, but  eminently  characteristic  of  the 
tone  of  morale  of  the  present  day. 

— A  mendicant  living  alone  in  a  wretch 
ed  hut  at  Courbevole,  near  Paris,  in  the 
midst  of  the  moat  abject  misery  and  intol- 
erable privations,  was  lately  found  dead  on 
the  floor  of  his  filthy  hovel,  through  an 
aperture  in  which  he  would  occasionally 
protrude  his  arm  to  receive  the  food  chari- 
tably offered  him  by  some  neighbors  who 
commisaerated  his  forlorn  condition.  A 
medical  examination  proved  that  the  man 
had  died  of  starvation.  A  sum  of  30f  in 
copper  coin  having  been  accidentally  found 
in  the  abode  of  human  misery,  a  further 
search  was  made,  and  immediately  imder 
the  roof  was  discovered,  carefully  wrapped 
up  in  many  folds  of  dirty  rags,  no  less  than 
18,000fingold(£720). 

The  Paris  Patrie,  of  the  20th  of  August, 
contained  the  following :  The  preliminary 
soundings,  commenced  four  montlis  ago, 
are  complete.  The  cable  will  be  laid  from 
Brest  to  St.  Pierre  Miquelon,  it  having 
been  ascertained  that  the  bottom  of  the 
ocean  along  that  line  is  favorable.  From 
St.  Pierre  it  will  go  along  the  coast  of  New 
Brunswick  and  the^horss  of  Maine,  New 
Hampshire,  Massachusetts  and  Connecti 
cut.  A  direct  line  from  Brest  to  New 
York  would  offer  many  difflculties,  owing 
to  the  tremendous  depth  of  some  parts  of 
the  ocean,  where  soundings  have  not  been 
found.  The  immersion  of  the  cable  now 
making  in  London  is  to  begin  next  May, 
and  the  Great  Eastern  is  to  be  employed 
to  lay  it.  It  is  hoped  that  a  month  will 
suiBce  for  the  work,  and  that  in  July,  1868, 
at  the  farthest,  France  and  the  European 
continent  will  be  in  direct  telegraphic 
communication  with  America.

At  this  point  a  short  lady,  with  a  keen, 
jumping  eye,  and  with  a  brisk  movement, 
almost  leaped  from  her  seat,  and  sai  J  very 
sharply,  "  I  declare,  it  is  really  too  bad 
that  the  conductor  will  not  call  the  police. 
If  there  is  no  gentleman  in  the  car  man 
enough  to  do  as  the  lady  wishes,  then  I 
will.'*^  She  thereupon  made  a  .rapid  exit 
from  the  car  and  shot  down  street  like  an 
arrow.    She  was  the  pickpocket.

Ik.  Siamese  Execution. 

The  Bangkok  Monitor  gives  the  follow- 
ing accotmt  of  an  execution  at  the  Siamese 
capital.:  "  At  the  time  of  our  arrival  a 
number  of  Buddh.a's  priests  were  in  the 
act  of  praying  ovoh  the  swords  of  the  exe- 
cutioners, with  lights'  burning  on  an  altar 
erected  immediately  in' the  rear  of  the  ex- 
ecution. After  various  doleful  chants  by 
the  priests,  accompanied  l)y  several  pieces 
of  colored  cloths,  knotted  together,  being 
put  into  the  hands  of  the  condemned  and 
led  to  the  hands  of  the  priests,  the  execu- 
tioners, who  were  employed  during  this 
time  driving  stakes  and  arranging  the  cords 
in  proper  position,  now  commenced  to 
take  the  ladder-shaped  bond  by  which  each 
prisoner  was  confined  from  his  hands  and 
neck,  and  led  each  severally  to  his  stake, 
Wl  0re  his  arms  and  legs  were  bound  with 
strong  withes,  and  a  bamboo  spear  erected 
in  front  of  each  to  receive  the  head  after 
execution.  Another  chant,  and  then  the 
prisoners  received  mouthfuls  of  fruits  and 
preserves,  and  some  pungent  scented  liquor 
from  a  bottle.  Their  executioners  com- 
posed their  heads  in  an  upright  position, 
and  placed  small  joss  lights  before  them  ; 
and  to  all  seeming  recommended  them  to 
pray,  which  they  did  fervently ;  but  their 
executioners  crawling,  catlike,  from  the 
covered  walks  behind,  pinched  and  nudged 
the  backs  of  their  heads,  to  see  if  their 
presence  of  mind  would  allow  them  to  re- 
ceive the  fatal  blows  without  moving  their 
heads.  This  being  ascertained,  their  ears 
were  immediately  filled  with  mud,  and  a 
mark  made  on  the  neck  of  each  convert 
with  the  same  material,  to  guide  the  com- 
ing stroke,  including  a  repetition  of  the 
nudging  and  pinching.  All  being  now 
ready,  the  executic  uers  again  stole  from 
the  covered  walk  int  v,e  rear,  each  flourish^ 
ing  his  sword  ;  and  v  ow  the  blows  began 
to  fall.  One  old  hana  •  o  well  performed 
his  duty  that  his  victims  head  rolled  at  his 
feet  the  first  stroke,  but  all  the  rest  took 
an  amount  of  chopping  and  sawing  which 
hadtheeflect  of  disgusting  away  moat  of 
the  white  spectators  who  came  to  witness 
the  horrifying  spectacle.  The  heads  of 
the  condemned  were  now  erected  on 
spears.  One  old  man's,  we  noticed,  kept 
its  ensanguined  jaws  open  and  moving 
several  seconds  after  death.  The  chains 
were  now  removed  from  their  legs  by 
chopping  off  the  heel  ends  of  each  lifeless 
trunk,  and  we  came  away  with  disgusted 
and  enervated  feelings  from  this  sanguina- 
ry scene."

THE  FATITKR-IN-LAW  IS  AVERSE,  BUT  THE 
BRIDE  STILL  CLINGS,  AND  IP  SHE  IS  SAT- 
ISFIED, what's  THE  DIFFERENCE. 

A  person  was  brought  before  the  Police 
Court  at  Syracuse  the  other  day,  on  a 
charge  of  wearing  male  apparel  while 
being  a  female,  of  making  love  to  the  Sy- 
racuse belles  "on  false  pretenses,"  and 
marrying  a  woman,  etc.  There  is  no 
doubt  of  her  femininity,  though  her  coun- 
terfeit of  a  man  is  said  to  have  been  per- 
fect. She  is  English,  is  supposed  to  be 
about  forty  years  of  age,  wont  under  the 
name  of  Alfred  Clark,  and  received  re- 
mittances from  England,  part  of  which 
goes  to  the  support  of  a  sister  in  Syracuse. 
In  reply  to  the  question,  "  Are  you  a  male 
or  female  ?  "  she  answered  :  "  Your  oflQcers 
can  tell  you,"  or  "  have  told  you."  She 
refused  to  give  any  more  direct  answer  to 
the  inquiry  in  relation  to  her  sex,  and  was 
committed  for  further  examination. 

A  few  weeks  since  she  assumed  the  gfarb 
of  a  man,  and  made  the  acquaintance  ot  a 
young  lady  named  Miss  Lewis.  After  a 
brief  courtship  they  were  married,  and  the 
parties  have  since  resided  together  as  hus- 
band and  wife.  The  marriage  ceremony 
was  performed  about  three  weeks  since, 
and  the  bride's  father,  suspecting  there 
was  something  wrong  about  his  new  son- 
in-law,  obtained  a  private  interview,  and 
informed  her  of  his  suspicion  that  she  was 
not  what  she  pretended  to  be.  At  first  she 
claimed  that  she  was  a  man,  but  on  closer 
questioning  finally  admitted  that  she  was  a 
female.  She  has  marked  features,  promi- 
nent nose,  high  cheek  bones,  black  hair, 
worn  long  (for  a  man)  and  curling  at  the 
end,  and  apparently  brushed  and  oiled 
with  care.  She  wears  a  glazed  cap,  blue 
coat,  blue  shirt,  dark  vest,  snufl-colored 
pants,  gaiter  boots,  and  a  shawl  over  her 
shoulders,  speaks  with  considerable  confi- 
dence, but  is  not  very  communicative. 

It  is  understood  that  when  this  eccentric 
woman  first  came  to  the  house  of  the 
bride's  father  she  was  dressed  in  female 
apparel,  and  her  clothing  was  changed  to 
man's  attire  with  the  knowledge  of  the 
family.  The  probablUty  is  that  the  famUy 
supposed  her  woman's  dress  was  a  disguise, 
and  that  she  was  assuming  the  proper  ha- 
bllhnenU  of  her  sex.  The  lady's  father 
was  averse  to  the  match,  but  the  bride 
clings  to  her  woman  husband,  and  claims 
that  the  arrest  is  a  conspiracy  against 
them.  They  were  allowed  to  meet  in  one 
of  the  ante-rooms  of  the  police  office,  and 
embraced  each  other  with  the  greatest 
marks  of  affection. 


A.  Horse  Car  Incident.

The   correspondent   of  the   St.    Louis 
Democrat  was  one  of  the  invited  guests  at 
a  dog  feast   given   by   the   Indian   chief 
"  Spotted   Tail."    He   thus  describes  the 
symposium : 

"  As  the  occasion  was  one  which  prom- 
ised novelty  we  readily  accepted.  On  our 
arrival  we  found  the  supplies  of  Indian 
delicacies  commensurate  with  the  quality 
of  the  guests.  The  cooking  v\as  simple 
enough,  without  salt  or  condiment.  We 
all  squatted  ourselves  on  the  ground,  and 
the  old  and  youn§  squaws  acted  as  servi- 
tors for  the  occasion. 

"  Before  proceeding,  the  great  calumet 
ot  peace  was  passed  around.  Whenever 
this  calumet  is  brought  forth  it  is  a  token  of 
great  respect,  adorned  as  it  is  with  brass 
tacks,  blue  and  golden  feathers,  beads  of 
coral,  and  carved  In  the  most  unique  man- 
ner. After  the  pipe  had  been  passed 
around  the  circle,  the  chief  commenced  the 
feast  by  eating,  regardless  of  any  of  us. 

"  There  was  all  kinds  of  wild  meat  spread 
out,  and  the  most  delicious  of  them  all  was 
the  dog  meat.  In  huge  dishes  of  wood 
might  be  seen  a  juicy  lump  of  buffalo,  a 
hind  quarter  of  an  antelope,  elk  meat,  veni- 
son, wild  duckp,  geese,  and  turkeys,  sur- 
rounded by  dishes  of  wild  beans,  Indian 
com,  wild  rice,  and  some  strange  herbs, 
which  appeared  to  -be  very  palatable. 
These  various  vegetables  were  boiled 
separately  with  a  sprinkling  of  buflato 
grease,  giving  the  whole  an  extremely 
unctions,  yet  savory  appearance. 

"  In  the  centre  of  the  circle  were  two 
dogs,  of  a  dropsical  apparance,  the  hair 
merely  cut  close,  and  roasted  entire,  intes- 
tines and  aU.  Over  this  excellent,  delicate 
food  was  poured  the  gravy — dog's  grease. 
This  exquisite  dripping  had  been  collected 
in  bone  dishes.  The  dogs  appeared  plump 
and  young,  and  all  seemed  to  pay  especial 
attention  to  the  three  young  pups,  which 
was  to  them  what  dessert  is  to  the  civil- 
ized whiles.  For  the  sake  of  appearing 
satisfied  with  our  surroundings,  we  par- 
took of  a  very  small  piece,  merely  out  of 
curiosity,  and  could  we  but  conquer  our 
prejudices,  wo  might  have  made  a  very 
hearty  meal ;  as  it  was,  we  were  satisfied. 

"  The  meat  appeared  to  be  of  a  brown- 
ish color,  somewhat  lesembling  porpoise 
meat.  If  we  might  judge  by  the  oily 
streaks  about  the  capacious  mouths  of  the 
chiefs,  and  the  pleasure  which  sparkled  in 
their  eyes,  we  would  ;pronounce  dog  meat 
delicious. 

"After  the  feast  was  over  there  were 
three  canine  skeletons  left  on  their  respec- 
tive dishes,  forlorn  looking  remnants  of 
dogs  that  once  barked.  Tomahawks,  an- 
swering the  purpose  of  pipes,  as  well  as 
instruments  of  bloody  deeds,  were  handed 
to  us,  and  as  this  was  an  important  epoch 
in  Spotted  Tail's  life,  he  caused  them  to  be 
filled  with  the  leaf  of  nicotiang  quadrival- 
vls.  Generally,  the  tobacco  they  use  is 
composed  of  the  dried  leaves  of  the  saka- 
komi  plant  (arbutus  ovaursi),  or  kinikin- 
nlck,  a  willow  bark.  Till  a  late  hour  we 
smoked  a  tomahawk  that  was  once  steep- 
ed in  gory  brains,  and  under  the  soothing 
influence  of  the  tobacco,  wove  bright  In- 
dian legends."

servations  of 

possible,  the  limits"  of  those  larg 
certainties."  One  of  these  branches  of  in- 
quiry was  "the  verifioation  of  alleged  ex* 
pcriiocntal  proofs  of  the  communicability 
of  cholera,"  and  it  was  intrusted  to  Dr. 
Burdon  Sanderson,  whose  report  thereon 
is  appended  to  the  ninth  annual  repoff  of 
the  medical  officer  of.  the  Privy  Council 
recently  published* 

Dr.  Sanderson  has  just  made  his  report, 
which  includes  the  results  of  some  inter- 
esting experiments  upon  animals,  following 
the  course  adopted  in  1854  by  Dr. Thiersch. 
Strips  of  filter  paper  were  steeped  in  the 
cholera  matter  at  certain  intervals  after  Its 
removal  from  the  body  during  life,  or  after 
death,  and  from  these  papers  (when  dry) 
the  quantity  of  solid  matter  taken  up  by 
each  strip  was  determined  by  the  dif- 
ference in  weight  before  and  after  immer- 
sion. The  material  was  thus  obtained  in 
every  stage  of  decomposition,  and  in  a 
form  for  administration  in  extremely  small 
quantities.  The  animals  selected  for  ex- 
periment were  white  mice. 

Altogether  148  mice  were  operated  upon, 
and  of  these  53  were  more  or  less  affected 
and  81  died.  Dr  Sanderson  thinks  that 
although  the  Infective  power  of  the  poison 
was  greatest  in  the  third  stage  of  its  de- 
composition, yet  in  some  instances  its  fhll 
virulence  was  manifest  on  the  second  day, 
notably  in  the  experiments  for  testing  the 
communicability  of  the  disease  from  one 
animal  to  another,  wherein  out  of  27  ani- 
mals operated  upon,  14  became  ill  and  13 
died.  The  material  used  in  these  cases  was 
administered  within  48  hours  of  the  death 
of  the  animal  from  which  it  was  taken. 

The  cholera  matter  having  killed  one 
series  of  mice,  it  was  found  that  the  bodies 
of  these  animals,  when  devoured  by  a  sec- 
ond series,  communicated  the  original  form 
of  disease  in  undiminishwl  virulence,  the 
mortality  raging  as  high  as  fifty-seven  per 
cent.  Carrying  on  the  experiment  to  a  third 
series,  a  mortality  of  fifty  per  cent  re- 
sulted. "We  have,  therefore,"  says  Dr. 
Sanderson,  "evidence  that  the  dieease  pro- 
duced in  mice  by  the  administration  of 
cholera  material  in  small  doses,  can  be 
readily  communicated  from  the  aflected 
animals  to  others  of  the  same  species,  and 
that  when  so  communicated  it  is  quite  as 
fatal  as  when  received  primarilj'. 

As  regards  the  phenomena  of  cholera 
infliction  in  mice  during  life,  the  most  con- 
stant indication  that  an  animal  was  under 
the  influence  of  the  poison  was  the  loss  of 
mobility  and  excitability. 

"  At  first  the  animal  remains  quiet,  as  if 
listless  or  drowsy,  but  it  can  be  easily 
roused  into  activity ;  subsec^uently  all  re- 
action ceases.  Whenever  this  condition  of 
collapse  exists  in  a  well  marked  degree,  it 
is  found  that  the  temperature  ot  the  body 
ia  correspondingly  diminished.  Thus  in 
animals  so  affected,  readings  of  the  ther- 
mometer were  obtained  as  much  as  twenty 
degrees  below  the  natural  standard,  iio 
extraordinary  a  loss  of  temperature  seemed 
at  first  so  incredible  that  1  was  inclined  to 
believe  that  some  #rror  of  observation  had 
been  committed,  but  repeated  measure- 
ments confirmed  the  accuracy  of  the  re- 
sults. In  general  a  very  low  temperature 
was  a  certain  precursor  of  death,  but  in  two 
remarkable  instances  recovery  took  place 
afler  the  animals  had  remained  motionless 
and  apparently  lifeless,  with  a  temperature 
below  80  degrees  for  more  than  a  day." 

Dr.  Sanderson's  experiments  with  guinea 
pigs,  hedgehogs,  pigeons,  and  dogs,  do  not 
appear  to  h  ave  yielded  any  important  sum  of 
results.  But  Mr.  Simon,  in  a  comment  on 
the  report  remarks : 

"  The  importance  of  the  agent  as  against 
one  sort  of  animal  is  no  disproof  of  its 
virulence  against  other  sorts.  The  positive 
result  of  Thiersch's  original  experiments 
on  mice,  and  of  the  experiments  of  Drs. 
Sanderson  and  Thirsch,  would  retain 
their  full  value  in  regard  to  the  animals  ex- 
perimented on,,  even  if  all  other  animals 
should  prove  unsusceptible  of  the  influence; 
and  that  value,  in  explanation  of  the  facts 
of  human  infection,  is,  in  my  opinion,  con- 
clusive.

A.  Cltariot  Palace. 


To  those  who  love  the  beautiful,  and 
appreciate  what  is  really  artistic,  the  new 
Palace  Cars,  recently  built  lor  the  use  of 
the    Michigan    Southern    Railroad,    will 
prove  peculiarly  attractive.

Entering,  we  find  the  Interior  arrange- 
ment very  ingenious.    From  the  door  at 
each  enQ  of  the  car  runs  an  aisle  termina- 
ting in  a  grand,  central  saloon,  ten  feet 
square,  carpeted  with  an  exquisite  Axmin- 
ster  rug,  and  furnished  with  consummate 
elegance  and  taste.    The  prevailing  color 
is  blue  ;  the  wood-work  rosewood,  with 
costly  inlayings.    Two   settees,  with  four 
easy  chairs  of  curious  detign,  four  mir- 
rors,   inlaid    paper- racks,    semi- circular 
marble  brackets,  surmounted  by  miniature, 
etageres,  and  a  rich  center  table,  complete 
the    furniture  of  the  room.    We  Lotice, 
also,     bronze     medallions,     monogmms 
wrought  in  various  woods,  and  an  inlaid 
ceiling  of  white  holly  wood,  gilded  chande- 
lier, silver  water-pitcher,  &c.,  &c.   On  one 
side  of  this  central  saloon  is  a  room  cush- 
ioned in  silver  leather,  and  in  a  corres- 
ponding  position   opposite,   another    in 
green,  but  similar  in  arrangement.    Each 
apartment  has  two  settees  and  two  easy 
chairs,  with  a  center  table.    In  the  silver 
room  the  wood-work  is  of  rosewood,  black 
walnut,  curled  maple,  and  satin  wood  ;  in 
the  green  room,  birdseye  uiiple,  -;ralnut, 
and  rosewood.

Each  has  settees,  so  adjusted  that  by  de- 
taching the  ends,  a  party  may  surround  a 
table,  which,  made  with  elaborate  inlaid 
work,  may  be  rolled  into  the  center  of  the 
room  and  unfolded.    Here  are  mirrors  set 
in  bronze  frames,  bronze  racks  for  light 
baggage,  and  every  convenience  which  can 
promote  a  traveler's   comfort   and    ease. 
Both  these  superb  cars  are  nothing  less 
than  palaces  on  wheels,  and  in  every  way 
are   oeserving   the   high   distinction    of 
bringing  near  together  the  metropolis  of 
the  West  and  the  most  beautiful  city  of 
the  Union.

Female  Clerks.— The  editor  of  the 
Albany  Knickerbocker  is  in  Europe,  and 
sends  the  following  account  of  the  general 
employment  of  females : 

The  women,  by  the  way,  do  nearly  all 
the  trading  in  Ireland.  At  our  hotel  a 
woman  shows  you  to  your  room,  you  pay 
your  bill  to  a  woman,  and  you  are  politely 
bowed  out  of  the  house  by  the  housekeep- 
er. It  is  rare  to  find  a  retail  store  in  Cork 
where  a  female  is  not  seen  behinc  the 
counter.  Wo  are  told  that  the  same  thing 
prevails  throughout  the  British  provinces. 
The  reason  given  for  employin,'  them  is 
that  their  follies  are  not  only  less  numer- 
ous, but  much  lower  priced.  Females 
may  sport  fifty-dollar  mantles,  but  they 
never  go  on  fifty  dollar  "  busts."  Females 
never  spend  a  whole  week's  wages  on  bil- 
liard tables.  Girls  never  "put  the  party 
through,"  kick  up  a  row,  and  get  dragged 
to  the  station  house.  Fast  horses  they 
avoid,  and  roulette  tables  and  game  cocks. 
Who  ever  saw  a  female  hanging  round  a 
gambling  table,  or  betting  her  last  five 
dollars  that  she  can  tell  where  the  "  little 
joker"  isV  Whoever  saw  a  female  clerk, 
after  the  store  was  shut,  rambling  up 
Broadway,  "  raising  thunder,"  and  break- 
ing things?  Whoever  saw  a  respectable 
girl  knt)cking  over  dry  goods  boxes  and 
standing  "  M.  P.'s  "  on  their  heads  ?  No 
one,  and  yet  respectable  young  men  do 
these  things  nightly.  When  was  a  female 
clerk  ever  arrested  for  having  a  "  suspi- 
cious character  "  locked  up  In  the  store 
with  her  after  midnight?  In  view  of  all 
these  facts,  is  it  any  wonder  that  the  mer- 
chants on  this  side  run  to  female  clerks  ?

The  Paris  correspondent  of  the  Nation 
states  that  the  guests  of  the  Abbe  Dchis, 
curate  ot  the  parish  of  St.  Eloi,  in  the 
Faubourg  St.  Antonie  dined  a  few  days  ago 
on  fowls  whose  immediate  ancestors  fig- 
ured, he  says,  on  the  table  of  the  great 
Prankish  King  Dagobert.  When  the  Abbe 
Denis  laid  the  first  stone  of  the  church  and 
presbytery  he  had  built  by  his  own  exer- 
tions, on  the  site  of  the  old  chateau  and 
gardens  of  Dagobert,  a  hen's  nest  full  of 
eggs  was  discovered  beneath  the  ruins  of 
the  ancient  building.  These  eggs,  more 
than  twelve  hundrctl  years  old,  wore  about 
to  bo  thrown  away  by  the  laborers,  when 
the  Abbe,  lememberlng  that  wheat  has 
been  grown  from  grain  found  in  Egypt,  in 
mummies,  dating  back  from  the  tunc  of 
the  Pharaohs,  bethought  him  that  possibly 
there  might  still  l>o  life  in  these  eggs.  A

The 
further  inducements  are  held  out  to  them 
of  short  and  diaphauus  costumes,  and 
that  the  most  deserving  among  them  (read 
the  prettiest)  will  be  grouped  on  the  front 
of  the  stage.  This  is  a  new  style  of  recruit- 
ing, but  eminently  characteristic  of  the 
tone  of  morale  of  the  present  day. 

— A  mendicant  living  alone  in  a  wretch 
ed  hut  at  Courbevoie,  near  Paris,  in  the 
midst  of  the  most  abject  misery  and  intol- 
erable privations,  was  lately  found  dead  on 
the  floor  of  his  filthy  hovel,  through  an 
aperture  in  which  he  would  occasionally 
protrude  his  arm  to  receive  the  food  chari- 
tably offered  him  by  some  neighbors  who 
commisscrated  his  forlorn  condition,  A 
medical  examination  proved  that  the  man 
had  died  of  starvation.  A  sum  of  yOf  in 
copper  coin  having  been  accidentally  found 
in  the  abode  of  human  misery,  a  further 
search  was  made,  and  immediately  under 
the  roof  was  discovered,  carefully  wrapped 
up  in  many  folds  of  dirty  rags,  no  less  than 
lS,000f  in  gold  (£720). 

The  Paris  Palric,  of  the  20th  of  August, 
contained  the  following :  The  preliminary 
soundings,  commenced  lour  months  ago, 
are  complete.  The  cable  will  be  laid  from 
Brc«t  to  St.  P.erre  Miquelon,  it  having 
been  ascertained  that  the  bottom  of  the 
ocean  along  that  line  is  favorable.  From 
St.  Pierre  it  will  go  along  the  coast  of  New 
Brunswick  and  the%hor«8  of  Maine,  New 
Hampshire,  Massachusetts  and  Connect, 
cut.  A  direct  line  from  Brest  to  New 
York  would  offer  many  difficulties,  owing 
to  the  tremendous  depth  of  some  parts  of 
the  ocean,  where  soundings  have  not  been 
found.  The  immersion  ot  the  cable  now 
making  in  London  is  to  begin  next  May, 
and  the  Great  Eastern  is  to  be  employed 
to  Lay  it.  It  is  hoped  that  a  month  will 
suffice  for  the  work,  and  that  in  July,  18G8, 
at  the  farthest,  France  and  the  European 
continent  will  be  in  direct  telegraphic 
communication  with  America.

THE  FATHER-IN  LAW  13  AVERSE,  BUT  THE 
BRIDE  STILL  CLINGS,  AXD  IF  SHE  IS  SAT- 
ISFIED, what's  the  difference. 
A  person  was  brought  before  the  Police 
Court  at  Syracuse  the  other  day,  on  a 
charge  of  wearing  male  apparel  whde 
being  a  female,  of  making  love  to  the  Sy- 
racuse belles  "on  false  pretenses,"  and 
marrying  a  w^oman,  etc.  There  is  no 
doubt  of  her  femininity,  though  her  coun- 
terfeit of  a  man  is  said  to  have  been  per- 
fect. She  is  English,  is  supposed  to  be 
about  forty  years  of  age,  wont  under  the 
name  of  Alfred  Clark,  and  received  re- 
mittances from  England,  part  of  which 
gees  to  the  support  of  a  sister  in  Syracuse. 
In  reply  to  the  question,  "  Are  you  a  male 
or  female  ?  "  she  answered  :  "  Your  officers 
can  tell  you,"  or  "  have  told  you."  She 
refused  to  give  any  more  direct  answer  to 
the  inquiry  in  relation  to  her  sex,  and  was 
committed  for  further  examination. 

A  lew  weeks  since  she  assumed  the  garb 
of  a  man,  and  made  the  acquaintance  ot  a 
young  lady  named  Miss  Lewis.  After  a 
brief  courtship  they  were  married,  and  the 
parties  have  since  resided  together  as  hus- 
band and  wife.  The  marriage  ceremony 
was  performed  about  three  weeks  since, 
and  the  bride's  father,  suspecting  there 
was  something  wrong  about  his  new  son- 
in-law,  obtained  a  private  interview,  and 
informed  her  of  his  suspicion  that  she  was 
not  what  she  pretended  to  be.  At  first  she 
claimed  that  she  was  a  man,  but  on  closer 
questioning  finally  admitted  that  she  was  a 
female.  She  has  marked  features,  promi- 
nent nose,  high  cheek  bones,  black  hair, 
worn  long  (hjr  a  man)  and  curling  at  the 
end,  and  apparently  brushed  and  oiled 
with  care.  She  wears  a  glazed  cap,  blue 
coat,  blue  shirt,  dark  vest,  snufl-colored 
pants,  gaiter  boots,  and  a  shawl  over  her 
.shoulders,  speaks  with  considerable  confi- 
dence, but  is  not  very  communicative. 

It  is  understood  that  when  this  eccentric 
woman  first  came  to  the  house  of  the 
bride's  father  she  was  dressed  in  female 
apparel,  and  her  clothing  was  changed  to 
man's  attire  with  the  knowle<lge  of  the 
family.  The  probability  is  that  the  family 
supposed  her  woman's  dress  was  a  disguise, 
and  that  she  was  assuming  the  proper  ha- 
biliments of  her  sex.  The  lady's  father 
was  averse  to  the  match,  but  the  bride 
clings  to  her  woman  husband,  and  claims 
that  the  arrest  is  a  conspiracy  against 
them.  They  were  allowed  to  meet  in  one 
of  the  ante-rooms  of  the  police  office,  and 
cmbrace<l  each  other  with  the  greatest 
marks  of  all«  ction.

The  Bangkok  Monitor  gives  the  follow- 
ing account  of  an  execution  at  the  Siamese 
capital :  "  At  the  time  of  our  arrival  a 
number  of  Buddha's  priests  were  in  the 
act  of  praying  oveh  the  swords  of  the  exe 
cutioners,  with  lighlv  burning  on  an  altar 
erected  immediately  in"  the  rear  of  the  ex- 
ecution. After  various  doleful  chants  by 
the  priests,  accompanied  liy  several  pieces 
of  colored  cloths,  knotted  together,  being 
put  into  the  hands  of  the  condemned  and 
led  to  the  hands  of  the  priests,  the  execu- 
tioners, who  were  employed  during  this 
time  driving  stakes  and  arranging  the  cords 
in  proper  position,  now  ct)mmcnced  to 
take  the  ladder-shaped  bond  by  which  each 
prisoner  was  confined  from  his  hands  and 
neck,  and  led  each  severally  to  his  stake, 
w  we  his  arms  and  legs  were  bound  with 
strong  withes,  aud  a  bamboo  spear  erected 
in  front  of  each  to  receive  tlie  head  aft«r 
execution.  Another  chant,  and  then  the 
prisoners  received  mouthluls  of  fruits  and 
preserves,  and  some  pungent  scented  liquor 
from  a  bottle.  Their  executioners  com- 
Exhi-  I  posed  their  heads  in  an  upright  position, 
Ist  of  and  placed  small  joss  lights  before  them  ; 
and  to  all  seeming  recommended  them  to 
pray,  which  they  did  fervently;  but  their 
executioners  crawling,  catlike,  from  the 
covered  walks  behind,  pinched  and  nudged 
the  backs  of  their  heads,  to  see  if  their 
presence  of  mind  would  allow  them  to  re- 
ceive the  fatal  blows  without  moving  their 
heads.  This  being  ascertained,  tlieir  ears 
were  immediately  filled  with  mud,  and  a 
mark  made  on  the  neck  of  each  convert 
with  the  same  matei  ial,  to  guide  the  com- 
ing stroke,  including  a  repetition  of  the 
nudging  and  pinching.  All  being  now 
ready,  the  tsecutic  ners  again  stole  from 
the  covered  walk  int  ^^e  rear,  each  flourish? 
ing  his  sword  ;  and  .  ow  the  blows  began 
to  fall.  One  old  hauQ  •  o  well  performed 
his  duty  that  his  victims  head  rolled  at  his 
feet  the  first  stroke,  but  all  the  rest  took 
an  amount  of  chopping  and  sawing  which 
had  thceflect  of  disgusting  away  most  of 
the  white  spectators  who  came  to  witness 
the  horrifying  8i)ectacle.  The  heads  of 
the  condemned  were  now  erected  on 
spears.  One  old  man's,  we  noticed,  kept 
its  ensanguined  jaws  open  and  moving 
several  seconds  after  death.  The  chains 
were  now  removed  from  their  legs  by 
chopping  off  the  heel  ends  of  each  lifeless 
trunk,  and  wc  came  away  with  disgusted 
and  enervatetl  feelings  from  this  sanguina- 
ry fcene." 


An  Indian  1>ob  Feast. 


The  horse  car  is  the  witness  of  varied 
life  and  incident,  which  arc  often  not  only 
interesting,  but  worthy  the  compliment  of 
a  little  printer's  ink.  An  incident  occurred 
in  Hoaton  on  Saturday,  which  is  deserving 
of  a  puragra]>h.  A  lady  passenger  discov- 
ered that  her  pocket  had  l>een  picked  of  its 
portemonuaie  and  contents,  including  a 
generous  supply  of  cash  for  shopping  and 
some  other  pleasant  possessions.  On 
learning  this  disagreeable  fact,  aho  said, 


The   correspondent   of  the    St.    Louis 
Democrat  was  one  of  the  invited  guests  at 
a  dog  feast    given    by    the    Indian    chief 
"  Spotted   Tail."    He   thus   describes  the 
symposium : 

"  As  the  occasion  was  one  which  prom- 
ised novelty  wc  readily  accepted.  On  our 
arrival  we  found  the  supplies  of  Indian 
delicacies  con.mensurate  with  the  quality 
of  the  guests.  The  cooking  was  simple 
enough,  without  salt  or  condiment.  We 
all  squatted  ourselves  on  the  ground,  and 
the  old  and  young  squaws  acted  as  servi- 
tors for  the  occas.ion. 

"  Before  proceeding,  the  great  calumet 
ot  peace  was  passed  around.  Whenever 
this  calumet  is  brought  forth  it  is  a  token  of 
great  respect,  adorned  as  it  is  with  brass 
tacks,  blue  and  golden  feathers,  bca<ls  of 
coral,  and  carved  in  the  most  unique  man- 
ner. After  the  pipe  had  been  passed 
around  the  circle,  the  chief  commenced  the 
feast  by  eating,  regardless  of  any  of  us. 

"  There  was  all  kinds  of  wild  meat  spread 
out,  and  the  most  delicious  of  them  all  was 
the  dog  meat.  In  huge  dishes  of  wood 
might  be  seen  a  juicy  lump  ot  buffalo,  a 
hind  quarter  of  an  antelope,  elk  meat,  veni- 
son, wild  duek.o,  gee.se,  and  turkeys,  sur- 
rounded by  dishes  of  wild  beans,  Indian 
corn,  wild  rice,  and  some  strange  herbs, 
which  appeared  to  -bo  very  palatable. 
These  various  vegetables  were  boiled 
separately  with  a  sprinkling  of  buflato 
grea.'^e,  giving  the  whole  an  extremely 
unctions,  yet  savory  appearance. 

"  In  the  centre  of  the  circle  were  two 
dogs,  of  a  dropsical  apparancc,  the  hair 
merely  cut  close,  and  roasted  entire,  intes- 
tines and  aU.  Over  this  excellent,  delicate 
fooil  was  poured  the  gravy — dog's  grease. 
This  exquisite  dripping  had  been  collected 
in  bone  dishes.  The  dogs  appeared  plump 
and  young,  and  all  seemed  to  pay  especial 
attention  to  the  three  young  pups,  which 
was  to  them  what  dessert  is  to  tlic  civil- 
ized whites.  For  the  sake  of  appearing 
satisfied  with  our  surroundings,  we  par- 
took of  a  very  small  piece,  merely  out  of 
curiosity,  and  could  wo  but  conquer  our 
prejudices,  wa  might  have  made  a  very 
hearty  mtal ;  as  it  was,  wo  were  satisfied. 

"  The  meat  appeared  to  be  of  a  brown- 
ish color,  somewhat  lesembling  porpoise 
meat.  If  we  might  judge  by  the  oily 
streaks  about  the  capacious  mouths  of  the 
chiefs,  and  the  pleasure  which  sparkled  in 
their  eyes,  we  would  ;pronouuce  dog  meat 
delicious. 

"  After  the  feast  was  over  there  were 
three  canine  skeletons  left  on  their  respec- 
tive dishes,  forlorn  h)oking  remnants  of 
dogs  that  once  barked.  Tomahawks,  an- 
swering the  purpose  of  pipes,  as  well  as 
instriiments  of  bloody  deeds,  were  handed 
to  us,  and  as  this  was  an  important  epoch 
in  Spotted  Tail's  life,  he  caused  them  to  be 
filled  with  the  leaf  of  nicotiang  quadrival- 
vis.  Generally,  the  tobacco  they  use  is 
composed  of  the  dried  leaves  of  the  saka- 
korui  plant  (arbutus  ovaursi),  or  kinikin- 
nick,  a  willow  bark.  Till  a  late  hour  we 
smoked  a  tomahawk  that  was  onco  steep- 
ed in  gory  brains,  and  under  the  soothing 
influence  of  the  tobacco,  wove  bright  In- 
dian legends."

IIow 
much  wcowe  to  that  sweet  laugh  I  It  turns 
prose  to  poetry ;  it  flings  flowers  to  sun 
shine  over  the  darkness  of  the  wfHxl  in 
which  we  arc  traveling;  it  touches  with 
light  even  our  sleep,  which  is  no  more 
than  the  image  of  death,  but  i.n  consumed 
with  dreams  that  are  the  shadows  of  im- 
mortality.

A  HBRIES  Ol    mTEHESTlNO  EXrKRIMEKlB. 

Whiltf  cholcm  -was  raging  in  ICngland 
last  year,  the  m(  dical  officer  of  the   Privy 
Council,  in   view  of  the  uncertainty  pre- 
vailing on  many  |»oint8  connected  with  the 
disease,    aud    Ihu    priiH^iples  on  which  it 
ought  to  b«!  treated,  obtained  the  sanction 
of  the  Privy  Council  to  orgam/e  method! 
cal  attempts,  "  by  the  ^c8earch^«  aTi<l  ob- 
servations of  .skilled  persons,  to  narrow,  if 
pos.sil»le,    the    limits    of  those    large    un- 
certainties."   <  >ne  of  these  branches  of  in- 
quiry was  "tho  verification  of  alleged  ex- 
perimental j)roof3  of  the  communicabilily 
of  cholera,     and  it  was  intrusted  to  Dr 
Burdou  Sanderson 
is  appended  to  the 
the  medicAl  officer  ot.  inc  I'rivy 
recently  published. 

Dr.  Sanderson  has  just  made  his  report, 
which  includes  the  results  of  S4imc  inter- 
esting experiments  upon  animalp,  following 
the  course  adopted  in  1854  by  Dr.  Thiersch. 
Strips  of  filter  paper  were  steeped  in  the 
cholera  matter  at  certain  intervals  after  its 
removal  from  the  body  during  life,  or  after 
death,  and  from  these  papers  (when  dry) 
the  quantity  of  solid  matter  taken  up  by 
each  strip  was  determined  by  the  dif- 
ference in  weight  before  and  after  immer- 
sion. The  material  was  thus  obtained  in 
every  stage  of  decomposition,  and  in  a 
form  for  admini.slration  in  extremely  small 
(juantities.  The  animals  selected  lor  ex- 
periment were  white  mice. 

Altogether  148  mice  were  operated  upon, 
and  of  these  53  were  more  or  less  affected 
and  31  died.  Dr.  Sanderson  thinks  that 
although  the  infective  power  of  the  poison 
was  greatest  in  the  third  stage  of  its  de- 
composition, yet  in  some  instances  its  flill 
virulence  was  manifest  on  the  second  day, 
notably  in  the  experiments  for  testing  tiie 
communicabiiity  of  the  disease  from  one 
animal  to  another,  wherein  out  of  27  ani- 
mals operated  upon,  14  became  ill  and  13 
died.  The  material  used  in  these  cases  was 
administered  within  48  hours  of  the  death 
of  the  animal  from  which  it  was  taken. 

The  cholera  matter  having  killed  one 
series  of  mice,  it  was  found  that  the  bodies 
of  these  animals,  when  devoured  by  a  sec- 
ond series,  communicated  the  original  form 
of  disease  in  undiminishtid  virulence,  the 
mortality  raging  as  high  as  fifty-seven  per 
cent.  Carrying  on  the  experiment  to  a  third 
series,  a  mortality  of  fifty  per  cent,  re- 
sulted. "We  have,  therefore,"  says  Dr. 
Sanderson,  "evidence  that  the  difease  pro- 
duced in  mice  by  tho  administration  of 
cholera  material  in  small  doses,  can  be 
readily  communicated  from  the  aflected 
animals  to  others  of  the  same  species,  and 
that  when  so  communicatetl  it  is  quite  as 
fatal  as  when  received  primarilj'. 

As  regards  the  phenomena  of  choltra 
infliction  iu  mice  during  life,  the  mostcon- 
bt^int  indication  that  an  animal  was  under 
the  influence  of  the  poison  was  the  loss  of 
mobiliiy  and  cxcitabilit}'. 

"  At  first  the  animal  remains  quiet,  as  if 
listless  or  drowsy,  but  it  can  be  easily 
roused  into  activity ;  subsequently  all  re- 
action ceases.  Whenever  this  condition  of 
collapse  exists  in  a  well  marked  degree,  it 
i?.  found  that  the  temperature  ol  the  body 
is  correspondingly  diminished.  Thus  in 
animals  so  affected,  readings  of  the  ther- 
mometer were  obtained  as  much  as  twenty 
degrees  below  the  natural  standard.  So 
extraordinary  a  loss  of  temperature  seemed 
at  first  so  incredible  that  1  was  iuclintd  to 
believe  that  some  «rror  of  observation  had 
been  committed,  but  repeated  measure- 
ments confirmed  the  accuracy  of  the  re- 
sults. In  general  a  very  low  temperature 
was  a  certain  precursor  of  death,  but  in  two 
remarkable  instances  recovery  look  place 
after  the  animals  had  remained  motionless 
and  apparently  lifeless,  with  a  temperature 
below  80  degrees  for  more  than  a  day." 

Dr.  Sanderson's  experiments  with  guinea 
pigs,  hedgehogs,  pigeons,  and  dogs,  do  not 
appear  to  have  yielded  any  important  sum  of 
results.  But  Mr.  Simon,  in  a  comment  on 
the  report  remarks : 

"  The  importance  of  the  agent  as  against 
one  sort  of  animal  is  no  disproof  of  its 
virulence  against  other  sorts.  The  positive 
result  of  Tliiersch's  original  experiments 
on  mice,  and  of  the  experiment's  of  Drs. 
Sanderson  and  Thirsch,  would  retain 
their  full  value  in  regard  to  the  animals  ex- 
perimented on,,  even  if  all  other  animals 
should  prove  unsusceptible  of  the  influence; 
and  that  value,  in  explanation  of  the  facts 
of  human  infection,  is,  in  my  ojunion, con- 
clusive.

At  our  hotel  a 
woman  shows  you  to  your  room,  you  pay 
your  bill  to  a  woman,  and  you  are  politely 
bowed  out  of  tho  house  by  the  housekeep- 
er. It  is  rare  to  find  a  retail  store  in  Cork 
where  a  female  is  not  seen  behinc  the 
counter.  Wo  are  told  that  the  same  thing 
prevails  throughout  the  British  provinces. 
The  reason  given  for  employin,^  them  is 
that  their  follies  are  not  only  less  numer- 
ous, but  much  lower  priced.  Females 
may  sport  fifty-doUar  mantles,  but  they 
never  go  on  fifty-dollar  "  busts."  Females 
never  spend  a  whole  week's  wages  on  bil- 
liard tables.  Giris  never  "put  the  party 
througli,"  kick  up  a  row,  and  get  dragged 
to  the  station  house.  Fast  horses  they 
avoid,  and  roulette  tables  and  game  cocks. 
Who  ever  saw  a  female  hanging  round  a 
gambling  table,  or  betting  her  last  five 
dollars  that  she  can  tell  where  the  "little 
joker"  is?  Whoever  saw  a  female  clerk, 
"after  the  store  was  shut,  rambling  up 
Broadway,  "  raising  thunder,"  and  break- 
ing things  ?  Whoever  saw  a  respectable 
girl  knocking  over  dry  goods  boxes  and 
standing  "ILP.'s"  on  their  heads?  No 
one,  and  yet  respectable  young  men  do 
these  things  nightly.  When  was  a  female 
clerk  ever  arrested  for  having  a  "suspi- 
cious character  "  locked  up  iu  the  store 
with  her  alter  midnight?

The  Paris  correspondent  of  tho  Xation 
states  that  the  guests  of  the  Abbe  Dehis, 
curate  ot  the  parish  of  St.  Eloi,  in  the 
Faubourg  St.  Antonie  dined  a  few  days  ago 
on  fowls  whose  iminediato  ancestors  fig- 
ured, he  sayi,  on  the  table  of  the  great 
Prankish  King  Da«robert.

Tho  visitors 
are  confined  to  no  particular  class  of  the 
community,  wdl-dressed  exquisites  and 
fashionably-attiied  females  of  Fifth  and 
Madison  aveuucj  mingling  wf\h  the  plain- 
ly.clad  mechanic  and  unpretending  shop 
girl,  all  of  whc  m  are  allowed  an  equal 
privilege  of  handling,  tossing  and  mixing 
the  shawls  and  ilrcsses— a  privilege  which 
they  have  not  been  slow  to  Improve,  as  is 
testified  by  the  crumploil  appearance  of 
some  of  the  articles.  Among  the  visitors 
who  called  at  the  rooms  yesterday  afler- 
noon,  were  Ba;-on  Von  Ivusseron,  of  the 
Prussian  Legatim,  Hon.  Daniel  E.  Sickles, 
Mile.  Ouiseppini  Moriacchi.  the  danseuse, 
and  other  notal)lc3.  With  the  exception

7Iercj  to  Animali*. 

Some  interesting  experiments  have  been 
made  lately  at  the  slaughter-houses  of  Vin- 
cennes,  as  to  the  most  merciful  manner  of 
killing  animals  with  the  least  possible  suf- 
fering. At  present,  oxen  are  slaughtered 
by  blows  from  heavy  hammers  on  the  head, 
which  necessarily  inflict  the  most  frightful 
t  jrture  on  the  unfortunate  victims  of  our 
carniverous  propensities.  The  idea  occur- 
red to  an  eminent  physiologist  that  the 
section  of  the  spine  would  produce  more 
instant  death.  This  however  has  not  been 
demonstrated.  An  ox  thus  killed  lived 
for  twelve  minutes,  and  endured  dilring 
that  time  the  most  liorrible  sulTerings.  De- 
capitation was  then  tried,  with  the  follow- 
ing curious  result ;  A  calf  was  hung  up 
and  decapitated  in  the  space  of  a  quarter 
of  a  minute.  Its  heaJ  was  then  placed  on 
a  table.  In  six  minutes  two  ounces  and  a 
half  of  blood  was  lost.  During  the  first 
minute  the  face  was  frightfully  convulsed, 
the  mouth  opened  and  shut  as  though  the 
animal  was  calitg,  and,  strange  to  say,  on 
putting  the  hand  against  the  mouth  and 
nostril,  it  was  easy  to  feel  the  respiration 
continuing.  Thirty  animals  were  thus 
killed,  and  the  result  of  the  observations 
taken  was  that  the  committee  decided  that 
the  old  pr  ictice  of  killing  by  means  of 
blows  from  a  liammer  should  be  continued. 
^  s  » 

— A  common  house  fly  almost  invariably 
rests  with  its  head  downward,  and  howev- 
er it  may  alight,  works  its  way  aiound 
until  this  position  is  assumed.  The  biting 
flics  on  the  contrajy,  as  universally  rest 
with  their  heads  pointing  upwards,  acting 
in  this  respect,  precisely  like  the  mosquito, 
equally  blood  thirsty  with  itself.  This  ob- 
servation ■«  as  first  made  by  a  Russian  serf. 
The  brother  of  an  eminent  foreign  ento- 
mologist, now  residing  in  the  United 
States,  observed  the  man  in  q^^uo«tion  kill- 
ing some  of  the  flies  on  the  wall  of  his  hat, 
without  disturbing  others,  and,  on  being 
questioned,  he  gave  as  a  reason  ths*  those 
with  the  head  up  were  "  biters,"  out  tlic 
others  were  not.  A  careful  examination 
of  the  facts  by  the  ctomologist  hiinself; 
proved  the  accuracy  of  the  generalization 
thus  made  by  an  ignorant  out  observant 
peasant

Moiuo  Viooii  Stories. 

We  lake  fn»m  Mr.  Richardson's  very 
lively  volume  Beyond  the  Jfinsiatippi  some 
entertaining  extracts : 

Tins  Missoinu  hivbh. 

John  Randolph  exaggerated  in  declaring 
that  the  Ohio  was  frozen  over  ouo-balf  the 
year  and  dry  the  other  half.  But  Benton 
told  almost  tlu>  ex  ict  truth  when  he  des- 
cribed th«  Mis.souri  as  a  little  too  thick  to 
swim  ill  and  not  quite  thick  etfough  to 
walk  on.  By  daylight  the  broad  current 
19  unpoetic  and  ropul.sive — a  strvam  of  li- 
quid brick  dust  or  flowing  mud,  studded 
with  dead  tree  trunks,  broken  by  bars  and 
islands  »>f  dreary  sand,  and  enclosed  by 
crumbling  shores  of  naked  soil.  Its  waters 
will  deposit  a  sediment  an  eigth  of  an  inch 
thick  upon  the  bottom  of  a  tumbler  in  five 
minutes.  Though  at  first  unpalatable  and 
medicinal  one  soon  finds  it  a  y)lea3ant,  beau- 
tilul  beverage.  I  have  seen  errant  Rlissou- 
rians  so  partial  to  it  as  to  urge  that  the 
pure  waters  of  the  rocky  mountains  were 
unfit  to  drink  because  of  their  clearness  ! 

One  of  our  eastern  passengers  pouring 
out  half  a  pitcher  full  for  ablution,  was  ut- 
terly disgusted  with  its  color  in  the  white 
porcelain  basin.  * 

"  Here  waiter,"  he  exclaimed,  "  bring  me 
me  clean  water  i  somebody  has  washca  in 
this."    ■ 

Its  aspect  quite  justifies  the  Indian  ap- 
pelation  of  "  strong  water,"  and  possibly 
accounts  for  the  tendency  of  whites  to{the 
manor  born  to  weaken  it  with  whisky.  A 
novice  fancies  bathing  in  it  must  sadly  soil 
any  one  not  very  dirty  to  begin  with  ;  but 
it  proves  soft  and  cleansing. 

Navigating  the  Missouri,  at  low  water, 
is  like  putting  a  steamer  upon  dry  land, 
and  sending  a  boy  ahead  with  a  sprinkling 
pot. 

ORIGIN  OF   WESTERN    NAMES. 

"  Kansas,"  signifying  "  smoky,"  is  the 
nanicof  a  degraded  and  nearly  extinct  In- 
dian tribe.  Lewis  and  Clark,  and  all  other 
early  explorers,  epclt  it  as  pronounced, 
with  a  "z." 

Kansas  towns  perpetuate  many  Indian 
names.  Osawattomic,  the  home  of  old 
John  Brown,  was  formed  from  the  Osage 
and  Pottawatomie  rivers,  at  whose  junc- 
tion It  is  built.  Oskaloosa  was  named  in 
joint  honor  of  Osk.a,  an  old  chief  and 
Loosa,  his  squaw.  Osawkee  signifies  the 
"  yeliow  leaf."  Hiawatha,  in  Brown  coun- 
ty, commemorates  Longfellow's  hero.  Kin- 
nekuck  is  a  corruption  of  Ke-an-ne-kuck 
(the  foremost  man),  a  great  Kickapoo  pro- 
phet. "  White  Cloud  "  was  a  brave  chief 
among  the  lowas,  and  the  city  of  White 
Cloud  is  built  on  his  «ild  hunting-ground 
Waubonsee  is  from  Wau-bon-see  (the  dawn 
of  d.ay),  the  name  given  to  a  Pottawatomie 
leader  v.-ho  attacked  the  enemy  just  at  day- 
break. 

There  ii  a  legend  of  au  old  brave  within 
the  present  limits  of  Wisconsin  whose 
squaw  annually  presented  him  with  a  girl. 

Women  are  of  little  repute  among  the 
Indians,  and  the  heart  of  the  chieftain 
longed  for  ii  3on  and  heir.  But  the  squaw 
had  all  the  obslinac}  of  her  sex,  and  every 
twelve  month  the  appearance  of  the  inevi- 
table girl  filled  him  with  despondency  and 
chagrin.  On  one  of  thc.<«  sad  occasions 
the  unhappy  brave  visited  a  lit tlef grocery, 
for  settlers  were  already  encroached  upon 
his  domain.  He  was  plunged  in  profound- 
est  gloom,  and  refused  to  drink  or  talk. 

A  white  loafer  knowing  his  disappoint- 
ment congratulated  him  upon  the  new  ar- 
row added  to  his  domestic  quiver.  With  a 
look  of  unutterable  disgust,  he  ejaculated, 
"  She-boy-'gin !"  (she  b;iy  again  !)  strode 
from  the  house,  and  never  returned  to  the 
scene  of  his  broken  hopes.  And  when  a 
flourishing  town  sprang  up  around  the  lit- 
tle grocery,  it  wa.s  named  by  common  con- 
sent Sheboygan. 

Topeka  is  an  Indian  name  signify ing"po- 
tatoes."  Satirists  translated  it  small  pota- 
taes — an  interpretation  which  the  Topeka 
philoligists  indignantly  rejected. 

"JIM  LANE." 

Repeatedly  the  United  States  Marshal 
from  Lecompton,  with  an  armed  posse  at 
his  heels,  galloped  into  Lawrence  with  a 
warrant  for  Lane's  arrest.  But  the  Law- 
rence people  were  miracles  of  heroic  reti- 
cence. The  first  person  asked  would  per- 
haps reply  that  he  "  never  heard  of  any 
such  man."  Another  would  report  him 
"gone  down  south."  A  third  saw  him  an 
hour  ago,  but  thought  he  was  now  over 
the  Reservation.  Then  a  young  man  with 
a  revolver  at  his  side  would  stop  up  and 
demand  gravely : 

"Hello,  marshal,  looking  for  Jim  Lane?" 

"  Yes ;  where  is  he  ?" 

"  Just  left  town.  I  saw  him  start  for 
Iowa  ten  minutes  ago  with  a  twelve  pound- 
er under  his  arm." 

Amid  the  derisive  laughter  which  fol- 
lowed, the  angry  officer  and  his  posse 
would  ride  homeward.  Before  they  were 
fairly  out  of  sight.  Lane  would  come  strol- 
ling up  Massachusetts  street,  wearing  the 
old  black  bearskin  overcoat,  wluch  en- 
veloped him  winter  and  summer,  and  ask- 
ing if  anybody  had  heard  a  gentleman 
from  Lecompton  inquiring  for  him! 

LYNCH   LAW  IN  THE   EARLY  KANSAS  DAYS. 

In  Lawrence,  when  the  assessor  asked 
one  man  for  a  list  of  his  property,  a  mob 
began  to  gather,  and  he  departed  abruptly. 
Up(m  his  arrival  in  Topeka,  he  heard  a 
party  of  young  men  .':lep  into  an  adjacent 
store  and  inquire  : 

"  Can  you  leud  us  a  rope?" 

•*  For  what  purpose  ?" 

"  There  is  a  bogus  as-sessor  in  town,  and 
wc  are  going  to  hang  him." 

The  officer  absconded  again,  in  what 
Choatc  used  to  call  "  terrific  and  tumul- 
tuous ha.ste,"  fully  convinced  that  the  post 
of  safety  was  a  private  station.  No  more 
tax  eftorts  were  made. 

TOWN  LOT  SrECCLATIONS. 

The  pantomime  of  actual  life  began  with 
beggars  clothed  in  rags.  But  the  genii  of 
real  estate  speculation  touched  them  with 
his  wand,  and  lo !  the  tatters  were  gone, 
and  they  were  clothed  in  purple,  adorned 
with  jewels,  and  weighed  down  with  gold. 
Young  men  who  never  before  owned  fifty 
dollars  at  once,  a  few  weeks  after  reaching 
Kansas  possessed  full  pockets  and  town 
shares  by  the  score,  and  talked  of  thou- 
sends  as  if  they  liad  been  rocked  in  golden 
cradles,  and  fed  with  the  famous  Miss  Kil- 
mansegg's  famous  golden  spoon.  On  a 
smaller  scale  was  repeated  the  story  of 
that  Minnesota  wood-sawyer  who  accumu- 
lated half  a  million  in  half  a  year.  On 
paper  all  tliese  towns  were  magnificent. 
Their  superbly  lithographed  maps  adorned 
the  walls  of  every  place  of  resort.  The 
town  might  be  composed  of  twenty  build- 
ings, or  it  might  contain  a  single  human 
habitation.  In  most  cases,  however,  he 
would  find  one  or  two  rough  cabins,  with 
perhaps  a  tf;nt  and  an  Indian  canoe  on  the 
river  in  front  of  the  "  levee."  Anything 
was  marketable.  Shares  in  interior  towns 
of  one  or  two  shanties  sold  readily  for  a 
hundred  dollars.  Wags  proposed  an  act 
of  Congress  reserving  some  land  for  farm- 
ing purposes  l>efbro  the  whole  territory 
should  be  dividetl  into  city  lota.  Towns 
enough  were  started  for  a  State  contain- 
ing four  millions  of  people. 

UNREAL  REAL  KBTATB. 

Weston,  Missouri,  was  once  a  leading 
and  thriving  town.  Now  the  erratic 
stream  had  made  deposits  in  front  until 
large  buildings  formerly  on  Its  bank  were 
one-third  of  a  mile  inland.  At  81.  Joseph, 
forty  nules  above,  and  upon  underlying 
quicksands,  the  river  was  fa.-^l  cutting  into 
the  city.  Several  acres  hail  disappeared 
in  a  single  year.  Brick  warehouses  on  thjj 
levee  were  now  deserted,  and  their  outer 
walls  falling.  A  family  in  the  lower  part 
of  the  town  were  at  dinner,  when  the 
ground  beneath  them  began  to  tremble. 
At  first  they  thought  it  an  earthquake,  but 
it  proved  a  water  quake.  They  fled  to  a 
safe  distance,  and  saw  house,  garden  and 
an  acre  of  land  slide  into  the  encroaching 
element.  One  might  contract  to  sell  lota 
here  and  deliver  them  in  St  I^ouis  f    It 


wu  a  flight  of  fiincy  to  call  such  property 
realestatia. 

At  St.  Joseph  the  river  orginally  flowed 
in  front  of  Front  street.  Now  it  ran  along 
Fourth,  and  the  intervening  land  had  dis- 
appeared. A  non-resident,  who  had  par« 
chased  levee  lots  soon  after  the  city  was 
laid  out,  returned  in  18G8  to  look  after 
them.  He  supposed  them  in  the  bed  of  the 
stream,  but  had  the  curiosity  to  ascertain 
by  surve}'.  They  proved  to  be  on  the 
other  side  of  the  river,  in  Klwood,  Kansa.s. 

A  KANSAS  COURT,  1857. 

Once  an  attorney  for  the  defence  took 
his  cigar  from  his  mouth,  and  behind  a 
huge  pufl"  of  smoke  objected  to  certain  tes- 
timony on  the  other  side  as  inadmissable. 
The  judge  gravely  replied  : 

"  The  Court  sustains  the  objectioa,  and 
rules  that  the  question  cannot  be  asked  at 
thit  utage  of  the  gam*. 

This  inference  was  that  "the  Court" 
played  poker. 

PRB-KMPTION. 

We  selected  and  staked  our  quarter  sec- 
tions, and,  after  returning  to  (^uindaro, 
sent  out  boards  and  had  a  cabin  erected 
upon  each.  But  a  few  weeks  later,  when 
we  went  back  to  look  at  our  "dweUings," 
some  enterprising  scoundrel  had  carried 
away  every  one  of  them!  He  did  not 
leave  a  single  board,  rafter,  or  splinter. 
Notwithstanding  the  forty  dollars  which 
his  cupidity  cost  me,  I  have  profound  re- 
spect for  that  shrewd  speculator  who  not 
only  obtained  so  much  valuable  lumber  for 
nothing,  but  found  it  already  delivered 
thirty  miles  in  the  interior,  when  the  ex- 
penses of  hauling  were  enormous.  It  must 
have  enabled  him  to  build  a  palatial  man- 
sion ;  but  my  experience  was  a  ludicrous 
satire  upon  the  ancient  legal  fiction,  that 
every  man's  house  is  his  castle. 

From  such  a  school  must  have  gradua- 
ted the  — th  Kansas  Infantry,  which 
acquired  rare  reputation  for  plundering 
during  the  ^reat  rebellion.  A  number  of 
Kansas  regiments,  marching  through  Mis- 
souri, revenged  themselves  upon  their  old 
enemies;  but  this  had  unapproachable 
genius  for  plunder,  which  the  camp  stories 
used  to  illustrate  with  genuine  American 
exaggeration.    One  of  them  ran  thus : 

In  an  Arkansas  campaign,  a  general  offi- 
cer found  the  entire  — Ih  grouped  around 
a  sawmill,  and  weeping  like  Niobcs  : 

"  Wiiy,  boys,"  he  asked,  "  what  is  the 
matter." 

"  Matter  enough,"  sobbed  one  enterpris- 
ing volunteer.  "  Thus  far  we  have  never 
left  anything  behind  us :  but  we  can't  pos- 
sibly steal  this  sawmill." 

ARKANS.VB  t.EGISLATUKE. 

Tliat  body  meant  business ;  but  its  para- 
phernalia was  not  gorgeous.  Indeed  it 
looked  a  good  deal  like  the  Arizona  legis- 
lature, which  used  to  meet  in  a  log  cabin 
with  a  dirt  floor.  Our  sessions  were  held 
in  a  Lawrence  hall  over  the  "  Commer- 
cial" restaurant.  The  members  lived  in 
widely  separated  portions  of  the  territory. 
Chilled  with  long  winter  rides,  they  would 
enter  with  slouched  hats,  top  boots  and 
blue  army  overcoats  with  enormous  capes  ; 
crowd  around  the  stove  and  canvass  the 
latest  news  or  rumor  of  disturbance.  No 
inferior  rank  was  tolerated;  every  naan 
was  a  general.  At  the  appoimted  hour 
Lane,  ex  officio  president,  would  rap  on  the 
table  and  command  in  his  hoarse  gutturals : 

"  The  board  will  come  to  order." 

Then  he  pulled  at  the  bell  rope  until  a 
waiter  appeared. 

"  John,  bring  us  one,  two  three,  four," 
(counting  the  members  present,)  "  fourteen 
hot  whiskey  punches  and  a  box  of  cigars. 
Ah!  John,  fifteen  hot  whiskies.  General 
Walker,  you  are  just  in  time.  General 
Richardson,  you  will  read  the  minutes  of 
the  last  meeting." 

The  completion  of  the  reading  found  the 
board  warm«d  externally  and  internally 
for  the  transaction  of  business.  Under  its 
auspices  organization  and  enrolment  pro- 
gressed rapidly.  The  territorial  governor 
(Denver)  issued  a  proclamation  against  it ; 
but  proclamations  were  cheap  and  plenty, 
and  his  was  unheeded.  There  were  fre- 
quent rumors  tliat  he  was  about  to  pro 
mote  its  leading  members  to  the  honors  of 
martyrdom  by  arresting  them ;  but,  once 
begxm,  he  could  hardly  have  stopped  with- 
out arresting  the  whole  population  of  Kan- 
sas. So  he  confined  his  warfare  to  paper 
bullets  of  the  brain. 

A  RULE  THAT  CUT  BOTH  WAYS. 

On  Thursday,  June  (1858,)  I  was  in  the 
ofllce  of  the  Lawrence  Herald  of  Fre^om, 
when  a  boy  came  in  with  the  report : 

"  There  has  jusf  been  a  fight  up  town." 

This  was  such  an  eve  -y  day  afTair  that  I 
did  not  look  up  from  my  writing.  A  mo- 
ment afterward  another  messenger  entered 
and  said  : 

"  There's  a  man  killed." 

Even  this  excited  little  attention  in  these 
times  of  violence.  But  suddenly  a  voice 
was  heard  from  the  street : 

"  Jim  Lane  has  killed  Gains  Jenkins, 
and  a  mob  has  gathered  round  his  house  to 
hang  him." 

There  was  no  more  indiflerence ;  the  un- 
armed ran  for  revolvers ;  and  we  all  has- 
tened to  Lane's  house ;  half  a  mile  away. 
Around  it  were  two  or  three  hundred  ex- 
cited men,  a  few  proposing  to  Lynch  Lane, 
but  the  majority  declaring  that  he  should 
be  tried  by  due  course  of  law.  Among  the 
former  was  the  notorious  ex  sheriff  Jones, 
who  led  the  border-rufflan  horde  in  sack- 
ing Lawrence  two  years  earlier.  During 
the  comparative  quiet  wliich  now  prevail- 
ed, he  frequently  visited  the  city.  In  the 
midst  of  his  loud  talk,  sherifT  Samuel 
Walker  quietly  remarked : 

"  Look  here,  Jones  ;  be  careful  how  you 
recommend  hanging.  These  people  are  a 
good  d(;al  excited  already,  and  if  they 
hang  anybody,  will  be  very  likely  to  begin 
with  you!" 

The  visitor  instantly  apologised  for  his 
intrusion  into  Lawrence  afiairs,  and  look 
the  first  stage  for  Lecompton. 

WESTERN  PROVINCL\LISMB. 

In  Kansas  one  heard  the  slang  and  pro- 
vincialisms of  every  section  of  the  country, 
besides  some  indigenous  to  thQ  soil.  The 
importations  were  chiefly  from  Missouri, 
which  had  furnished  more  than  half  the 
entire  population.  Most  readers  have 
heard  Ohioans  spoken  of  as  "Buckeyes," 
(from  the  buckeye  tree,)  Illinoians  as 
"  Suckers,"  Indianians  as  "  Hoosiers,"  end 
Michiganders  as  "  Woolverines."  Early 
Californians  christeued  as  "  Pukes",  the 
immigrants  from  Missouri,  declaring  that 
they  had  lieeen  Tomite<l  forth  from  that 
prolific  state.  And  however  shocking  to 
ears  polite,  the  appellation  has  adhered  to 
them  ever  since.  Missourians  transplant- 
ed into  Kansas  many  of  their  pet  home 
phrases.  One  morning  at  breakfifist  a 
squatter  host  of  mine  remarked  : 

"  These  molasaca  is  sweeter  than  any  ma- 
ple molasses  I  ever  seen." 

This  uni(iue  use  of  the  national  saccha- 
rine only  in  the  plural,  not  uncommon  in 
the  Southwest,  originated  in  Pennsylvania. 
I  heard  another  Missourian  reply  to  inqui- 
ries touching  his  health. 

"  I  had  the  shakes  last  week,  bat  now  I 
got  8hiU  of  them" 

A  third  asking  concerning  his  crop  of 
com,  responded : 

"  Yes,  1  raised  a  power  of  it.  I  have 
fed  a  heap  to  my  cattle,  and  got  a  right 
smart  clianco  left," 

Rural  Missourians  never  carried  bur- 
dens, but  always  "packed"  or  "toted" 
them.  Among  other  provincialisms 
through  the  Southwest,  the  use  of  "  crap- 
pe<l"  (a  corrnption  of  cropped)  is  some 
times  droll  and  startling.  General  Msrcy 
tells  of  an  Arkansan  who  pointing  lo  a 
little  man  with  a  huge  wife,  inquired  : 

"  Cap,  don't  you  reckcm  that  thar  little 
man  has  a  bit  over  crapped  his  self?" 

The  use  of  "  beef"  as  the  singular  of 
"beeves,"  obsolete  through  the  East,  is 
common— the  western  farmer  usually  say- 
ing, "  I  have  just  sold  a  beef." 

The  New  Englanler  shouts  to  a  distant 
friend  :  "  Hallo— a,  John !"  The  southern- 
er or  westerner  cries :  "  0-«-o-o,  John  I" 

Immigrants  from  the  East  were  very 
merry  at  the  expense  of  their  Missouri 


neighbors.    In  a  street  discussion  a  loung- 
er was  defending  as  correct  the  rural  south- 
ern i)hrases— "  We  'ims"  and  "  You  'uns." 
Oxieoi  the  bystandaxa  asked  him:  . 
"  Ai  e  you  a  grammarian  ?" 
"  Whloh?"  was  bii  bewildered  iaquiiy. 
*<  Are  yott  a  grauwarian  ?" 
*'  Why,  no,  Vm  a  Hissourian !" 
It  is  a  distiuotloa  mth  a  difl'eronoe.    But 
the  fun  is  not  all  on  one  side.    I  remember 
an  olil  Missourian  who  was  brought  in  con- 
tact with  many  Eastern  men  by  {the  estab- 
lishment of  a  new  stage  line  through  his 
neighborlKHxl.    Said  he : 

"  I've  lived  on  the  frontier  all  my  life. 
I  know  English  and  the  sign-language, 
and  have  picked  up  a  smattering  of  French, 
Spanish,  Choctaw  and  Delaware;  but  one 
language  I  can't  understand,  and  that  is 
this  infernal  New  York  language !" 

HOUSE  ON  WTTEELB. 

In  most  land  offices  a  man  cannot  pre- 
empt unless  he  has  a  house  at  least  twelve 
feet  S(iuare.  I  have  a  known  a  witness  to 
swear  that  the  house  in  question  was 
"  twelve  by  fourteen,"  when  actually  the 
only  building  upon  the  claim  "was  one 
whittled  out  with  a  pen  knife,  twelve  inch- 
es by  fourteen. 

Some  offices  require  that  the  house  must 
have  a  glass  window.  While  traveling  in 
the  interior,  I  slopped  at  a  little  slab  cabin 
where  I  noticed  a  window-sash  without 
lights,  hanging  on  a  nail.  As  I  had  seen 
similar  frames  in  other  cabins,  I  asked  the 
owner  what  it  was  for. 

"  To  pre-empt  with,"  was  the  reply. 

"How?" 

"  Why,  dont  you  understand  ?  To  en- 
able my  witness  to  swear  that  there  is  a 
window  in  my  house !" 

Sometimes  the  same  cabin  is  moved  fVom 
claim  to  claim,  until  half-a-dozen  ditterent 

Eersons  have  pre-empted  with  it.  In  Ne- 
raska  a  little  frame  house,  like  a  coimtry 
daguarrean  car,  was  built  for  this  purpose 
on  wheels,  and  drawn  by  oxen.  It  enabled 
them  to  pre-empt  with  it.  The  discovery  of 
any  such  malpractice  and  perjury  would 
invalidate  the  title.  But  I  never  knew  of 
an  instance  where  the  pre-emptor  was  de- 
prived of  his  land  after  receiving  his  title. 
No  woman  can  pre-empt  unless  she  is  a 
widow  or  the  "  head  of  the  family."  But 
Bometinms  an  ambitious  maiden  who  wish- 
es to  secure  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres 
of  land,  borrows  a  child,  signs  letters  of 
adoption,  swears  that  she  is  the  head  of  the 
family,  and  pre  empts  her  claim,  then  an- 
nuls the  papers  and  returns  her  temporal 
offspring  to  its  parents  with  an  appropri- 
ate gift. 

IMPROVED  LEGISLATORS. 

The  territorial  legislature  of  1859  was  a 
more  reputable  body  than  that  of  the  pre- 
vious year.  Still  one  of  the  representa- 
tives, originally  from  Indiana,  in  recording 
himself  a  physician,  transcribed  very 
promptly  the  letters  "  P-h-i-s-i,"  then  hesi- 
tated a  moment,  and  at  last,  turning  to  a 
bystander,  asked  him  in  all  seriousness  : 

"Do  you  spell  physician  't-i-o-n,'  or 
•si-o-n'?"

"  Any  bread  ?" 

"Any  what •!■" 

"Bread." 

"  No,  sir,"  says  he,  indignantly  ;  **  I  don't 
keep  a  bakery." 

"  Any  ham  ?" 

"  No." 

"Any  figs?" 

"No." 

"  Well,  what  have  you?" 

"  Why,  I  have  sardines,  pickled  oysters, 
smoking  tobacco,  and,  stranger,  I  have  got 
some  of  the  best  whisky  you  ever  seen 
since  you  was  born !" 

A  GOVERNMENT  'WITHOUT  LAWS. 

The  Cbickasaws  have  a  separate  gov- 
ernment. A  few  years  ago  their  le^la- 
ture  abrogated  all  existing  laws  and  passed 
a  fresh  code.  They  sent  the  new  manu- 
script laws  into  Texas  to  bo  printed,  with- 
out retaining  a  copy.  The  messenger  lost 
them  while  fording  a  river ;  and  they  were 
never  recovered.  The  courts  were  in  a 
muddle  which  would  have  suprised  Steph- 
en Blackpool  himself,  until  a  new  legisla- 
ture supplied  the  deficiency. 

"HITCHING    up"  IN  NEW  MEXICO. 

At  dusk  we  passed  old  Fort  Belknap,  the 
last  outpost  of  civilization.  Thence  to 
the  Rio  Grande  stretches  a  lonely  desert  ot 
six  hundred  miles.  Our  horses  were  now 
exchanged  for  Mexican  mules.  Four  stout 
men  were  required  to  hold  them  while  the 
driver  mounted  to  his  seat.  Once  loosed, 
after  kicking,  plunging  afid  reariag,  they 
ran  wildly  for  two  miles  upon  the  road. 
They  never  can  be  fafly  tamed.  )When 
first  used,  the  driver  lashed  the  coach  to  a 
tree  before  harnessing  them.  When  ready 
for  starting,  the  ropes  are  cut,  and  they 
sometimes  ran  for  a  dozen  miles.  But  on 
this  smooth  prairie  they  do  not  often  over- 
turn a  coach. 


mark  Twain  !■  Italy. 

Mark  Twain,  the  CaUfornia  humorist, 
who  accompanied  the  Quaker  City  excur- 
sionists, went  ashore  at  Civita  Vecchia,  to 
take  a  little  tour  in  the  Pope's  dominions, 
and  thus  describes  what  he  saw  and  expe- 
rienced, in  a  letter  to  the  Tribune : 

This  is  the  vilest  nest  of  dirt,  vermin 
and  ignorance  we  have  got  into  yet,  ex- 
cept that  African  perdition  they  call  the 
Tangier,  which  is  just  like  it.  The  people 
here  live  in  alleys  two  yards  wide.  It  is 
lucky  the  alleys  are  not  wider,  because 
they  hold  as  much  smell  now  as  a  person 
can  stand,  and,  of  course,  if  they  were 
wider  they  would  hold  more,  aod  then  the 
people  would  die.  These  alleys  are  paved 
with  stone,  sjid  carpeted  with  slush  and 
decided  rags,  and  decomposed  vegetable 
tops,  and  renmants  of  old  boots,  all  soaked 
with  dish-water,  and  the  people  sit  around 
on  stools  and  enjoy  it.  They  are  indolent, 
as  a  general  thing,  and  yet  have  few  pas- 
times. They  work  two  or  three  hours  at  a 
time,  but  not  hard,  and  then  they  knock 
ofl  and  catch  fleas.  This  does  not  require 
talent,  because  they  only  have  to  grii— if 
they  don't  get  the  one  they  arc  after,  they 

fet  another.  It  is  all  the  same  to  them, 
'hey  are  not  particular.  1  hey  have  no 
partialities.  Whichever  one  they  get  is 
the  one  they  want.  They  have  other  Rinds 
of  insects,  but  it  does  not  make  them  ai- 
rogant  They  arc  very  quiet,  unpretend- 
ing people.  They  have  more  of  this  than 
other  commodities,  but  they  do  not  brag. 
They  are  vary  uncleanly,  these  people,  in 
face,  in  person  and  drees.  When  they  see 
anylMxiy  with  a  clean  shirt  on,  it  arouses 
their  scorn.  The  women  'wash  clothes 
half  the  day  at  the  public  fountains,  but 
they  are  probably  somebody's  else;  or, 
may  be,  they  keep  one  suit  to  wear  and 
another  to  wash,  because  they  never  wear 
any  that  have  ever  l)een  washed.  When 
they  get  done  washing  they  sit  in  the 
alleys  and  nurse  their  cubs.  All  the  wo- 
men in  Civita  Vecchia  have  large  families. 
They  nurse  one  at  a  time,  and  the  others 
scratch  their  backs  against  the  door-posts 
and  are  happy.  All  ilie  people  scratch- 
it  is  their  delight.  There  is  a  rusty  shrine 
here  and  there  along  the  streets,  where  the 
people  can  watch  and  pray;  but  they  don't 
do  that ;  tbcy  scratch  and  pray— they  like 
it  better.  All  this  country  is  presideil  over 
by  the  Pope.  They  do  not  appear  to  have 
any  schools  here,  and  only  one  bilhard 
table.  Their  education  is  at  a  very  low 
sta^e.  One  portion  of  the  men  go  into  the 
military,  another  into  the  priesthood,  a 
third  into  the  shocmaking  business,  and 
the  balance  "  lay  around."  They  keep  up 
the  passport  system  yet,  but  so  they  do  in 
Turkey.  This  shows  that  Turkey  is  not  a 
whit  more  enlightened  than  the  Papacy, 
whatever  malignant  villains  may  say  to 
the  contrary. 


Art  and  ll<lemcc* 

—It  is  said  that  a  F'enchnMUt  has  dis- 
covered the  causes  of  the  potates  disease, 
and  <liii  produce  it  or  evade  it  at  pleasure. 
The  jtarqidt  de  Hivrin  court  says  that  he 
hasceen  patches  of  potitoes  diseased  and 
healthy  growing  aide  by  side  under  the 
giiardmn  care  m  tJgiis  tavaut.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  disctyverj  is  real ;  if  so,  the 
agricultural  population  vnll  bless  the  name 
ot  the  wise  Frenchman. 

— A  trial  of  potato  diggers  took  place 
near  Bishopriggs,  Scotland,  recently.  One 
consisted  of  a  broad  scoop  for  opening  the 
drill,  with  a  revolving  grape  behind,  by 
the  action  of  which  the  potatoes  and  soil 
are  thoroughly  separate  1  and  thrown  to 
one  side  against  a  netting  attached  to  the 
side  of  the  machine.  j\.nother  was  on  a 
similar  principle,  but  with  the  revolving 
grape  placed  in  a  different  position,  and 
without  the  netting. 

— In  a  paper  read  before  the  Scientific 
Association  of  Trinidad,  Henry  Mitchell 
said  that  in  consquence  of  the  new  and 
simple  methods  for  preventing  taint  in 
meat,  fresh  meat  will  s<K>n  be  sold  every- 
where at  two  and  a  half  pence  sterling  a 
pound ;  and  he  founds  his  calculation  on 
the  fact  that  there  are  in  the  provinces  of 
La  Plata  27,000,000  cattle  and  40,000,000 
sheep,  and  in  Australia  180,000,000  cattle 
and  300,000,000  sheep.      . 

— Sweet  oil,  aooordinc:to  the  American 
Artizan,  is  an  antidote  l<>r  poison.  It  says 
that  "  a  poison  of  any  conceivable  descrip- 
tion and  degree  of  potency,  which  has 
been  swallowed,  intentionally  or  by  acci- 
dent, may  be  rendered  iastantly  harmless 
by  swallowing  two  gills  of  sweet  oil.  An 
individual  with  a  very  strong  constitution 
should  take  twice  the  c  uantity.  This  oil 
will  neutralize  every  forin  of  vegetable  or 
mineral  poison  with  w  aich  physicians  or 
chemists  are  acquainted." 

— M.  Grandider  has  presented  to  the 
French  Academy  an  egg  of  the  remarka- 
ble extinct  bird,  the  Epiomis,  of  Madagas- 
car. Having  lately  rotumed  from  the 
island,  he  says  the  eggs  (»f  the  Epiomis  are 
found  on  a  plain  at  one  side  of  the  island, 
and  at  a  height  of  sevind  meters  above 
the  sea-level.  Strange  t hat  though  numer- 
ous ^gs  have  been  discovered,  the  bones 
of  this  creature  are  rarely  found.  From 
what  M.  Grandidier  haj  learned  from  the 
natives  there  seems  little  doubt  that  the 
Epirnis  is  extinct. 

—The  population  of  Ihe  earth  is  estima' 
ted  by  a  German  statist  at  1,350,000,000,  of 
whom  285,000,000  are  in  Europe,  796,600,- 
000  in  Asia,  3,850,000  in  Australia  and  Po- 
lynesia, 188,000,000  in  A  frica,  and  74,500,- 
000  in  America.  This  estimate  it  is  ac- 
knowledged, is  only  an  ipproximation,  for 
the  statist  admits  that  it  is  impossible  to  ar- 
rive at  anything  like  an  accurate  statement 
of  the  population  of  Asia  and  Africa,  there 
being  no  census  or  other  means  of  ascer- 
taining the  number  of  iihabitants  in  those 
portions  of  the  globe. 

— Dr.  Bischoff,  of  Munich,  has  just  pub- 
lished a  series  of  lithogiaphic  plates,  com- 
paring the  skulls  ot  tht  gorilla,  chimpan- 
zee, and  orang-outang.  From  a  measure- 
ment of  thirty-five  era  aia,  he  found  the 
maximum  internal  capacities  to  be  of  the 
gorilla,  28  37  cubic  inches ;  chimpanzee. 
2807  cubic  inches;  oiang-outang,  35  07 
cubic  inches.  The  last  is  said  lo  be  the 
largest  monkey  skull  crer  brought  to  Eu- 
rope. The  human  skull  has  rarely,  if 
ever,  a  capacity  of  less  than  65*  inches,  and 
attains  its  maximum  in  144  inches  cubical 
capacity. 

—Variegated  marble,  it  is  announced, 
may  be  imitated  in  al  the  rich-colored 
veins  for  which  some  sjiecies  of  it  are  dis- 
tinguished. For  this  purpose  a  solid  block 
of  marble,  to  be  treated,  is  first  warmed  in 
an  oven  to  open  its  pores,  after  which  the 
colors,  are  appUed.  These  consist  of  an 
alcoholic  solution  ofalkanet  root,  to  pro- 
duce a  rich  lavender,  a  madder  lake  to 
make  a  crimson,  indigo  to  produce  a  blue, 
verdigris  green,  and  gamboge  yellow. 
They  are  put  on  accoiding  to  the  fancy 
and  taste  of  the  artist,  so  as  to  form  the 
desired  patterns,  after  v^hich  the  marble  is 
atnin  warmed  to  ma^e  it  absorb  the 
colors. 

— The  Fort  Wayne  (Ind.)  Gazette  says 
that  the  bones  of  thrc  e  masladons  have 
been  discovered  near  Huntertown,  Ind. 
No  one  skeleton  is  con  plete,  but  enough 
of  each  has  been  found  to  determine  that 
they  are  the  remains  of  a  male,  female,  and 
call.  The  lowerjaw  of  the  calf  was  ex- 
humed entire.  'The  tenth,  small  and  little 
worn,  are  the  uraistaka  ale  signs  of  "  veal." 
A  quantity  of  older  anc  larger  teeth,  and 
part  of  a  larger  jaw  wet  e  found.  Also  five 
upper     bones  the    lore     leg,    two    up- 

ger  bones  of  the  hind  fcg,  two  thigh 
ones,  shoulder  blade,  fragments  of  tusks, 
parts  of  a  skull,  a  quantity  of  ribs,  and 
many  other  smaller  botes.  The  skeletons 
were  fbimd  in  a  corn  field,  in  what  was 
once  a  deep  marsh.  Twenty  or  thirty 
year&ago,  the  proprietor  says,  it  would 
not  have  been  safe  for  man  or  beas  to  tenter 
it.  The  bones  were  fr>und  in  an  area  of 
about  forty  feet  in  dian.eter,  from  threefto 
four  feet  below  the  surface,  in  a  stratum 
of  light  clay  covering  s  layer  of  blue  clay. 
The  lop  soil  is  a  black  muck,  even  now  fit 
for  cultivation  only  in  dry  seasons.
